CARDIAC FAILURE*

I HAVE selected cardiac failure as the theme of 
this lecture for two reasons: first, because it is 
liable to develop in every case of cardiovascular disease, 
and secondly, because the subject is one on which 
there has been, and still is, a diversity of opinion. 

Of the earlier theories that propounded by James 
Hope? in the early part of the last century deserves 
special mention because it provides the first authentic 
basis of the so-called back-pressure type of heart 
failure; his introductory remark is of considerable 
interest :— 


“ Order of succession in which the several compartments 
of the heart are rendered hypertrophous by an obstacle 
before them in the course of the circulation.” 


and the following extracts are noteworthy :— 


““As an obstacle to the circulation operates on the 
heart in a retrograde direction, the cavity situated 
immediately behind it is the first to suffer from its 
influence.” 

“When the distending pressure of the blood pre- 
ponderates over the power of the (left) ventricle, ‘its 
contents, from not being duly expelled, constitute an 
obstacle to the transmission of the auricular blood ; 
hence the auricle becomes over-distended, and the obstruc- 
tion may be propagated backwards through the lungs to the 
right side of the heart and there occasion the same series 
of phenomena.” 

*““ When the mitral orifice is contracted . . . the left 
auricle having to struggle against the contracted valve 
in front, and also to sustain the distending pressure 
of the blood flowing in from the lungs, invariably becomes 
thickened and dilated; the engorgement, extending 
backwards through the lungs to the right ventricle, 
occasions its hypertrophy and dilatation, the lungs suffer- 
ing in pre-eminent degree.” 

“* When the impediment to the circulation is primitively 
seated in the lungs, the right ventricle, situated immediately 
behind them, is the first to experience its influence ; and 
when the cavity is so far overpowered by the distending 
pressure of the blood as to be incapable of adequately 
expelling its contents, the obstruction extends to the 
auricle.” 

“ Obstruction in the right auricle, whether from this 
or other cause, presents an obstacle to the return of the 
venous blood and therefore ultimately causes retardation 
throughout the whole venous system; nor is this all; 
for the retardation is propagated throughout the capillaries 
to the arterial system and thus at length returns in a 
circle to the heart.” 


Hope’s classical observations were subsequently 
modified by the teaching of William Stokes, who 
emphasised more particularly the supervention of 
myocardial incompetence in valvular heart affections, 
and thus incidentally originated a theory which was 
destined for further development by cardiologists a 
generation after his time. 

A brief extract from his treatise on Diseases of 
the Heart and Aorta®® summarises the viewpoint 
which Stokes adopted in regard to cardiac failure : 





“It too often happens,”’ he said, ‘‘ when the existence of 
a valvular disease is determined, that great labour is 
expended in ascertaining the exact seat and nature of the 
affection. Long and careful examinations are made to

determine whether the disease exists at the right or left 
side of the heart; whether it be a lesion of the mitral, 
tricuspid, or the semilunar valves; a contraction; an 
ossification ; a permanent patency or warty excrescence. 
Now, though in some, we might say in many cases, these 
cases may be resolved with considerable accuracy, it is 
also true that in a large number their determination is of 
comparatively trifling importance; and the two great 
practical points to be attended to are, first whether 
the murmurs proceed from an organic cause, and next, 
what is the vital and physical condition of the muscular 
portions of the heart; for it is upon these points that 
prognosis and treatment must entirely depend.” 

“The practical physician, having satisfied himself 
that a valvular disease exists, will not devote too much 
time in ascertaining its exact nature ; but he will examine 
into the vital and mechanical state of the heart’s cavities. 
He will ascertain the amount of vigour of the heart, 
whether its force is above or below the natural standard.” 


Backward or Forward Failure 

The above extracts deserve careful consideration 
because they constitute the original conceptions of 
two opposing theories, the one characterised by 
so-called forward failure, the other by back-pressure 
phenomena. It is common knowledge that the 
original doctrine of back pressure was universally 
adopted in this country, and that all the leading 
cardiologists continued to approve its significance 
until the early part of the present century. About 
that time the general trend of opinion underwent 
material revision, and cardiac failure began to 
assessed in terms of myocardial incompetence, its 
derangement being more especially concerned with 
impairment in the efficiency of the heart's driving 
power and output rather than with the development 
of back-pressure effects as described hitherto. The 
late Sir James Mackenzie was a staunch advocate 
of the forward-failure hypothesis; in his view an 
insufficient blood-supply to the organs was the 
essential factor underlying the development of 
circulatory incompetence and all the signs and symp- 
toms of failure indicated defective ventricular out- 
put. He assumed, in other words, that breathless- 
ness, dropsy, engorgement of the liver, and renal 
congestion were accounted for by deficient cardiac 
output into the systemic circulation, and that a 
similar discrepancy in the lesser circuit was respon- 
sible for pulmonary o@dema. Mackenzie’s views 
coincided in broad principle with those of his con- 
temporaries in this country, and the theory of for- 
ward failure still meets the approval of our modern 
writers. In brief, the general consensus of opinion 
associates the development of failure with diminu- 
tion of the cardiac output to such an extent that 
the blood-supply to the tissues becomes insufficient 
for their requirements; but there are also other 
factors relative to variations in the blood chemistry 
induced by the retarded flow in the capillaries, by 
which the carbon dioxide pressure and the hydrogen- 
ion concentration in the tissues and respiratory 
centre are abnormally raised, and the oxygen content 
becomes relatively deficient for the normal processes 
of metabolism. The above principles have been 
summarised by Sir Thomas Lewis as follows :

** Breathlessness, the first indication of failure, is to be 
ascribed to a deficiency in flow of aerated blood to the 
head and neck.” 

‘When the output declines blood begins to collect on 
the venous side and the patient manifests signs of congested 
veins, enlargement of the liver, cyanosis, scanty urine, 
ascites, dropsy of the lower members and congestion and 
cedema of the lungs.”

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The physiological principles were ably interpreted 
by Starling *4 in his 1915 Linacre lecture, and though 
his observations were based on experimental evidence 
their significance in clinical medicine cannot be denied. 
He emphasised the adaptability of the heart to the 
requirements of the body as a whole; he showed 
that, within physiological limits, the outflow remained 
constant whatever the arterial pressure, and that 
with an increased venous inflow the outflow was 
pari passu augmented; he found moreover that 
similar powers of adaptation obtained in heart-lung 
specimens which were so prepared as to imitate disease ; 
and he was of opinion that the compensatory mecha- 
nism, as such, originated in the muscle-fibres them- 
selves, the results being similar whether the nervous 
connexions were severed or intact; he regarded a 
lengthening of the muscle-fibres as the first mani- 
festation of cardiac fatigue; and he recognised an 
increased contractile energy in direct proportion to 
the fibre lengthening, the cardiac output remaining 
constant at the expense of the greater diastolic 
volume and the raised venous pressure which as a 
rule characterise the failure process. 


Deficiency of Output 


A series of valuable researches in recent years 
make it essential that we revise our views to some 
extent in regard to the significance of output defi- 
ciencies in cardiac failure. Various methods for the 
estimation of output have from time to time been 
adopted and much has been written on the subject ; 
but a brief mention of certain of the typical records 
will suffice here. 

Kroetz !* studied 16 patients by the acetylene 
method of Grollman, his chief conclusions indicating 
a slightly reduced volume output in compensated 
cases which was not appreciably increased when 
congestive failure supervened. Eppinger, von Papp, 
and Schwarz * investigated 10 decompensated patients 
by the oxygen-Fick method ; in 5 of these the cardiac 
output was above and in the remainder within 
normal limits. Eppinger® and his co-workers 
recorded a further series of 9 decompensated cases, 
6 of which showed outputs above and 3 below the 
figures of their normal controls. 

A further series of cases was published by Harrison 
and his colleagues }° in 1934, and their findings are 
particularly important because they were obtained 
by the improved acetylene method introduced by 
Grollman.* The analysis included 27 patients with 
uncomplicated cardiac disease, 19 with congestive 
failure, and 18 normal controls, and the results may 
be briefly summarised as follows :— 

(1) The output per minute of the heart, though as a rule 
subnormal in cardiac patients, may in certain instances 
reach the normal range. 

(2) The output range of uncomplicated cardiac cases 
is similar to that of cases with congestive failure, and 
relief from congestive manifestations may be associated 
with an increase, a decrease, or no change in the cardiac 
output per minute, though as a general rule obvious 
improvement is associated with a slight rise in the output 
per beat. 

(3) Remedial measures which produce obvious benefit 
in patients with congestive heart failure do not as a 
rule increase the cardiac output. 


Further factors which have been intimately asso- 
ciated with the diminished output theory include a 
variety of disorders of the blood chemistry, the 
development of an increased hydrogen-ion concentra- 
tion, and alterations in the oxygen and carbon 
dioxide pressures. Recent investigations have largely 
discounted the significance of these changes. The 


researches of Fraser,’ who reviewed the subject at 
length in his 1927 Goulstonian lectures, were based 
on analyses of arterial blood from patients with 
cardiac disease, and his conclusions were briefly as 
follows :— 

(1) The oxygen saturation of the arterial blood in 
cardiac failure remains within normal limits unless 
pulmonary complications coexist. 

(2) In cases with pulmonary disease and in cases of 
severe failure with secondary changes in the lungs the 
carbon dioxide pressure and also the hydrogen-ion concen- 
tration in the blood may be above normal limits. 


These observations have been confirmed and 
amplified by the studies of Cullen and his co-workers.* 
They obtained specimens of blood from the median 
basilic vein before and after mild exertion which 
increased the ventilation 100 per cent. or more, and they 
found that neither the cardiac patient nor the normal 
controls showed any significant changes in the oxygen 
content, the carbon dioxide pressure, or the hydrogen- 
ion content of the blood, Very similar results were 
obtained by the analyses of arterial blood and of 
specimens taken from the internal jugular vein 
before and immediately after exercise, the only 
variations being a slightly lowered carbon dioxide 
pressure and a slightly raised oxygen pressure, both 
in all probability the outcome of the increased venti- 
lation induced by the test exercise. It seems fair 
therefore to assume in the light of these investigations 
that the increased ventilation which develops with 
moderate exertion in cardiac patients cannot be 
attributed to chemical defects in the cerebral blood 
stream ; we may summarise the above conclusions 
as follows :— 

(1) The output per minute of the failing heart, though 
frequently defective, may be within normal limits. 

(2) Inability to increase the cardiac output may some- 
times be a responsible factor in the symptom-complex 
of failure, the maximum oxygen intake being subnormal. 

(3) Except in its terminal stages the failure symptoms 
of cardiac disease are not related to alterations in the 
oxygen, carbon dioxide, or reaction of the venous or 
arterial blood. 


A reasonable inference from these statements is 
that the manifestations of cardiac failure cannot be 
entirely accounted for by the diminished-output 
theory or by alterations in the blood chemistry ; 
other factors must obviously be concerned in the 
process and evidence is gradually accumulating that 
certain of these may be essentially back-pressure 
phenomena. 


Vital Capacity and Respiratory Reserve 


Breathlessness, one of the standard symptoms of 
a failing myocardium, may be mentioned as a suitable 
illustration ; and, passing over for the moment all 
such changes in the blood chemistry as are held 
responsible for its development in the severe and 
terminal stages of heart disease, we may consider 
its significance in early and uncomplicated cases. 
As the result of extensive investigation, both experi- 
mental and clinical, we are nowadays in a position 
to associate the diminished respiratory reserve of 
cardiac patients with two developments of funda- 
mental importance—namely, decreased vital capacity 
and increased rate of ventilation. Though intimately 
associated, each of these merits special reference in 
the present context. The significance of a decreased 
vital capacity was clearly demonstrated by Francis 
Peabody # and, in collaboration with his colleagues 
Drinker and Blumgart,‘ he correlated its develop- 
ment with the pulmonary congestion and diminished 
pulmonary expansion experimentally produced in 
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animals by partial occlusion of the pulmonary veins. 
He also pointed out the intimate relationship, in 
patients with heart disease, of the vital capacity to 
the degree of the dyspnoea, the latter as a general 
rule varying in inverse proportion to the extent of 
the former. 

These findings not only emphasise defects in 
the vital capacity of cardiac patients but serve 
to show its close association with pulmonary con- 
gestion. In regard to the second development— 
viz., the increased rate of ventilation—it is common 
knowledge that both the volume and the rate of 
breathing are increased in conditions of cardiac 
failure, and it was shown by Harrison and his col- 
leagues? that congestion of the lungs is largely 
responsible for these respiratory variations. Their 
investigations were based on the experiments of 
Legallois,2° who observed a diminished rate and an 
increased amplitude of breathing after vagal section, 
and on the experimental findings of Hering and 
Breuer,'*> who showed that artificial pulmonary 
inflation induced expiratory movements which failed 
to develop following bilateral vagotomy. 

It appeared reasonable to suppose that cardiac 
dyspnea might under certain circumstances depend 
upon nervous reflexes originating in the lung tissue, 
and this hypothesis was substantiated in due course 
by Harrison and his colleagues.* They devised a 
technique which made it possible to produce any 
degree of pulmonary congestion at will and with it 
they noted a definitely increased rate of breathing 
after the introduction of blood into the lung vessels, 
this effect being absent moreover after bilateral vagal 
section. In a further series of experiments they 
demonstrated a definite inter-relationship between 
the respiratory rate and alterations in the venous 
pressure, it having been previously ascertained by 
Schott ** that exertion brought about a greater rise 
in venous pressure in patients suffering from ‘cardiac 
failure than in normal controls. Of these experi- 
mental findings the following are of material interest 
here :— 

(1) ‘That a rise in venous pressure, induced by a venous 
transfusion or by the inflation of a small rubber balloon 
inserted through the external jugular vein into the right 
auricle, causes a well-marked increase in the rate of 
breathing. 

(2) That for the increased rate of breathing so produced 
it is essential that the vagal connexions shall be intact, 
no such variation occurring following their section, 


These results may be interpreted as proving the 
reflex nervous origin of increased respiration-rates 
promoted by elevations of venous pressure, and the 
authors suggest that the reflex stimulation arises 
either in the heart or the great veins, the afferent 
pathway being by the vagus nerves, 

The above investigations may be summarised as 
follows. In the advanced stages of heart disease and 
after severe exercise there may be discrepancies in 
the cardiac output and in the blood chemistry which 
amply explain the failure symptoms; but such 
changes are not manifest in the earlier uncomplicated 
stages of the condition when breathlessness and 
moderate deficiencies of exercise tolerance are inti- 
mately associated with variations in venous pressure 
and reflex nervous stimuli arising in the lungs, the 
heart itself, and elsewhere. 

That the majority of such patients have some 
diminution of the vital capacity has been emphasised 
by Harrison ™ and other workers ; their unanimous 
opinion favours pulmonary congestion as the under- 
lying factor concerned, and it has been clearly shown 
that a similar congestion is responsible for the 
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increased ventilation rates which are observed even 
at rest in failure cases and which depend upon vagal 
reflexes set up in the congested lung tissue. These 
processes explain the diminished range of the respira- 
tory reserve at rest and the further extent of its 
diminution with muscular exercise is equally clear 
in that there is an exaggerated rise in the venous 
pressure, with further pulmonary congestion and 
increased respiratory ventilation secondary thereto. 


Part Played by Back Pressure 

The above considerations serve to establish the 
very material significance of pulmonary congestion 
in the symptomatology of cardiac failure, more 
particularly in regard to the production of breath- 
lessness which as a rule is the outstanding subjective 
feature of the condition. As previously outlined, 
widely divergent views have been formulated to 
explain these phenomena. According to the forward- 
failure theory, of which Mackenzie was a staunch 
exponent, congestion in the lesser circulation indicates 
right ventricular failure, just as the comparable 
conditions of venous stasis in the systemic circulation 
(edema, serous effusions, &c.) are manifestations 
of left ventricular impairment. These views, how- 
ever, have been much criticised in modern times and, 
although it is generally admitted that the effective 
output of a failing heart may be limited, the available 
evidence, some of which has’ been alluded to, tends 
to suggest that such a development cannot be solely 
responsible for the symptoms. There must obviously 
be an alternative explanation and that which first 
commends itself is the development of back-pressure 
manifestations. The fundamental basis of these is an 
accumulation of blood in the vascular areas which 
drain in the direction of an affected chamber ; under 
such circumstances the sequence of events is a direct 
converse to that which characterises the forward- 
failure state, and in its essential conceptions, therefore, 
the back-pressure mechanism associates pulmonary 
congestion with failure of the left ventricle, and 
venous stasis in the systemic circulation with 
incompetence involving the right heart chambers. 

Several well-recognised conditions, notably the 
failure syndromes of certain valvular diseases 
and hypertensive heart disease, comply with these 
standards, the recognition of back-pressure phenomena 
being amply justified both by the clinical signs and 
the post-mortem findings. Of the valvular diseases, 
mitral stenosis is especially worthy of comment in 
this connexion; as the lesion gradually develops 
well-marked changes in the circulatory mechanism 
become increasingly obvious. 


Back Pressure in Mitral Stenosis 

In its earlier stages the outstanding effect of 
obstruction at the mitral orifice is engorgement of the 
pulmonary circuit, which not only accounts for varying 
degrees of deficiency in the vital capacity, but also 
for the vascular complications (e.g., hazemoptysis, 
infarction, and cdema) which characterise the 
progress of the disease. The significance, moreover, 
of the early reduction in vital capacity is partly 
explained by comparative estimates of its values 
in mitral stenosis and aortic lesions, the average 
vital capacity in mitral cases being lower than that 
obtaining in the presence of aortic affections ; such 
results, moreover, are understandable in view of the 
fact that the former are, and the latter are not, 
associated with back-pressure stasis in the pulmonary 
circuit, 

As might reasonably be supposed, the post-mortem 
findings confirm the reduced vital capacity in patients 
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with mitral stenosis, and some degree of stagnation 
in the pulmonary circuit is obviously the outstanding 
feature of the disease. The left auricle is always 
dilated—in extreme cases to a capacity of 20 oz. or 
more—and according to most authorities its wall 
may be the seat of definite hypertrophy. Varying 
grades of pulmonary congestion and stasis characterise 
the disease in all its stages: there is well-marked 
dilatation of the venous trunks; the capillaries are 
widened and tortuous and there may be extensive 
atheromatous changes in the pulmonary artery and 
its branches. Further manifestations of the back- 
pressure stasis include pulmonary fibrosis, embolisa- 
tion, infarction, areas of broncho-pneumonia, and 
varying grades of oedema. 

These phenomena provide ample testimony of the 
retarded circulation and raised pressure which are 
induced by obstructive lesions at the mitral orifice ; 
and the back-pressure theory, which appears to 
offer a reasonable solution of these processes, is further 
confirmed by the dysfunction of the right heart which 
invariably develops as the disease progresses. By 
reason of the raised tension in the pulmonary circuit 
some degree of ventricular hypertrophy is likely to 
be an obvious finding and signs of stasis in the right 
auricle and systémic venous circuit can usually be 
recognised more particularly in the later stages. 

From the foregoing description it is fair to assume 
that the manifestations of mitral stenosis chiefly 
arise from inefficiency of the left auricle, the pulmonary 
circuit, and the entire right heart. The left ventricle 
is actually atrophied in certain cases and this may be 
the reason for its deficiency of output as apparent in 
the small pulse, the cold extremities, and the tendency 
to premature physical fatigue. Otherwise the 
sequence of events in mitral stenosis can besummarised 
as a progressively developing series of back-pressure 
changes primarily affecting the pulmonary circuit, 
extending later to the right ventricle and to the 
systemic venous system, and finally spreading to the 
capillaries, where the raised tension is largely 
responsible for cedema and serous effusions, 


Heart Failure in Aortic Disease 


From the above description the effects of mitral 
stenosis seem to vindicate the back-pressure theory 
of failure ; and confirmatory evidence is not far to 
seek. Two conditions—viz., aortic valve disease and 
hypertension—are particularly noteworthy in this 
connexion. Both involve dilatation and overloading 
of the left ventricle and in the terminal stages of 
both there are, more often than not, defects in the 
vital capacity and paroxysmal breathlessness which 
may take the form of orthopnea, cardiac asthma, 
or periodic breathing. Widely opposed theories have 
been put forward in regard to these respiratory 
embarrassments, but nowadays they are generally 
attributed to congestion in the lesser circuit and 
varying degrees of pulmonary wdema, the underlying 
mechanical defect being back pressure from an 
incompetent left ventricle which, by failing to dispose 
adequately of its venous load, is directly responsible 
for inducing stasis in the pulmonary vessels. The 
significance of vascular congestion in the lungs has 
been amply emphasised, its outstanding effects being 
(1) a reduction in the vital capacity and (2) an 
increased rate of ventilation, which are together 
responsible for the various forms of breathlessness 
occurring in left ventricular failure and which depend 
fundamentally upon nervous, mechanical, and chemical 
derangements. The idea of a nervous origin of 
breathlessness is based upon well-recognised reflexes 
which are transmitted centrally from various sources, 


including muscles in activity, lung tissue in a state 
of congestion, and certain of the great veins, possibly 
even the heart itself when conditions of high-pressure 
stasis develop in full form. Otherwise the breath- 
lessness of left ventricular failure in its terminal 
stages may depend upon a variety of mechanical and 
chemical complications. The mechanical ones include 
hydrothorax, ascites, and pericardial effusions, all 
of which tend to raise the venous pressure, to diminish 
the vital capacity, and to increase the ventilation ; 
while in the same category mention should also be 
made of the mechanical effect per se of a highly 
placed diaphragm irrespective of the immediate cause 
of its displacement, and of the respiratory obstruction 
caused by cedéma of the bronchial walls in conditions 
of advanced pulmonary stasis. The chemical com- 
plications include changes in the hydrogen-ion 
concentration of the blood and variations in its 
oxygen and carbon dioxide contents, either of which 
may intensify the breathlessness of circulatory failure 
in the final stages. 


Chronic Pulmonary Disease 


In conclusion brief reference may be made to the 
question of heart failure in chronic disease of the 
lungs. The time-honoured belief, which survives in 
most of the modern text-books, is that conditions 
such as emphysema promote vascular changes which 
obstruct the blood flow in the lesser circuit and are 
ultimately responsible for dilatation and failure of 
the right ventricle, as evidenced by venous stagna- 
tion in tke hepatic and portal systems, dependent 
cedema, and serous effusions. Recent investigations, 
however, tend to discount the practical significance 
of the above-mentioned theory, for it has been shown 
experimentally that back-pressure phenomena are 
not necessarily found in obstructive emphysema, 
and that in such a condition right-heart failure is an 
exceptional finding. 

These conclusions are based on experimental 
research and clinical observation. 


Kountz and his colleagues '’? estimated the circulation 
rate through the lungs of dogs in which emphysema had 
been artificially induced, and the results they obtained 
were confirmatory of a normal rate of flow through the 
vessels of emphysematous lungs. Kretz'* investigated 
the effects of emphysema in experimental dogs and con- 
cluded that the condition per se could not be held 
responsible for hypertrophy processes in the right heart. 
Heinbecker showed that, with moderate distension of 
the lungs, the rate of blood flow in the pulmonary vessels 
was accelerated owing to the straightening of certain of 
the capillaries and possibly also the opening of new ones, 
and that, when the lungs were further distended, the 
rate of flow was, to some extent, diminished. Alexander, 
Luten, and Kountz! analysed 50 cases of asthma, the 
majority complicated by varying degrees of emphysema, 
and found remarkably little evidence of cardiac injury or 
circulatory complications. 

A further communication on the subject has recently 
been published by Miller.** He refers to the fact that in 
patients with extensive pulmonary fibrosis the functional 
efficiency of the lungs is often almost unimpaired, and his 
explanation is that, in the absence off such complications 
as congestive heart failure and pulmonary hypertension, 
the velocity of the blood flow in the lungs remains normal, 
the capillary alveolar bed being relatévely spared by the 
fibrotic process, ‘ 


It is obviously impossible to reconcile the above 
statements, which emphasise widely! divergent views 
of circulatory disabilities in chrdnic pulmonary 
disease ; and final solution of the whole problem must 
be deferred. Meanwhile, however, i't may be advis- 
able to comment briefly on certain of the views 
which have lately been advanced in regard to the 
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incidence and clinical interpretation of so-called 
cardio-pulmonary disease. 


In a personal communication Clifford Hoyle 
remarks on the singularly low rate of mortality from 
congestive heart failure in chronic lung disease, and 
his estimate—approxjmately 3-4 per cent.—is espe- 
cially noteworthy in contrast with those of earlier 
authorities, some of whom associated the terminal 
stages of all chronic pulmonary disease with the 
development of right-heart failure. Hoyle further 
states that when heart failure develops in cases of 
chronic lung disease it is of the congestive type, and 
he divides the post-mortem appearances into two 
main groups: (1) those showing enlargement of the 
right heart with varying degrees of dilatation of the 
pulmonary conus, the main pulmonary artery and 
its branches ; and (2) those showing a general enlarge- 
ment of the whole heart, with little if any dispro- 
portionate hypertrophy of the right side. The latter 
group is of particular interest because opinion is not 
yet unanimous about the factor or factors responsible 
for such general enlargement of the heart as occurs 
in chronic pulmonary disorders. Certain authorities 
have suggested peripheral hypertension ; Hoover,'* 
on the other hand, considered that, owing to faulty 
oxygenation in the lungs, a condition of relative 
ischemia developed in the myocardium, and Kountz 
and his colleagues!’ contend that the etiology of 
the general enlargement, which often characterises 
chronic cardio-pulmonary disease, has not yet been 
adequately explained. 

The above investigations suggest that we may need 
to modify the view hitherto adopted in regard 
to heart failure in chronic pulmonary disease. Of 
the evidence at present available the following details 
are especially noteworthy in the present context :— 


(1) Right-heart failure and back pressure phenomena 
are rare developments in chronic pulmonary disease. 

(2) As a general rule, if the heart is affected in chronic 
pulmonary disease, both the right and the left ventricles 
will be involved in the process. 

(3) The later stages of chronic pulmonary disease may 
be characterised by certain symptoms which have hitherto 
been interpreted as typical manifestations of cardiac 
failure. These symptoms include breathlessness, cyanosis, 
and cdema, the former two being adequately explained 
by the diminished vital capacity, the latter (the edema) 
by the anoxemic processes and the raised venous pressure, 
all of which are incidental to chronic pulmonary 
affections.'* 


Conclusion 


It only remains to make a brief summary of some 
of the factors apparently responsible for heart failure. 
The rival theories of back pressure and defective 
output have been in turn adopted and rejected, 
and it is evident that the prolonged conflict of 
opinion has obscured an effective issue ; apart from 
which it is noteworthy that there has been a tendency 
for cardiologists, in exploiting either of the two 
opposing theories, simultaneously to discredit the 
other. The situation is admittedly very complex, 
but certain conclusions appear to be already justified 
by the results of experimental and clinical research. 
Thus it has been clearly established that heart failure 
involves some degree of defective output capacity, 
and it is equally certain, on the other hand, that 
back pressure may be concerned in the process. 
Such being the accepted findings, I suggest that 
the much criticised back-pressure theory of heart 
failure should not only be recognised, but that we 
should be prepared to associate the development of 
back-pressure phenomena with varying degrees of 





defect in the output capacity. Thus we may accept 
two well-defined circulatory abnormalities as funda- 
mental to our conception of cardiac failure in so far 
as its strictly mechanical origin is concerned. 
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EXCRETION OF 


GONADOTROPIC SUBSTANCES IN 
THE URINE DURING PREGNANCY 
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Aschheim and Zondek’s demonstration! that 
pregnancy urine contains gonadotropic substances has 
been widely applied for the detection of early 
pregnancy ; but comparatively little attention has 
been paid to the quantitative aspects of the excre- 
tion of these substances. The figures published have 
usually been derived from a composite of a series 
of patients. According to Zondek? the concentra- 
tion of gonadotropic substances rises rapidly in the 
first month of pregnancy, remains at a high level 
for several months, and declines gradually in the later 
months and rapidly after labour. The curves given 
in Robson’s * and Frank’s * reviews are of this type. 
There has been some suggestion that the qualitative 
Aschheim-Zondek reaction could become negative 
in the later months of pregnancy. Hamburger ® 
followed one case at intervals throughout pregnancy 
and stated that there was a maximum at the third 
month followed by a slight fall. Smith and Smith * 
followed a series of cases through the early months 
of pregnancy and reported that there was a peak 
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of excretion which might be anywhere between 
the second and the fourth month and that during 
the remainder of pregnancy the concentration was 
maintained at a low ievel. Heim 7 reported two cases 
in the third month which showed very high values 
(166,000 and 252,000 units), such as had been previously 
regarded as being characteristic for hydatidiform 
mole or chorio-epithelioma. 

In the present investigation ® ® a series of cases 
has been followed throughout pregnancy: in one 
case the specimens were collected daily and in the 
others two or three times a week. Our results 
show that there is a maximum concentration of 
gonadotropic substances in the urine (100,000- 
300,000 rat units per litre) between the 50th and 
60th days after the beginning of the last menstrual 
period, the rise to this maximum occurring sharply 
between the 40th and 50th days. The peak lasts 
only a very short time, sometimes only a few days, 
and is followed by a rapid fall in concentration, 
between the 65th and 85th day, to 20,000—40,000 R.U. 
Thereafter the decline is more gradual, reaching a 
level of 3000 R.U. by the 120th day. The concentra- 
tion then remains more or less constant at this low 
level and declines rapidly after delivery, 
as has been previously recognised. The 320000 


RESULTS 


The results are shown in Fig. 1. A short summary 
of some features of the cases studied follows :— 


Case T was one of habitual abortion and was treated 
with progesterone in the early part of pregnancy. The 
amounts injected were 10 mg. every third day, days 
35-62; 7mg. every third day, days 63-80; 5 mg. every 


’ third day, days 81-91 ; 5 mg. every fifth day, days 92-142 ; 


and 5 mg. every seventh day, days 143-206. The 
injections were then stopped. The pregnancy continued 
normally. Labour was induced on the 284th day. Some 
manipulation was required and forceps were applied. 
The child was normal. 


Case W was one of sterility of nine years’ duration ; 
one previous full-term pregnancy. Specimens were collected 
daily for six months prior to, as well as throughout, the 
period of pregnancy. The values for the period of concep- 
tion are given in the Table and will be discussed later. In 
the early months in this case there was slight nausea but 
no vomiting. In addition to the regular assay, the 
amount of urine necessary to produce luteinisation of 
the ovaries of the test animal was determined. The 
highest value on this basis was 100,000 R.U. per litre 
on day 51, at which time by the regular method of assay 
the value was 133,000 R.U. per litre. The curve for this 





maximum concentration reached varies 
markedly in different individuals, but 
the time relations of the curve of excre- 
tion are remarkably constant.

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METHODS 
The first specimen of urine passed on 5 
rising in the morning was used for assay. 
The ideal would be the collection of 
24-hour specimens, but for a study such 
as this, extending over the whole of 
pregnancy, with the collection of frequent 
specimens, this is impracticable. We 
have taken the specific gravity of the 
urine, and some of the minor variations 
in the latter half of pregnancy can be 
accounted for on the basis of variations 
in the concentration of the urine itself. 
In doing the assays we have, wherever 20000 
possible, united three or four morning 
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specimens and have assayed the mixture, 
because this tends to lessen the effect of 
alterations in concentration of the urine. 

The method of concentration of the 
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gonadotropic substances was the benzoic 
acid procedure of Katzman and Doisy.'°® 
This has been shown to be satisfactory 
for the type of gonadotropic substance 





found in pregnancy urine. The test 





animal was the intact 21-day-old female 
hooded rat. The animals were injected 
subcutaneously twice daily for three 
days. Vaginal smears were taken once 





daily on the fourth, fifth, and sixth days 
and those animals which showed a posi- 





tive vaginal smear were killed on the 
morning of the sixth day. The ovaries 





were removed, weighed, sectioned, and 
examined histologically. A full squamous 





response, which was usually accom- 
panied by histological evidence of follicle- 
stimulation, was taken as a positive result. 
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The unit was defined as the smallest 130 
amount necessary to produce this result. 
The number of days on the charts is 
reckoned from the first day of the last nancy in 
menstrual period.

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patient in the later months is less variable than that of the 
others, probably because the more frequent collection 
of specimens and assay of four days’ specimens mixed 
together tended to minimise chance variations in con- 
centration of the urine. The slight rise during days 
250 to 260 was accompanied by diminution in the total 
output of urine, slight edema, but no rise in blood pressure 
and no albuminuria. It may be regarded as a concentra- 
tion phenomenon. There is no change in the urine values 
on the day of labour. This patient had an inert labour 
and the child was born dead, though it had been alive 
up to the time of delivery. 


Case H was a normal untreated case, with delivery on 
the 286th day. Pregnancy and labour were normal 
throughout. 

Case A had fairly marked nausea and vomiting in the 
first three months but from then on ran a normal 
course. Labour occurred spontaneously on the 294th day 
and proceeded normally, 

Case C was an untreated case in which abortion occurred 
on the 14lst day. 


Case N was an untreated case who developed slight 


toxic symptoms with cedema and skin eruption. Labour 
was induced on the 266th day and proceeded normally. 


The type of concentration curve for urinary prolan 
which we consider normal for human pregnancy, 
with a very high peak between the 50th and 60th 
days, corresponds to the concentration curve obtained 
for prolan in the blood of the pregnant mare by Cole 
and Saunders“ and Stammler.’* Their values show 
a more prolonged elevation : in the report of Cole and 
Saunders from the 50th to the 110th day and in 
Stammler’s studies from 45 to 100 days. Cole and 
Saunders regard these curves as a reflection of the 
rates of formation and destruction of the substances 
concerned. In studying the blood in human pregnancy 
Kennedy ** found no peak at this period. Apparently 
in man the kidney is so permeable to prolan, at this 
stage of pregnancy at least, that the changes are 
reflected in the urine rather than in the concentration 
in the blood. 

The reason that the peak of excretion between the 
50th and 60th days has not been recognised earlier 
is that the assays have in general been done at too 
long intervals. 


Hamburger * assaying on day 41 found 5000 M.U. per 
litre; the next assay, on day 72, gave 10-15,000 M.U. ; 
this is probably just on the down curve and beyond the 

Thereafter his values remained about the same 
till term. 

The peak as reported by Smith and Smith in the second, 
third, or fourth month does not correspond to that 
described by us. In three of their cases (Nos. 2, 3, and 4) 
the assays were performed between day 50 and day 60. 
In Case 2, a normal pregnancy, at about 52 days 
(1? months) their value was 13,000 R.U. per 24 hours 
(their unit requires the luteinisation of the ovaries for a 
positive test). This is by far the highest value in their 
whole series. The other cases (Nos. 3 and 4) were assayed 
at 60 days; both were cases of threatened miscarriage, 
which however carried through to term on this occasion. 
Case 3, who had miscarried on two previous occasions 
at the third month, gave a value of 1700 R.U. per 24 hours, 
and Case 4, with one previous miscarriage at three months, 
a value of 2300 R.U. The rest of the cases were assayed 
at such intervals that the peaks found are probably 
points on the down curve of the prolan excretion. They 
appear as peaks because they are compared with values 
obtained still later in pregnancy or as in Case 1 with that 
obtained early, before the rise has occurred. 


Very recently Schoeneck,'* using the rabbit, has 
obtained a curve of prolan excretion with a maximum 
between the 7th and 10th week. This lies within the 
period of our reported maximum concentration. He 
relates the height of this maximum to the gravity of 
the symptoms of nausea and vomiting in early 
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pregnancy and states that the higher the concentra- 
tion of prolan at this time, the more severe are the 
symptoms. We feel that further work is needed 
in this regard. Our Case A, who had moderately 
severe vomiting, had a relatively low concentration 
of prolan ; on the other hand, Case T with the highest 
prolan had no untoward symptoms; However 
this patient was receiving large doses of progesterone 
over this period which makes interpretation doubtful. 


AN INTERPRETATION OF THE DATA 


We should like to put forward a tentative suggestion 
as to the significance of the curve of prolan excretion 
which we believe to be normal in human pregnancy. 
It is known that during the first part of pregnancy 
the ovary, containing the corpus luteum, is essential 
to the maintenance of the pregnancy; in the later 
stages of human pregnancy the ovaries are evidently 
not essential, since a number of cases in which 
pregnancy continued to term in the absence of both 
ovaries has been reported. (The time at which the 
ovaries have been removed varies.) In some species 
the ovaries are essential throughout pregnancy. 
It is very probable that in the rat,)5 and also in human 
cases, 1**? the placenta is capable of forming corpus 
luteum hormone, and its ability to form cstrin has 
been generally accepted. 

From these and other considerations we may form 
the following concept. In the early part of pregnancy 
the ovaries with the corpus luteum are the source 
of corpus luteum hormone, and possibly of cstrin, 
which are necessary for the implantation and 
maintenance of the gestation; in the later months 
the placenta is the site of production of both ostrin 
and corpus luteum hormone. The degree of transfer 
of function from ovary to placenta varies in different 
species. In human pregnancy it is complete, or 
at least sufficient to maintain pregnancy in the 
absence of the ovary after the third month. It is 
probable that the time relations of the transfer of 
function from ovary to placenta vary with different 
individuals ; in some the placenta begins to function 
early, in some late. In the rat, as shown by Selye, 
Collip, and Thomson,'* the placenta forms adequate 
amounts of corpus luteum hormone, but apparently 
cestrin is formed in the ovary only, throughout 
pregnancy. 

On this view, then, there are two sources of corpus 
luteum hormone and of cestrin: the ovary with the 
corpus luteum and the placenta. If the corpus luteum 
ceases to produce corpus luteum hormone before its 
formation by the placenta has been established 
sufficiently, abortion follows. The time when a 
deficiency of corpus luteum hormone is most likely 
is in the transition period between the ovarian and the 
placental phases (second, third, and fourth months) 
and it is at this time that corpus luteum hormone 
therapy will be most effective in preventing mis- 
carriage. We regard the curve of prolan excretion 
as reflecting in a sense the ovarian phase of pregnancy, 
just as the estrin curve can be taken as a reflection 
of the placental phase. The gonadotropic substances 
are regarded as formed in the chorion or placenta 
from the earliest phase of pregnancy. As long as the 
corpus luteum in the ovary is the source of corpus 
luteum hormone the gonadotropic substances are 
liberated into the general circulation in large amounts, 
and maintain the corpus luteum. In human preg- 
nancy these substances escape into the urine whereas 
in the pregnant mare they accumulate in the blood. 

When in the placenta itself cells develop which are 
capable of forming corpus luteum hormone, as in the 
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later stages of pregnancy, then the condition of 
affairs may be as follows. Certain cells of the placenta 
are producing gonadotropic substances which now 
stimulate other cells in the placenta itself to produce 
estrin and corpus luteum hormone. Hence less 
gonadotropic substance escapes into the general 
circulation ; either because less needs to be produced 
to cause stimulation of other cells when this takes 
place in the same organ, or because the part which 
is utilised in the same organ in which it is formed 
never escapes into the general circulation. On this 
basis the rise in serum prolan found in the later 
months of pregnancy by Kennedy ** would have to be 
explained as due to a rate of excretion relatively less 
than the rate of escape of prolan into the general 
circulation. There is no experimental evidence for 
this interpretation of the curve of prolan excretion 
and we put it forward as a suggestion only. 


TWO CASES FOLLOWED THROUGH CONCEPTION 


In Fig. 2 and in the Table are shown the results 
in two cases followed through the period of conception. 
One of these was Case W mentioned above. The 
other, Case B, was also one of sterility : married for 
14 years, no pregnancies. The excretion of some 
gonadotropic substance on days 9 and 10 in Case W, 
and on days 13-16 in Case B correspond to that 
found by Kurzrok, Kirkman, and Creelman#*® and 
Frank and Salmon ?* in the normal menstrual cycle. 
These results in our cases are probably not quantitative 
since the benzoic acid method has been shown not 
to be satisfactory for the type of gonadotropic 
substances excreted in the urine in non-pregnant 
individuals (Friedman and Weinstein ?°). Kurzrok 
et al. regard this excretion as immediately preceding 
ovulation. In his two cases the interval between 
this and the reappearance of gonadotropic substance 


‘in the urine was 10 and 13 days respectively, which 


he regards as corresponding to the interval before 
implantation. In Case W this interval was 15, 
possibly 13, days (as one two-day specimen was lost) 
and in Case B 12 days. The curve of concentration 
of gonadotropic substance in the two cases differs 
greatly. In Case B the value is much lower, the 
difference being apparent as early as day 34. On 
day 51 the value for Case W was 133,000 R.U. per 
litre, that for Case B only 1100 R.U. In Fig. 2 
the results for Case B are given in graphic form. 


Vaginal bleeding started on day 35 and on day 42 there 
was acute abdominal pain with increased bleeding. A 
sharp drop in the curve occurred at this time. The 
concentration then rose again to day 52 when there 
was a second attack of acute abdominal pain with increased 
bleeding from the vagina. This was again accompanied 
by asharp drop in concentration of gonadotropic substances 
in the urine. These decreases in concentration may 
possibly be correlated with the occurrence of bleeding and 
further separation and death of the chorion at these times 
of acute pain and increased vaginal bleeding. On the 
57th day the patient was operated upon and an ectopic 
gestation was found in the right Fallopian tube. This 
was of the nature of a tubal mole. The products of con- 
ception proved to be macerated, and there was very little 
living chorion actively penetrating the wall of the tube. 


We do not regard the very low concentration found 
in the urine in this case as characteristic of ectopic 
gestation. We have examined other such cases and 
have found concentrations as high as 55,000 R.U. 
per litre. We are at present unable to say whether 
the latter value is significantly lower than the lowest 
value found in a normal gestation. In these cases 
on section the chorion was found to be still living. 
We do however regard such a low concentration of 


gonadotropic substance at this period, when all the 
normal cases so far studied have shown high values 
(Fig. 1), as indicative that the products of conception 
are dead or dying. We have assayed several cases of 
intra-uterine gestation which gave very low values 
at this period. The embryo was subsequently found

to have been dying or dead at the time that the 
determination was made. In Case B the qualitative 
Aschheim-Zondek test was positive (reaction III.) 
from day 42 to the day of operation. 

In this connexion it may be mentioned that 
Jeffcoate *4 and Tate ** have observed variations in 
the Aschheim-Zondek test which they regard as 
indicative of approaching abortion. Jeffcoate found 
in his test animals no corpora hemorrhagica and only 
slight luteinisation of the ovaries with marked 
dilatation of the uterus. This effect he attributed to 
an excess of cestrin over prolan A and B in the urine 
tested. Tate’s results showed marked follicle-stimula- 
tion (reaction I.) with only slight reaction II. and III.

It may be suggested that these results are due to 
the low concentration of prolan which we have 
found to be present in a similar type of case, or 
possibly to a change in the relative amounts of 
follicle-stimulating and luteinising factors. 

In contrast to these cases, our Case C (Fig. 1), 
although the peak was missed, showed a value of 80,000 
R.U. per litre on day 60 and aborted spontaneously 
on day 141. Therefore it is probable that a normal 
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high curve of concentration of gonadotropic substance 
between days 40 and 100 does not mean that abortion 
may not subsequently occur. 

The above findings are of interest in connexion 
with the treatment of cases of threatened abortion, 
which is common in the period mentioned. It would 
save much time and expense if one could determine 
in a short time whether the products of gestation are 
already dead or not. It is obviously undesirable 
and wasteful to attempt to prolong an already dead 
pregnancy by means of progestin or otherwise. 
Naturally until the assay is completed all efforts 
should be made to maintain the pregnancy. It is 
hoped that further study will show that a low con- 
centration of urinary gonadotropic substance when 
found between the 40th and 100th day will enable 
one to say that the pregnancy cannot be main- 
tained, though a similarly low figure would not be 
abnormal after the 120th day. To make use of 
such an observation, the date of the last menstruation 
must be accurately known, since the concentration of 
gonadotropic substance rises and falls over a relatively 
short period. 

SUMMARY 


The excretion of gonadotropic substances has been 
followed in five pregnant women. We find that the 
normal curve of concentration differs from that 
generally accepted. There is a sharp rise in concentra- 
tion between the 40th and 50th day after the beginning 
of the last menstrual period. The maximum con- 
centration occurs between the 50th and 60th day, 
often being maintained for only a few days. There 
follows a rapid fall in concentration between the 
60th and 85th day. Thereafter the decline is more 
gradual; a low level is reached at about the 120th 
day and is maintained throughout the rest of 
pregnancy in the cases studied. 

The possible significance of this type of curve in 
connexion with the ovarian and placental phases 
of pregnancy is discussed. The concentration of 
prolan has been found to be very low at this period 
(40-100 days) when the fetus (intra- or extra- 
uterine) is dying, although the qualitative Aschheim- 
Zondek test may be positive. The use of a 
quantitative determination of prolan, knowing the 
period of gestation, is suggested as a guide to therapy 
in cases of threatened abortion.

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THE CONSERVATIVE TREATMENT OF 
THROMBO-ANGIITIS OBLITERANS

IN two previous papers'? I described a new 
method of treating gangrene caused by thrombo- 
angiitis obliterans. In summary, it may be stated 
that this disease is essentially one affecting males 
under the age of forty. Occasionally it occurs in 
older persons and in women, but these are the excep- 
tions. Because of the incidence of the disease in 
young people, the necessity for conservation of the 
extremities is twofold. First, the unnecessary muti- 
lation of young men is tragic from any standpoint, 
including the economic. Secondly, the remarkable 
tendency to the spontaneous formation of collateral 
circulation in the affected limbs of these patients is 
greatly accentuated by their youth. Because of 
these factors, I have had the courage to carry these 
patients through the various stages of gangrene, and 
have allowed them to heal spontaneously without 
resorting to operative interference in spite of the 
traditional eagerness of the surgeon to amputate a 
limb merely for the sake of relieving either the 
patient’s pain or the surgeon’s peace of mind. 

Since the publication and report of numerous 
cases of gangrene, many have felt that the results 
obtained would be only temporary and that recur- 
rences would be the rule, leading to eventual amputa- 
tion of the limbs. It is for the purpose of disproving 
this idea that the following cases have been selected 
as typical examples of what may be accomplished 
both immediately and for the future in the con- 
servative treatment of thrombo-angiitis obliterans. 


A SERIES OF CASES 


The following 20 cases of gangrene described in 
my book * are now reported from the standpoint of 
* end-results.”’ 


CasE 1.—A man aged 32 was healed of extensive 
gangrene of the left foot with spontaneous amputation 
of all the toes six years ago. He is now working in a 
pyjama factory and has had no recurrence of his trouble. 


Case 2.—A man aged 43, who had sustained spon- 
taneous amputation of the forepart of the right foot in 
1928. When last seen two years ago was in excellent 
health and able to walk long distances with no difficulty, 


Case 3.—A man aged 40, who had undergone spon- 
taneous amputation of the forepart of the right foot in 
1930. Was in excellent condition for five years during 
which time he was able to ride a bicycle and walk long 
distances. He sustained an attack of coronary thrombosis 
one year ago which proved fatal. Two brothers also 
affected with thrombo-angiitis obliterans had died in the 
same manner. 
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Case 4.—A man aged 38 was seen by me again a few 
days ago. He had had a spontaneous amputation of three- 
fourths of the right foot leaving only the heel for weight- 
bearing. It is now two years since he has been healed, 
and he remains so with excellent weight-bearing and 
walking in spite of a very high amputation of the opposite 
leg which had been performed by another surgeon ten 
years ago. An orthopedic appliance is used as a substitute 
for the amputated portion of the right foot. 


Case 5.—A man aged 47 remained completely healed 
of a large ulcer on the dorsum of the left foot for four 
years. At the age of 51 he developed thrombosis of the 
ieft femoral artery, most likely arterio-sclerotic in origin, 
and suffered a recurrence of the ulcer but of less extent. 
‘At the present time healing is delayed because of the 
difficulties encountered in the hospitalisation of this 
patient. 


Case 6.—A man aged 40, who had an extensive gan- 
grenous ulcer of the right heel extending down to the 
os calcis, has remained well and able to walk with no 
difficulty for the past six years. 


Case 7.—A man aged 34, who had sustained spon- 
taneous amputation of the distal portion of the middle toe 
of the left foot four years ago, is working constantly at 
his regular occupation and has no complaints relative 
to his walking ability. 

CasE 8.—A man aged 33, who had lost the left big toe 
by spontaneous amputation in 1931, is now in excellent 
health and carrying out his usual occupation during a 
period of five years. 

CasE 9.—A man aged 42 had an ulcer of the left big 
toe which remained healed for six years. His resumption 
of smoking three years ago resulted in the opening of a 
small ulcer over the left external malleolus which did not, 
however, prevent him from carrying out his regular 
occupation of janitor. 


CasE 10.—A man aged 28 was healed of gangrene of 
the left big toe five years ago. Since then he has had no 
symptoms nor trouble of any kind with his lower extre- 
mities and has been working at his regular occupation 
of taxi driver. 


CasE 11.—A man aged 50, who was healed of extensive 
gangrene of the left foot and spontaneous amputation 
of all the toes, is now, five years later, in excellent physical 
condition in spite of the fact that he smokes occasionally. 


CasE 12.—A man aged 31 was healed of gangrene of 
the right foot involving all the toes in 1931. He has 
remained well ever since and is working at his regular 
occupation of plumber. 


CasE 13.—A man aged 49, who was healed of a painful 
ulcer of the right big toe four years ago, has remained 
completely healed, and according to a letter recently 
received “‘ has never felt better in his life.” His occupa- 
tion is that of paint salesman, requiring constant use of 
his feet. 


CasE 14.—A man aged 28 was healed of an extremely 
painful ulcer of the right big toe six years ago. Since 
that time he has been employed constantly in a bakery 
involving many hours of standing, and has had no return 
of his former trouble. 


Case 15.—A man aged 29 was healed of gangrene of 
the second toe of the right foot six years ago, and five 
years ago was healed of gangrene of the left middle and 
index fingers. Since then he has been under constant 
observation and has had no recurrence of any kind. 


Case 16.—A man aged 48 was healed of an ulcer of 
the left big toe two years ago and has remained well 
ever since. 


CasE 17.—A man aged 38 had sustained a painful 
gangrenous ulcer of the second toe of the right foot seven 
years ago which healed after three months’ treatment. 
He has been under constant observation ever since and 
is in excellent health. He is a golfer and finds no difficulty 
in playing 18 to 36 holes per day with no handicap. 


Case 18.—A man aged 29 was healed of gangrene of 
the left big toe and of the fifth toe of the left foot five 
years ago. He has returned to his occupation of fireman 


and finds no difficulty in continuing at this work. There 
has been no further trouble of any kind with his feet. 

CasE 19.—A man aged 40 was healed of gangrene of 
the left big toe five years ago. Except for a single small 
recurrence of the ulcer which healed again after two 
weeks, this patient has had no trouble and has not 
interrupted his occupation of truck driver. At present 
he is in excellent condition. 

Case 20.—A man aged 23 was healed of gangrene of 
the fifth toe of the right foot eight years ago. He has 
never been bothered since, and aside from his regular 


occupation finds time to engage in the strenuous pastime 
of baseball playing. 


These 20 patients have been selected from a large 
series that have been treated by me for thrombo- 
angiitis obliterans within the past ten years. Some 
of them have sustained the most extensive forms of 
massive gangrene of the extremities ever reported. 
The fact that these patients have remained healed 
for periods varying from two to eight years without 
economic or occupational handicap offers convincing 
evidence of the fact that the conservative treatment 
of thrombo-angiitis obliterans is worth while. It is 
true that during the healing stages a great sacrifice 
must be made by the patient from the standpoint of 
suffering and, in some cases, financial strain. Realising, 
however, that thrombo-angiitis obliterans is a self- 
limited disease that can be easily controlled with 
proper therapeutic measures, and that it is not a 
progressive disease as was taught heretofore, it is 
my opinion that the surgeon is justified in utilising 
every means at his disposal to heal the gan- 
grene without recourse to permanently mutilating 
amputation. 

In arterio-sclerosis obliterans the problem is some- 
what different. Here one is usuall: dealing with 
individuals over the age of 60. In these patients the 
formation of collateral circulation is difficult with 
consequent doubt as to the ability of the body to 
limit the extent of the gangrene. For this reason 
conservatism is not often successful and amputations 
must be performed occasionally. This is particularly 
true of those cases complicated by diabetes mellitus. 


PRINCIPLES OF TREATMENT 


In order to comprehend the rationale of con- 
servative therapy in thrombo-angiitis obliterans it 
is necessary to have a mental picture of the mechanism 
of healing in this disease. Starting with the fact 
that the main arterial tree in the extremity is occluded 
by the disease process, there is a simultaneous forma- 
tion of new blood-vessels (collateral circulation) to 
supply the area deprived of its blood-supply. As 
the occlusion advances, the development of collateral 
circulation also progresses. If the obstruction is too 
sudden in onset, or if it progresses too rapidly, thus 
hindering the formation of sufficient collateral circu- 
lation, gangrene will result. If, on the other hand, 
the balance between occlusion and collateral remains 
intact, gangrene will not result. Furthermore, if the 
development of collateral circulation overbalances 
occlusion, the result is still better. 

From the foregoing it is obvious that all therapy 
in thrombo-angiitis obliterans must be directed to 
the enhancement of the collateral circulation. The 
question of vasomotor spasm of the collateral circu- 
lation in this disease is relatively unimportant 
according to the concept of balance between occlusion 
and collateral circulation formation. For this reason 


the various procedures suggested for the relief 
of vasomotor spasm in the extremities, such as 
sympathectomy, are of little if any use. 
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In the treatment of thrombo-angiitis obliterans, 
the most effective measures for the improvement of 
the collateral circulation have, in my experience, 
been the following : 


1. The intravenous injection of hypertonic saline 
three times a week over long periods of time. The solution 
may be given in the concentration of 2 to 5 per cent. 
depending upon the age of the patient, in quantities of 
300 c.cm. or less. The action of the hypertonic solution 
consists of an apparent increase in blood volume which, 
in turn, produces an increased amplitude of the peri- 
pheral arterial pulses as observed with the oscillometer. 

2. Heat to the extremities in the form of hot sitz baths 
or diathermy. Heat, however, is not necessary in those 
cases with ulceration or gangrene. 

3. Postural exercises, as suggested by Buerger, are 
valuable in those cases without ulceration or gangrene. 


The healing of gangrene and ulcers in thrombo- 
angiitis obliterans depends on the stimulation of 
collateral circulation and on meticulous attention 
to the local condition. With this combination, the 
natural tendency for the gangrenous tissue to demar- 
cate and slough away is encouraged. Following the 
spontaneous removal of the dead tissue, granulations 
and epithelium form and the resulting ulcer offers 
no particular difficulty. 

A very important feature of treatment is the 
absolute prohibition of tobacco in any form. There is 
ample clinical and experimental evidence of the fact 
that tobacco is deleterious in all forms of peripheral 
arterial diseases and particularly in thrombo- 
angiitis obliterans. Unless the patient codperates 
by complete abstinence from smoking it is useless 
to attempt conservative treatment. 


SUMMARY 


Thrombo-angiitis obliterans becomes a self-limited 
disease if the following facts are appreciated : (1) the 
stimulation of collateral circulation is more important 
than the release of vasomotor spasm ; (2) the harmful 
effect of tobacco must be removed entirely; and 
(3) careful attention to the local condition of gangrene 
or ulceration is extremely important. 

Twenty cases of gangrene are cited with follow-up 
periods varying from 2 to 9 years. One patient died 
of coronary thrombosis; eighteen remained healed 
and are so far restored to their usual working capa- 
city ; and one has a small recurrent ulcer (arterio- 
sclerosis superimposed on thrombo-angiitis) which 
does not hinder him in his occupation.

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FURTHER PURIFICATION OF DAKIN 
AND WEST’S LIVER FRACTION 


PURIFIED ANAHZMIN COMPARED WITH ORIGINAL 
PRODUCT IN REGARD TO EFFECT IN PERNICIOUS 
AN EMIA

In May, 1935, Dakin and West! described the 
preparation and partial purification of a product 
from liver which was effective in causing blood rege- 
neration in pernicious anemia. The clinical potency 
of material prepared by their method was confirmed 
by Ungley, Davidson, and Wayne,’ acting on the 
request of the Medical Research Council, using a 
product (anahemin) manufactured by the British 
Drug Houses Ltd. wider the direction of F. H. Carr, 
D.Se., and by Wilkinson.* Further steps in the 
purification, since described by Dakin, Ungley, and 
West,‘ resulted in a peptide free from aminohexose 
(glucosamine) and having rather more than twice 
the clinical potency of the earlier product. At the 
same time these authors discussed the chemical report 
by Laland and Klem® on the preparation of the 
very active product which was tested clinically by 
Strandell, Poulsson, and Schartum-Hansen.* When 
the glucosamine-free peptide * was subjected to a 
process used by Laland and Klem '—namely, adsorp- 
tion on charcoal and elution by phenol—a highly 
potent product was obtained. 

The use of phenol acording to Laland and Klem 5 
has been applied to Dakin and West’s original frac- 
tion, anahzemin, under the direction of F. H. Carr of 
the British Drug Houses Ltd. in the following 
manner : 

Anahemin is first dissolved in 24 per cent. volume/ 
weights of 95 per cent. phenol; anhydrous methyl alcohol 
is then added slowly so as to effect fractional precipita- 
tion. The first fraction is eliminated and the later fraction 
retained. The resulting product is of a light buff colour 
and contains 14-3 per cent. nitrogen; it was given the 
serial number 2174. 

The object of the present investigation was to test 
this purer anahzemin (2174) clinically and to compare 
it in respect to potency with the original anahzxmin, 
and with the glucosamine-free peptide described by 
Dakin, Ungley, and West.‘ 

MATERIAL 

A total of 20 cases has been treated. Of these 
15 received single injections at infrequent intervals 
in order to find the minimum dose which would 
produce a satisfactory hemopoietic effect as judged 
by reticulocyte response and rate of red blood-cell 
increase. Details are given in the accompanying 
Table. In the remaining 5 cases the double reticulo- 
cyte method 7 was used in order directly to compare 
the more purified product (preparation 2174) with 
the original anahemin. All injections were given 
intramuscularly. 

For brevity, clinical and biochemical findings 
other than those necessary for the present analysis 
are omitted, but every case was fully investigated 
and conformed to the criteria demanded for the 
diagnosis of Addisonian pernicious anemia. Only 
cases with initial red blood-cell counts of under 
3 millions were utilised for this investigation. There 
was a histamine-refractory achlorhydria in every 
instance. A case complicated by acute fatal infection

was excluded. The preliminary control period was 
regarded as satisfactory if there was no significant 
reticulocytosis or rise of red blood-cells during a 
period of 10-14 days in hospital. A shorter period 
was allowed in cases where the erythrocyte count 
fell rapidly. In 4 instances (see Table, Cases 1, 4, 7, 
and 11) the control period for the initial injection 
did not completely satisfy these conditions, and in 
Case 5 a rise of reticulocytes began so early after the 
commencement of treatment that a spontaneous 
rather than an induced remission was suggested. 
The figures marked (*) are therefore excluded for 
purposes of quantitative comparison except where a 
poor response served to indicate that dosage was 
inadequate. 
CLINICAL FINDINGS 

Increased sense of well-being, fmprovement in 
appetite, relief of sore tongue and gastro-intestinal 
disorders, gain in weight, and other phenomena 
which accompany a remission in pernicious anzemia, 
however induced, were observed in this _ series. 
Improvement in paresthesis was noted in some 
instances, but the possible influence of this product 
upon the neurological manifestations has not yet 
been assessed. Transient flushing or dizziness not 
infrequently followed injections of the original 
anahemin, while urticaria or more severe disturb- 
ances, such as bronchial spasm (“‘asthma’’) or 
temporary cardiac syncope, have occurred in isolated 
instances. In the past five months during which the 
purer preparation has been administered to 102 cases 
of pernicious anemia, either to induce or to maintain 
a state of remission, no reactions have been observed.f 

RETICULOCYTES 

As in a previous report,? the reticulocyte response 
is described as good, moderate, or poor. ‘‘ Good” 
responses are those which reached or exceeded an 
arbitrary line midway between the expected maxima 
for intravenous * and for oral® therapy. ‘‘ Poor” 
responses are those which fall below an arbitrary 
level three-fourths of the maximum for oral therapy. 
“*Moderate”’ refers to peaks falling between the 
two levels mentioned. The responses referred to as 
secondary have followed immediately upon a primary 
response. With the second stimulus even maximal 
amounts of material may fail to produce a response 
as great as the expected maximum for the red blood- 
cell level in question. 

The injection of 25 mg. was followed by a reticulo- 
cytosis in each of 7 cases. The responses in Cases 1, 
4, 5, and 11 are excluded from consideration for 
reasons mentioned. Of the remaining cases, 2 showed 
a moderate response and 4 a poor response. 

The reticulocyte response produced by 40 mg. in 
Case 6 was moderate. An initial dose of 50 mg. in 
Case 14 produced a negligible reticulocytosis ; secon- 
dary responses to 50 mg. occurred in 3 instances, 
being maximal in Case 1B, moderate in Case 13, and 
poor in Case 3B. Injection of 75 mg. gave rise to a 
reticulocyte response which was maximal in Case 4 ; 
this was the more remarkable in that a primary 
response had already occurred ; the maximal response 
in Case 7 is of doubtful significance (see above). 
Moderate reticulocyte responses occurred in Cases 9, 
10, and 15, and a poor response in Case 8. 

The frequent lack of correlation between the 
degree of reticulocyte response and rapidity of increase 
of red blood-cells observed in a previous series ? was 
again evident (see Table). A good reticulocyte 
response usually but not invariably presaged a good

the original anahemin administered in single doses 
of 200 mg. to 8 cases with initial red blood-cell counts 
under 2 millions (average 1-57 millions) gave rise to 
increases of red blood-cells which averaged 0-81 and 
1-36 millions in ten and twenty days respectively. 

By comparison the response to 25 mg. of prepara- 
tion 217A was moderately good in Case 2 but decidedly 
poor in Cases 3, 4, and 12. The poor response in Case 1 
and the apparently excellent responses in Cases 5 
and 11 are excluded for reasons already mentioned. 
Injection of 40-50 mg. gave moderately good ten-day 
increases of red blood-cells in 3 out of 4 cases having 
red blood-cell counts under 2 millions, and if one 
allows for the higher initial level, in 3 out of 5 cases 
with counts over 2 millions. Injection of 75 mg. 
gave good rates of increase of red blood-cells in 
Cases 4B, 8, 9, and 10 and allowing for the high 
initial level in Case 15 also. The moderate response 
in Case 7 is excluded from consideration (see above). 

It will be seen that while the effect of 25 mg. was 
variable and often small, satisfactory responses 
occurred in the first ten days following the adminis- 
tration of 50 or 75 mg. The effect of 75 mg. was 
more sustained than that of 50 mg. and usually lasted 
fifteen days or more (Fig. 1). In cases with initial red 
blood-cell counts under 2 millions one estimates that 3 
to 5 injections of 75 mg. at appropriate intervals 
will usually be sufficient to bring the level to 4°5-5°0 
millions, if not to restore complete normality of the 
hematological findings. 


COMPARISON OF ORIGINAL ANAHZMIN WITH MORE 
PURIFIED PRODUCT (217A) BY THE DOUBLE RETICULO- 
CYTE METHOD 

Difficulties due to individual variation in response 
are largely overcome in the double reticulocyte 
method 7 whereby the two materials to be compared 
are administered successively to the same individual. 
When uniform quantities of potent material are 
given daily to a patient with pernicious anemia in 
relapse, there is only a single reticulocyte response. 
But if after administering daily for 10-14 days amounts 
of material just sufficient to provoke a small reti- 
culocyte response, the dose is then increased or a

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more potent product substituted, a secondary 
reticulocytosis may be expected. When the 
potency of the material given in the second 
period is equal to or less than that given 
in the first period, no such secondary 
response is observed. It is essential that 
the material given daily in the first period 
should be insufficient to produce a maximal 
response, otherwise no secondary reticulo- 
cytosis can be expected. This method 
has already proved useful in comparing 
the potency of different liver fractions 
(Dakin, Ungley, and West *). 

In the following experiments small 
amounts first of the original anahemin 
and then of the recent product, both suit- 
ably diluted to ensure accuracy of dosage, 
were injected daily for successive periods of ten 
days. (The results are summarised in Fig. 2.) 

Experiment 1.—Mrs. A, aged 67, had con- 
siderable thickening of the radial arteries 
but no hypertension. After a. control period 
of 8 days during which a small reticulocytosis 
(6-4 per cent.) was allowed to subside and 
red blood-cells and hemoglobin diminished 
slightly, 7-5 mg. of original anahemin was 
injected daily for 10 days. From an initial 
red blood-cell level of 0-93 million per c.mm. 
there was a reticulocyte crisis reaching 40 per 
cent. on the 5th day, a peak not far short 
of the maximum (47-4 per cent.) expected for 
intravenous therapy at such a level. At the 
same time the red blood-cell count increased 
to 1-95 millions in 10 days. From the 10th— 
19th days 3 mg. of preparation 2174 was 
administered daily. The reticulocytes which 
had fallen to 44 per cent. continued to 
decrease gradually and there was no second- 
ary response. Ked blood-cells reached 2-71 
millions with hemoglobin 41 per cent. at 
the 20th day, and without further therapy 
except iron increased to 3:57 and 3-96 millions 
at the 30th and 40th days respectively.

In this experiment, since the daily injec- 
tion of 7-5 mg. of original anahzemin unex- 


reticulocyte response, the absence of a 
further response with 3 mg. of preparation 2174 
during the second period was not significant and no 
comparison of potency could be made. 

In subsequent experiments the daily dose of original 
anahemin for the initial period was reduced to 5 mg. 
and later to 4 mg. 


Experiment’2.—Mr. B, aged 72, had moderate thicken- 
ing of the radial arteries but no hypertension. During 
the first 9 days in hospital the reticulocytes did not 
exceed 1-8 per cent. and the red blood-cell count and 
hemoglobin fell slightly. The daily injection of 5 mg. 
of original anahemin for 10 days from an initial red 
blood-cell level of 0-9 million was followed by a reticulo- 
cytosis of 13°8 per cent. on the 7th day. During the 
second period of 10 days, 2 mg. of preparation 2174 was 
injected daily. The reticulocytosis from the first period 
had not subsided, but fell to 6-6 per cent. by the 13th day, 
after which a secondary response occurred reaching 15-4 
per cent. on the 15th day. 

During the first period red blood-cells increased by 
0-5 million, and in the second period by 1-07 millions. 
No further therapy was given but by the 35th day red 
blood-cells numbered 3-21 millions. 

The secondary reticulocytosis in this instance 
reached a higher level than the primary response, 
but even had it been smaller in magnitude the signi- 
ficance would have been the same—the material 
given in the second ten days had greater hemo- 
poietic potency than that given in the first period.

A more clear-cut experiment might have resulted 
had the injections of original anahemin been con- 
tinued for a further two or three days to allow 
the prolonged primary reticulocytosis to subside 
somewhat before the second period was started. 


Experiment 3.—Mrs. C, aged 47, had pernicious anzmia 
with subacute combined degeneration of moderate degree. 
There were two septic teeth which were not removed 
until after the completion of the experiment. After a 
satisfactory control period 5 mg. of original anahzemin 
was injected daily for 10 days, from an initial red blood- 
cell level of 1-76 millions per c.mm. There was a reticu- 
locyte response reaching 8-6 per cent. on the 6th day 
and a rise of red blood-cells to 2-51 millions by the 10th 
day. From the 10th to 19th days 1-75 mg. of prepara- 
tion 2174 was injected daily. There was a slight but 
orderly crisis of reticulocytes reaching 3-1 per cent. on 
the 14th day. In view of the doubtful significance of such 
a small reticulocytosis, a third period was commenced, 
5 mg. of original anahemin being given from the 20th to 
29th days. There was no reticulocytosis whatever. 


The slight reticulocytosis in the second period may 
or may not be regarded as sufficient to indicate that 
1-75 mg.of preparation 2174 had a greater potency than 
5 mg. of original anahemin, but certainly the absence 
of a reticulocyte response in the third period suggests 
that 5 mg. of original anahemin had at any rate no 
greater potency than 1-75 mg. of preparation 217. 
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Experiment 4.—Mr. D, aged 50, had dental caries and 
pyorrhea, attention to which was deferred until aftgr the 
conclusion of the experimental period. During the first 
9 days in hospital reticulocytes did not exceed 1-2 per cent., 
and there was no increase of red blood-cells. Original 
anahemin 5 mg. was injected daily for 10 days. From 
an initial red blood-cell level of 1-37 millions per c.mm. 
there was a reticulocyte response reaching a peak of 
33-7 per cent. on the 8th day. On the 10th day red blood- 
cells numbered 2-13 millions, and the percentage of reti- 
culocytes was falling rapidly. Preparation 217a 2 mg. 
was given daily from the 10th to the 19th days, resulting 
in a secondary reticulocytosis reaching 7-8 per cent. on 
the 16th day. The red blood-cell count improved to 
3-01 millions on the 20th day and without further therapy 
increased to 3-57 millions on the 30th day. 

On the 14th day the temperature rose suddenly to 
103-4° F., and from then until the 18th day there 
was diarrhcea with mucus but no blood and pyrexia not 
exceeding 99°-100° F. The infection was part of an out- 
break in which B. dysenterie Flexner was incriminated. 


The mild dysenteric infection in this case may or 
may not have had an inhibitory effect on blood re- 
generation in the second period, but there 
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unpublished which were obtained with certain highly 
purified products (preparation B and the glucosamine- 
free preparation 31‘): while the responses to 25 mg. 
were often small, 50 and 75 mg. mostly gave satisfac- 
tory results comparable to those produced by 200 mg. 
of the originalanahemin. The variations in response to 
a given dose even in individuals with similar initial 
red blood-cell levels were so great, however, that it 
was difficult accurately to compare the potency 
of the two products on the basis of effects observed. 
This difficulty was to some extent overcome by 
use of the double reticulocyte method, the materials 
to be compared being administered daily to the 
same individual in consecutive periods of 10—14 days. 
As judged by the results of such experiments the 
potency of 5 mg. of original anahemin was exceeded 
by 2 mg. of the more purified fraction, and at least 
equalled by 1-75 mg. thereof; while 4 mg. of original 
anahemin was surpassed in effect by 1-75 mg. of 
the newer product. These findings are believed to 
indicate that the more purified product has not

This experiment clearly indicated that

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of preparation 2174 (Experiments 2 and 4), 
and equalled or possibly excelled in 
potency by 1-75 mg.

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SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 


Dakin and West’s original liver fraction 
(anahemin) has been subjected to further 
purification. The resulting product has 
been tested in 20 cases of pernicious 
anemia and compared with the original 
anahemin and certain preparations thereof 
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in respect to the production of reticulo- 
cyte response, increase of red blood-cells, 
and clinical improvement. 

On the whole the reticulocyte responses 
and increments of red blood-cells differ 
little from~ results reported and others

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AN UNUSUAL CASE OF SPLENIC ANAEMIA

HOUSE PHYSICIANS TO THE HOSPITAL 


Tue following case has been deemed worthy of 
record on account of the difficulties in diagnosis in 
a country where malaria and other forms of spleno- 
megaly are common, and because of a remarkable 
recovery from what appeared to be a fatal disease, 
after splenectomy and multiple blood transfusions. 


The patient, a farmer aged 26, had resided in Southern 
Rhodesia for 11 years, and had suffered during this time 
from frequent attacks of genuine malaria. His illness 
began in October, 1935, and he was admitted to the 
Hospital for Tropical Diseases on Dec. 15th, 1935—and 
was ultimately discharged on June 6th, 1936. 

In February, 1929, the patient had hzematemesis 
several times, and after admission to hospital made a 
good recovery. The spleen was markedly enlarged at 
this time. At the time the hematemesis came on he was 
in bed, being treated for malaria. Melzena occurred on 
Oct. 20th, 1935, and several times subsequently. On 
Nov. 22nd, after leaving Capetown, he had a similar dark 
motion, and soon after vomited up fresh bright red blood— 
about 34 pints according to the patient. This caused 
@ severe anemia from which the patient slowly recovered. 
On landing in England his appetite was excellent ; bowels 
restive, no abdominal pain, but breathless in the morning, 
and with swollen, edematous ankles. 

On examination the tongue was clean and pale, as were 
all the mucous membranes. Large distended veins 
stood out on the chest and abdomen and at the junction of 
the limbs with the trunk. The spleen was enlarged, 
tender, and firm. Dullness extended upwards into Traube’s 
space, and the heart was displaced upwards. No definite 
edge to the liver was ascertainable, but there was a fullness 
in the right hypochondrium on palpation. In the knee- 
elbow position evidence of ascites was obtained. A 


Corrigan-like pulse was observed. The blood pressure 
was 130/60 mm. Hg. C£dema of the ankles was present. 
Area of cardiac dullness was within normal limits—and a 
systolic murmur was heard down the left side of the 
sternum. The sounds were of poor quality, being those 
compatible with the very severe anemia and with the 
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upward displacement of the heart. Reduplication of the 
heart’s second sound was present at intervals. The 
fundi were pale—but there were no evidences of 
hemorrhages. 

Treatment and progress.—After having liver injections 
(Campolon) and large doses of iron, a large hematemesis 
occurred on Jan. 6th, 1936. On Jan. 7th there was a 
second, followed by exhaustion and air-hunger. Intra- 
venous glucose and saline followed by repeated blood 
transfusions saved the patient’s life. (Unfortunately 
continuous-drip blood transfusion was not available 
at this time.) Further hematemesis occurred, succeeded 
by profuse ascites necessitating several paracenteses. 

Efforts to better the patient’s condition were not 
successful, but, in spite of his anemic and enfeebled 
condition, a splenectomy was successfully performed by 
Mr. C. Naunton Morgan on Feb. 29th. The spleen was 
delivered with difficulty through a left paramedian incision 
and measured about 1l5in. long; it was engorged with 
blood and had a very broad pedicle. A small accessory 
spleen (splenunculus) lay near the hilum. Only a few 
adhesions were felt, around the diaphragm, but these 
caused troublesome hemorrhage later on after removal of 
spleen. There was no obvious cirrhosis of the liver and 
the colon appeared normal. Intractable hemorrhage 
occurred after the pedicle was clamped, but this was 
eventually controlled with gauze packing. Owing to his 
poor condition during the operation the patient had to 
receive a blood transfusion on the table. 

Pathology.—The spleen, after draining off the blood, 
weighed 1230 grammes (2}1b). There was no obvious 
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macroscopic fibrosis. Microscopic sections showed the 
generally accepted histological picture of splenic anemia. 
The splenic reticulum had become thickened so as to form 
a distinct fibrous meshwork in the Malpighian corpuscles 
and irregularly throughout the splenic pulp ; in fact there 
was diffuse hypertrophy of the reticulum and generalised 
fibrosis. These specimens have been examined by Prof. 
J. W. McNee and he agrees with this description. 

Convalescence was retarded by many complications. 
Ascites recurred frequently, nearly always preceded by 
colicky abdominal pains and often accompanied by 
cedema of the ankles. So rapid did the fluid accumulate 
that, ten days after the operation, the laparotomy stitches 
burst and the wound had to be resutured. Three weeks 
after, matters were further aggravated by a large sub- 
phrenic abscess which was drained and from which a 
large hemorrhage, which almost proved fatal, occurred 
three days later. Originally, the ascites was treated by 
paracentesis alone, but after a time it became obvious 
that this was insufficient. The daily urinary output 
averaged 35 oz. with an intake of 2 pints. Several 
injections of Salyrgan were therefore given and immediately 
the output rose to nearly 70 oz. daily with the cessation 
of ascites. 

The patient has done exceedingly well since leaving 
hospital. When examined on July 21st he had put on 
28 lb. in weight and, with the exception of slight tenderness 
in the splenic area and slight cedema over the tibiz#, was 
in exceptionally good health. In October he had the 
appearance of good health and weighed 11 st. 2lb. The 
red cells were just over 4,000,000 and the hemoglobin 
72 per cent.; there was a leucocytosis of 15,000. The 
red cells themselves showed a little distortion and contained 
chromatic remains (Jolly’s bodies). It therefore appears 
that the blood picture is not yet normal. 

DISCUSSION 

The chief feature of interest in this case is 
undoubtedly the frequent recurrence of ascites after 
splenectomy until salyrgan was injected. It was 
thought at first to be due to advanced cirrhosis of 
the liver, although no evidence of this could be 
obtained at the time of operation. An explanation 
of the post-operative ascites and its resolution can, 
under the circumstances, be merely speculative. 

Cardiovascular and renal disease were never in 
evidence in the later stages and in any case, in view 
of the patient’s present good health, are extremely 
unlikely to have been the initial cause of the out- 
pouring of this immense amount of transudate. 
Furthermore, no evidence of a renal inefficiency by 
the examination of the urine was ever obtained. 
Hepatic cirrhosis as a factor in the production of 
ascites must be considered. But here again recovery, 
such as has taken place, would be most unlikely. 
As has already been mentioned, this was not apparent 
at operation, and it is difficult to believe that cirrhosis 
of the liver should occur so soon after removal of the 
spleen. 

The most likely factor in the production of ascites 
in a case of this description is undoubtedly a throm- 
bosis of the portal spreading from the splenic vein— 
a well-recognised complication of splenectomy. If 
this be granted as the most probable cause, then the 
subsequent disappearance of the ascites may have 
been due to either of two factors: recanalisation of 
the portal vein, or the hepatic artery taking over the 
complete blood-supply of the liver after blockage of 
the portal vein. Recanalisation of the portal vein in 
this case appears to us unlikely for the patient’s 
recovery was much too rapid to be explained in this 
manner. 

There is support for the second alternative factor. 
From the numerous transfusion experiments that 
have been carried out on the blood-supply of the 
liver, it is now well established that the portal and 
hepatic circulations do come into intimate connexion 
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at some point in the liver, although the exact site 
of anastomosis is still in doubt.* Further, in portal 
cirrhosis, a hypertrophy of the hepatic artery is 
developed in order to maintain the liver circulation. 
Lastly, on necropsies in cases of portal thrombosis, 
the liver often appears normal in all respects, and 
although some of these appearances may be explicable 
by recanalisation of the portal vein, others can only 
be due to such an anastomosis of the hepatic artery. 
This latter explanation, therefore, appears to us to 
be the most likely. 
CONCLUSION 

We report this case on account of the ultimate 
success of a very formidable operation and removal 
of an exceptionally large spleen at a time when the 
outlook for the patient seemed particularly hopeless. 
It shows the value of repeated blood transfusions 
(27 were given in all), which undoubtedly saved the 
patient’s life, and the remarkable action of salyrgan 
in removing the ascites after repeated paracentesis 


had failed. 





A FAMILIAL DYSCHONDROPLASIA 
ASSOCIATED WITH ANONYCHIA AND 
OTHER DEFORMITIES

DurineG the latter part of the last century there 
have been a number of publications about sporadic 
cases of congenital absence of the patella. 

In 1897 Muirhead Little? collected 42 cases of this 
condition and classified the associated deformities. He 
describes two sisters, both of whom had absent patelle 
combined with double talipus equinovarus. The father 
had been operated on for club-foot and had deformed 


knees. The grandfather also was said to have some foot 
deformity. A similar familial absence of patelle was 
noted by Pearson.* Muirhead Little also mentions 


that he had a note from Mr. William Sedgwick describing 
a family of four generations with no patelle and no 
thumb-nails—there were 18 in the family. No mention 
is made as to whether every member was affected or 
whether the two deformities were associated. In 1912, 
however, Firth * published an account of a family in 
which this association was made clear. In this family 
absence or hypoplasia of the patella and deformity of the 
finger-nails were noted in the mother and 6 of the children, 
the 2 other children being normal. The two deformities 
were either both present or both absent. A further point 
of interest was that the mother and two children showed 
inability fully to supinate or extend the forearm. The 
actual cause of this defect was not stated. Firth also 
mentions that John Thomson of Edinburgh had records 
of a similar family consisting of father, mother, and 9 
children. The mother and 5 of the children showed the 
patellar hypoplasia and deformity of the nails, while 
the father and the remaining children were normal. The 
mother furthermore was unable to straighten her right 
forearm. Further light on the elbow deformity is thrown 
by Oesterreicher,* who described a family of five generations 
in which absence of the patelle and deformed nails was 
associated with congenital dislocation of the radius. Of 
the 11 members with patellar and nail deformity, 7 had 
bilateral luxation of the head of the radius. 

Turner * again discovered two families showing similar 
deformities. In the one family 26 out of 29 had no patelle 
and deformed nails, in the other, 27 out of 41 showed both 
deformities. In both families some of the deformed 
members showed congenital dislocation of the head of the 
radius.

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Aschner collected in 1928 eight families with patellar 
hypoplasia. In three of these there was the associated 
nail deformity. In June, 1934,’ he reviewed Turner’s 
cases and pointed out that the three most constant 
abnormalities were: (1) congenital patellar defect ; 
(2) congenital anonychia ; and (3) congenital luxation of 
the head of the radius. 


This present paper concerns the family described 
by Firth in 1912. The family has now increased in 
numbers, and deformities are now noted that were 
not then observed. 

THE DEFORMITIES 


The conditions involve derivations both of the 
mesoderm—the bony abnormalities—and of the 





* ectoderm—the nails. 


The knees.—Clinically the knees are flattened 
anteriorly and can be slightly hyperextended. The 
patelle are either completely absent or vestigial. 
The tubercle of the tibia is markedly prominent, 
and the internal condyle of the femur is enlarged. 
Genu valgum is present in some cases, as might be 
expected with overgrowth of the internal condyle.

Radiograms confirm these findings. Turner's * cases 
too show (a) the patellar hypoplasia (b) the prominent 
tibial tubercle, and (c) the large internal condyles. 

The elbow.—Both the lower end of the humerus 
and the upper end of the radius are deformed. 
Clinically the forearm cannot be fully extended 
and supination is very limited. The internal condyle 
of the humerus is markedly prominent and postero- 
laterally the head of the radius can be felt jutting out. 
Radiograms show, in some cases, a lump on the lower 
three inches of the posterior surface of the humerus. 
It appears as if the lower end of the bone has been 
tilted forwards, and this no doubt partly accounts 
for the inability fully to extend the elbow. The 
lower end of the humerus is increased both antero- 
posteriorly and laterally with a very large internal 
condyle but a very small capitellum. Owing to the 
size of the capitellum, the head of the radius has 
little bone with which to articulate. It tends to 
be luxated laterally. In the extreme case it is 
completely dislocated and the head is vestigial and 
juts out posteriorly. As might be expected in these 
cases the carrying angle is greatly increased. Turner's 
cases * too show all these deformities. 

The shoulder girdle-—Clinically Turner noted 
considerable prominence of the acromial end of the 
clavicle, but this was not obvious in this family. 
In the radiograms the head of the humerus tends 
to be smooth and underdeveloped and its articular 
surface faces upwards to an unusual degree. Turner 
notes only that in his cases the scapule were under- 
sized, but in the family here reported the scapule 
showed a very definite deformity, there being much 


thickening of the lateral border, which has a convex 
edge. This can only be diagnosed radiographically. 
It appears to be a definite abnormality hitherto 
unobserved. 

The pelvic girdle-—Clinically the pelvis is normal, 
but the heads of the femora may be abnormal. In 
one case coxa valga is present on 
both sides, in another a congenital 
hip on one side. Deformity of the 
ilia seems to be the only constant 
feature. There is an increase in the 
normal concavity on the external 
surface of the ilium, and the crest 





of the ilium seems to be increased FIG. 2.—Diagram 
i showing typical 
posteriorly. leaf-shaped dis- 


The nails—The nail deformity  colorationofiris. 
consists typically of a nail with a 
base normal in appearance but very thin and soft 
(Fig. 1). Distally the nail tends to disappear and 
merge into the fleshy top of the finger, so that 
there is no free end of the nail. This type of 
deformity affects chiefly the thumb-nails. Secondarily, 
the nail may grow and be of normal consistency but 
instead of having a convex surface it is concave and 
spoon-shaped. Often too it possesses a longitudinal 
central ridge with deep concavities each side. The 
most deformed nail is always the thumb. The 
index and middle finger-nails are harder, have a free 
end, but usually have the groove and concavities, 
but the ring finger has usually and the little finger 
has always a normal nail. This corresponds closely 
to the nail deformities in Turner’s cases. 

The irides.—Another abnormality was seen in the 
iris. Instead of being one colour throughout, around 
the circumference there is a clear-cut zone of paler 
pigment, and the darker part of the iris centrally 
is shaped roughly like a clover leaf (Fig. 2). This 
is most pronounced in the one member of the family 
with blue eyes. The darker eyes do not show it so 
distinctly. This deformity has not been hitherto 
described. Whether it is part of the syndrome is 
uncertain. 


The family now consists of three generations. 

In the first generation the mother (I/2) shows all the 
deformities, except for normal irides. The father (I/1) 
is normal. There are no collaterals, but the mother 
thinks that some of her uncles had double-jointed knees. 

There have been nine children in the next generation. 
Twins and two other children have died (II/8-11). As 
far as is known three of these children were normal, but 
the fourth (II/8) had absent patelle. Of the five living, 
the eldest, a girl (II/1), has patellar, elbow, and nail 
deformities. The second, a girl, has all six deformities. 
The third, a girl, has all the deformities except the irides, 
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The fourth, a girl, is normal. 
six deformities. 

The third generation has three members. The one 
normal member of the second generation (II/5) hasa 
normal girl. The third girl of the second generation 
(II/3) has one normal girl and one son with the nail, the 
elbow, the patellar, and shoulder deformities. 


The sixth, a boy, has all 


CONCLUSION 

All the above deformities appear to be genetically 
associated. Itseems that Aschner is wrong in singling 
out congenital anonychia, patellar hypoplasia, and 
subluxation of the head of the radius, and describing 
this as a congenital familial syndrome. It seems 
that deformity of the ilium and thickening and 
convexity of the lateral border of the scapule are 
also part of the syndrome. Whether the peculiar 
pigmentation of the iris is also an allied inherited 
abnormality is uncertain.

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RADIOGRAPHY IN THE DIAGNOSIS OF 
CHRONIC RHEUMATIC ARTHRITIS *

An early and correct diagnosis must necessarily 
be the basis of any form of treatment. While this 
is true of all diseases, it is especially significant in 
a condition such as chronic rheumatic arthritis 
where it seems that progress in therapy is being 
hampered by the inefficiency and inaccuracy of the 
diagnosis. First of all it is important to appreciate 
that radiography can supply the only direct means of 
recording pathological changes during life and that 
the value of the examination must obviously be 
dependent on the correct interpretation, by no 
means an easy task. Although very large numbers 
of radiograms are being taken every day at spas and 
other rheumatism centres, their influence on the 
diagnosis, prognosis, and treatment is negligible. 
Apparently the examination is usually undertaken 
more from curiosity than anything else. 

The examination is at present carried out in a 
haphazard manner; no effort is made to standardise 
position or technique, and the interpretation of 
radiograms has often to be left to the physician 
in charge, who must necessarily have but a superficial 
knowledge of general radiology. While the first 
error can be rectified, it is not so easy to suggest a 
remedy for the second ; there are not enough qualified 
radiologists who have the time and opportunity 
for the study of rheumatism. Radiologists at the

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general hospitals see little of rheumatic arthritis 
because these institutions display little interest in 
this important and widespread disease. At any 
rate it would seem that the employment of a fully 


qualified radiologist would not be feasible at all 
rheumatism centres. 
MISTAKES 


My experience at the British Red Cross Clinic goes 
to show that the clinical diagnosis of rheumatism 
presents considerable difficulty and is often definitely 
unreliable. Quite 10 per cent. of the cases sent up 
to the clinic for advice have been shown radio- 
graphically to be suffering from some pathological 
condition in no way related to rheumatism. All 
these patients have been diagnosed as having some 
form of rheumatism and have undergone treatment 
often over long periods. Mention of of the 
mistakes in diagnosis may be of interest, given in the 
order of their frequency : 


some 


(1) Secondary carcinoma of the vertebre and pelvis 
bones quite frequently gives rise to the diagnosis of 
lumbago, sciatica, or fibrositis. 

(2) Several cases of Paget's disease involving the bones 
of the hip and Charcot’s disease of this joint have been 
mistaken for osteo-arthritis of the hip-joint. 

(3) Carcinomatosis gives rise to wandering pains in 
various parts of the body difficult to distinguish clinically 
from muscular rheumatism or fibrositis. 

(4) The pain caused by an endosteal sarcoma of the 
humerus was in one case diagnosed as brachial neuritis 
until spontaneous fracture occurred during massage and 
manipulation. 

(5) Cases of early tuberculous disease of the kidney 
and stone in the ureter have been sent for a radiological 
examination with the diagnosis of lumbago and fibrositis. 

(6) A case of multiple enchrondroma of the hands and 
feet was mistaken for tophaceous gout. 

(7) The pains associated with early spondylitis adolescens 
are frequently diagnosed clinically as muscular rheumatism. 


It is a safe working rule to have an X ray investiga- 
tion if pains suggestive of rheumatism are localised 
to the spine or pelvis or do not respond to treatment 
within a reasonable period. Too often chronic pain 
in the neighbourhood of any joint is “tagged” as 
rheumatism unless evidence of some other cause is 
readily forthcoming. Then again the personal equation 
not infrequently influences the clinical diagnosis. 

Of course the radiological examination can never 
take the place of the clinical examination. Neverthe- 
less it should always form part of the general investiga- 
tion, and if this were done errors of diagnosis such 
as are mentioned above would become less frequent. 
It is not correct to say that a diagnosis can never 
be arrived at from the radiographic findings alone 
that is, independently of the clinical history. The 
radiographic evidence, for example, is so definite in such 
cases as fracture, stone in the kidney, or extensive 
organic disease of the stomach that the clinical history 
is not essential to the diagnosis. 


EVIDENCE FROM THE HAND 


In a book recently published,t I have drawn 
attention to the information that can be obtained 
from a “standard” radiogram of the hand—how 
it is possible to detect the early onset of arthritis, 
to identify the various types, and todeterminefrom the 
changes noted radiographically in the hand what 
particular variety of arthritis may have attacked 
a major joint. This method has proved to be of

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considerable value at the British Red Cross Clinic 
and elsewhere, and its practical use is illustrated by 
the two following cases. 


CasE 1.—A man of generous proportions, one who 
enjoyed the good things of this world, was suddenly 
stricken down with a severe attack of lumbago. As this 
refused to respond to treatment the ‘“ wise men ” decided, 
as the symptoms appeared to be infective in origin, that 
the ritual of panodontectomy should be observed. This 
was followed by vaccine therapy, but the symptoms 
remained unaltered. In due course removal of the 
appendix and gall-bladder was considered. At this late 
stage (one year) a radiographic examination of the back 
was suggested. This was negative, but a diagnostic 
radiogram of the hand showed several large gouty deposits 
indicating the group to which it belonged ; the hand was 
symptom-free. Fortunately in this case a drastic cutting 
down of the quantity of the patient’s food and drink 
resulted in a spectacular disappearance of symptoms. 

CasE 2.—A young woman presented the typical clinical 
picture of rheumatoid arthritis with the spindle-shaped 
finger-joints, muscular atrophy, and general debility. 
She became progressively worse during six months’ 
treatment. A diagnostic radiogram of the hand showed 
no disturbance of bone calcium such as is characteristic 
of rheumatoid arthritis. Radiographically this case 
was identified as an infective arthritis, not rheumatoid. 
This report called for a more extensive clinical investiga- 
tion which disclosed evidence of a toxic thyroid and with 
appropriate treatment complete recovery resulted. 


I suggest that both the clinical and radiological 
diagnosis or grouping should be included in the 
clinical notes irrespective of whethet they are in 
agreement. As experience increases the true value 
of each examination will be established.

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At a meeting of this society held on Dec. 14th, 
with Mr. H. L. ArrwaTerR, the president, in the 
chair, a discussion on 


Frequency of Micturition in the Adult 


was opened by Mr. A. E. Rocur. The bladder, he 
said, originated from the proximal part of the 
allantois and from the ventral part of the cloaca, 
and was only found in reptiles, birds, and mammals. 
Its function was to convert a continuous secretion 
into a discontinuous excretion, the bladder contents 
being propelled away from the body, which was thus 
kept dry. With the complete failure of this pump- 
like mechanism the urine escaped at once in a constant 
dribble, as in distension overflow, ectopia vesice, 
or rarely in those suffering from a huge bladder stone. 
A lesser but commoner degree of bladder failure was 
shown when urine was expelled, not constantly but 
much more frequently than usual. Secretion occurred 
by day and night but normally more by day, partly 
because more fluid was drunk then and partly because 
activity caused a rise in blood pressure and so 
increased secretion. The average daily output was 
50 oz. and the normal comfortable capacity about 
8 to 10 oz.; the normal frequency was about four 
to six times by day for the male, three to four for 
females and one or no times by night, but capacity 
varied in different individuals and also in the same 
person. The difference between anatomical and 
physiological capacity was illustrated by the well- 
known tolerance of the female bladder, although male 
and female bladders were alike in size. Perhaps the 
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It has been stated that if the changes in the bone 
demonstrated radiographically are slight they must 
be unreliable. Surely it is the slight changes that 
are so important ; but only if their true significance 
is appreciated, for they must necessarily represent 
the early signs of onset, and this at a period when 
treatment should be effective. These slight and 
often insignificant changes are frequently over- 
looked by the inexperienced. Advanced cases can 
only be of academic interest. 


CONCLUSION 


It is clear then that the full value of the radio- 
logical examination is not at present being attained, 
but it is not easy to decide how this can be remedied. 
The ideal, of course, would be for a fully qualified 
radiologist with a general knowledge of the clinical 
side of rheumatism to be responsible for the interpreta- 
tion of radiograms at the chief rheumatism centres. 
While this ideal may be unattainable it should at 
least be possible to improve radiological technique. 
Standardisation of position, standardisation of the 
quality of the radiograms, and the use of serial 
radiograms should replace the slipshod methods now 
in use. Standardisation of technique combined 
with improved interpretation of radiograms should 
enable the radiologist to help in differential diag- 
nosis, classification, early diagnosis, prognosis, and 
estimation of the effect of treatment. 

If real progress is to be made in our knowledge and 
treatment of rheumatism, we must retain an open 
mind and be prepared to alter our views very 
considerably. 


greater tolerance of the female bladder was an 
adaptation to meet the pressure of pregnancy. 

The patient’s usual frequency had to be considered 
in assessing the value of the symptom of any increase ; 
for instance nocturnal micturition of three or four 
times in a man of 50 or more was of little significance 
if a life-long habit, but if recent it was a symptom of 
enlarged prostate. Frequency was due to increased 
quantity of urine or decreased bladder capacity or to 
both causes. Polyuria might be due to diuretics, 
water being one of them, or to inability of the kidneys 
to secrete urine of normal concentration; to make 
up for the deficiency of solids dissolved in a given 
quantity of urine a greater amount was secreted in 
twenty-four hours. Further, since such diseased 
kidneys were unable to concentrate the urine when 
the intake Of water fell, as at night, nocturnal as well as 
diurnal frequency resulted. This was characteristic 
of polycystic kidney and what used to be called 
chronic interstitial nephritis; it also occurred in 
diabetes mellitus, diabetes insipidus, and hysteria. 
In early unilateral renal disease ureteric specimens 
from both sides might show unilateral polyuria with 
marked differences in specific gravity. The passage 
of an increased quantity of urine with diminution 
of a renal swelling was a classical sign, but rarely seen, 
of intermittent hydronephrosis. The polyuria follow- 
ing Dietl’s crisis was probably more often an irritative 
than a purely mechanical phenomenon. 

Decrease in bladder capacity might be organic or 
functional. Organic causes were :— 


(1) External pressure from a pelvic swelling, for example 
ovarian cyst, fibroid, or a pregnant uterus. 

(2) Loss of distensibility as in muscular hypertrophy, 
fibrotic contraction from chronic cystitis or advanced 





tuberculosis, infiltration by new growth, and where the 
sphincters were weak; this last type was relieved by 
lying down. 

(3) Partial occupation of the bladder by enlarged 
prostate, stones, growths, ureterocele, or by a constant 
pool of residual urine behind an enlarged prostate, or with 
a cystocele, prolapsed uterus, or in nervous lesions. 
Functional decrease in bladder capacity resulted from : 

(1) Irritation by something ingested or contained in 
the urine (tea, coffee, alcohol, hyperacidity, oxalates, 
phosphates, bacilli, pus, blood). 

(2) Inflammation of the bladder itself or of neighbouring 
glands, ducts, or viscera as in cystitis, trigonitis, prostatitis, 
vesiculitis, cervicitis, salpingitis, appendicitis. 

(3) Reflex and other nervous influences (neurosis, 

hysteria, anxiety, fear, habit, renal and ureteric affections 
especially pyelitis, urethral caruncle, phimosis, and rectal 
parasites). 
Trigonitis, which was better called trigonal hyperemia, 
was common with gynecological lesions and was 
characterised by frequency, worse by day, and 
terminal pain ; the urine was generally clear although 
blood-cells were occasionally found. The diagnosis 
was confirmed by cystoscopy ; gynzcological treat- 
ment was often successful but local treatment might 
be required. Hunner’s elusive ulcer had eluded 
the speaker except for one possible case; Caulk 
had described it as a chronic inflammation of all 
coats of the bladder with active ulceration of the 
underlying membrane. Cystoscopy was said to 
reveal small abrasions with neighbouring cdema 
usually situated posterolaterally. The speaker con- 
sidered that as pyuria was said to be absent in these 
cases Hunner’s ulcer could not be a true ulcer. 

As Kidd had emphasised, increased frequency 
was a sign par excellence of a diseased kidney rather 
than a diseased bladder; it should be more widely 
recognised that in investigating increased frequency 
the condition of the kidney should be examined 
and the kidney excluded as a cause before suppos- 
ing that morbid conditions lower down the tract 
were sufficient to account fully for the symptoms. 
Failure to appreciate this led to many disappoint- 
ments in treatment. 

Insidious and progressively increasing frequency 
was usually the first symptom of renal tuberculosis 
and when pyuria coexisted called for complete 
investigation. Cystoscopy had shown that renal 
tuberculosis and also non-tuberculous pyelitis occurred 
without visible involvement of the bladder or with 
only cedema or pinkness round the ureteric orifice. 
Pyuria and increased frequency were often wrongly 
thought to be synonymous with cystitis. Pyelitis 
was often responsible and even if infection of the 
bladder were present it was often secondary to the 
kidney condition. 

The diurnal or nocturnal nature of the frequency, 
the other symptoms, the age, temperature, : and 
general examination had to be considered in investiga- 
tion of frequency. The thorough clinical overhaul 
should include: rectal examination; examination of 
the urine chemically, physiologically, microscopically 
and bacteriologically, and by naked eye ; the passage 
of a full-sized catheter to exclude any but a wide 
stricture and to discover and measure residual urine ; 
and cystoscopy, except in acute cases where it was 
usually contra-indicated. 

Treatment depended on the cause. Where there 
was no pathological condition of the bladder or urine 
washes with weak silver nitrate, gradual dilatation, 
or instillations of 1 or 2 per cent. silver nitrate into the 
urethra might be effective. Tincture of belladonna 
5 to 10 minims, sandalwood oil 10 minims in a 
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capsule, or tincture of hyoscyamus were among the 
useful drugs. If the urine were very acid diuretics 
and alkalis like Contrexéville, Vittel, and Evian should 
be tried ; phosphaturia should be treated by sodium 
phosphate grs. 20, ammonium chloride, and mineral 
acids. 

PAINLESS FREQUENCY 

Dr. D. E. DENNyY-BrRown spoke about painless 
frequency. Micturition, he said, was essentially 
an automatic function, the emptying of a hollow 
organ with a sphincter which was under the control 
of the vesical plexus and also of the spinal cord. 
Efficient micturition was only achieved when spinal 
cord control was added to the mechanism ; then the 
urine was saved until the bladder was full enough and 
was passed about four or five times in the day. In 
neurology therefore efficient micturition, which was 
evidence of spinal cord control, was distinguished 
from inefficient, when for some reason the plexus 
was left to do its best. 

Functional causes were by far the commonest in 
disturbances of efficient micturition. The cerebral 
cortex controlled micturition in the following way: 
as the bladder filled it reacted to a content of about 
100 c.cm. by producing waves of contraction which 
gave no subjective sensation whatever. With increas- 
ing contents the contractions increased, and at a 
particular point the individual became aware that 
his bladder was slightly distended ; he could then 
pass his water or suppress the micturition without 
discomfort. At last a stage was reached when the 
mechanism could no longer be suppressed. The 
part played by consciousness varied: if the attention 
was focused intently the mechanism would only be 
noticed at a late stage; if attention were vague and 
wandering the need for micturition presented itself 
early. In neurosis the patient commonly complained 
of lack of attention ; in such patients eye symptoms 
occurred from failing to maintain their focus and in 
precisely the same way they picked up stimuli which 
would not normally reach the cerebrum ; the vesical 
sensation might not be suppressed normally and then 
the patient had frequency. 

Organic disturbance of efficient micturition was 
due to bilateral interference of the higher control. 
This was found in spastic states and was most notice- 
able in the milder ones, especially disseminated 
sclerosis. Syphilitic meningitis was another common 
cause of frequency, with subsequent incontinence ; 
micturition symptoms occurred late in 
compression of the spinal cord. 

In inefficient micturition the bladder required 
to be fully distended to contract at all; small 
contractions occurred frequently. The patient 
complained of difficulty and retention.

Mr. A. E. Porritt described an experiment under- 
taken by students which had shown that the smaller 
members of their group could not hold their water 
so long as the bigger members. He thought perhaps 
surface area had some relation to excretion. 


Mr. AInswortH Davis considered that trigonitis 
was usually derived from cervicitis; treatment 
should first be directed to the cervix.—Mr. ALASTAIR 
MacGreGor, Dr. A. Toppine, and Dr. 8. T. FALia 
also took part in the discussion.

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ROYAL ACADEMY OF MEDICINE IN 
IRELAND 


SECTION OF OBSTETRICS 


A MEETING of this section was held in the Royal 
College of Physicians on Nov. 20th. Dr. Ninian 
FALKINER, in the absence of the president, took the 
chair. Dr. BetHeL SoLomons showed a

of the ovary which he had removed at Dr. Steevens’ 
Hospital. 

The patient was aged 30 and consulted him because of 

amenorrhea which she had had for eleven months. She 
also complained of sterility. The pelvis was normal. 
After a short course of luteinising and substitution therapy 
she menstruated twice, after which she again had amenor- 
rhea for about seven weeks when she returned complaining 
of hemorrhage and acute pain in the right side. An 
adnexal swelling about the size of a turkey’s egg was 
discovered, and, as a possible diagnosis was ectopic gesta- 
tion, she was admitted to hospital; the tumour and the 
appendix were removed. On microscopic examination the 
growth proved to be a typical granulosa-cell tumour. 
Dr. Solomons said that these tumours were very 
rare, and that this was the first reported to the 
Royal Academy of Medicine in Ireland. The first 
case had been reported in 1895 by von Kahlden. An 
interesting point about this case, he said, was that 
there was no sign of the tumour until the hormonic 
treatment began, and he asked whether the treat- 
ment produced the growth or stimulated a tumour 
already present. It would be interesting to note if 
menstrual function would become normal after the 
removal of the tumour. 

The CHarrRMAN said he had thought that these 
growths were more often found in women about 
the menopause, and that one of the outstanding 
symptoms was severe hemorrhage after a period of 
amenorrhea. He had previously pointed out that 
the giving of Antuitrin S was open to some criticism 
because it was related to the carcinogenic substances, 
and he believed that in this case there was a relation 
between the giving of antuitrin S and the growth of 
the tumour. 

Dr. GeraLtp Dockeray said that the sections 
seemed to him to be very typical of a fully matured 
granulosa-cell tumour. It was interesting to note 
that the trabeculz were formed in situ and were not 
due to any invasion of the follicles. The cells were 
not specific for granulosa-cell tumours since they 
had been found in carcinoma in mice. He had no 
doubt that the growth was benign, for when these 
tumours became malignant they were usually bila- 
teral. In a granulosa-cell tumour columnar epithe- 
lioma was never found, and even in cases supposed 
to be malignant there was always a doubt whether 
they really were granulosa-cell tumours or not. 
About 42 per cent. of these cases occurred at the 
climacteric, about 40 per cent. at puberty, and the 
rest were scattered over any period. In some of 
the younger patients these tumours had produced 
amenorrhea. It was interesting to note that the 
amenorrhea was -not due to an excess of folliculin 
or to lack of it. Out of 16 cases reported by Dr. W. 
Schiller, 3 had shown evidence of virilism. 

Dr. J. McGratH said he agreed that this was a 
granulosa-cell tumour, and he thought that it was 
definitely non-malignant. He had seen a similar 
tumour removed a little time ago, about twice the 
size of the one shown by Dr. Solomons. Micro- 
scopically it superficially resembled a rodent ulcer.— 


Dr. F. Doyue, referring to the masculine distri- 
bution of hair in the patient, said that the tumours 
were supposed to have a hormonic cause that 
particularly affected the secondary sex characters.— 
Dr. F. 8. Bourke said that when he had first seen 
this tumour he thought it was a carcinoma of the 
ovary. Looking at the tumour with the naked eye 
he had not thought that such a smooth surface could 
be a granulosa-cell tumour. He did not believe that 
folliculin could produce a masculine distribution of 
hair. 

Dr. SoLomons, in reply, said that whilst his patient 
was 30 years old, Schiller’s figures showed that 
42 per cent. occurred about the menopause. The 
question of malignancy was important, and since this 
growth was non-malignant no further investigation 
was necessary. The woman said she might have had 
a miscarriage 5 years before. 


Dr. R. M. Corset showed a specimen of 


Krukenberg Tumour 
secondary to carcinoma of the stomach. 

The patient had originally been admitted to the Coombe 
Hospital with a diagnosis of hyperemesis gravidarum. 
A radiogram of the gastro-intestinal tract, however, 
showed a tumour at the pyloric end of the stomach. 
Labour was induced and a partial gastrectomy performed 
in the Mater Hospital. Eighteen months later the 
patient was readmitted with an abdominal tumour the 
size of a five months’ pregnancy, and this proved to be 
a large Krukenberg tumour of the right ovary with a 
small tumour of the left ovary. 

Dr. McGratu said that about 3 years ago he had 
seen a tumour similar to the one shown by Dr. Corbet. 
The ovaries were each about as big as a fist. A short 
time after operation the patient died, and post mortem 
a leather-bottle carcinoma of the stomach was 
found. He had also seen a case in which a dermoid 
cyst had been quite hidden, one ovary having a very 
large tumour, the other a very small one. Microscopy 
had shown stroma through which was a mass of 
fibrous tissue, and the cells had the typical signet- 
ring appearance. 


The CHAIRMAN said he was interested to note that 
the patient had been admitted to hospital as a case 
of hyperemesis in which the vomiting was due to a 
pre-existing condition—a reminder that such condi- 
tions should not be overlooked in the diagnosis of 
hyperemesis gravidarum. He had seen one case in 
which the diagnosis had not been made during life, 
but at autopsy two tumours had been found in the 
pelvis smaller than the tumour in the present case. 
It was difficult to understand why an ovary should 
be the site of a malignant growth if the spread was 
lymphatic. He thought there must be some rela- 
tionship between ovarian and intestinal growths. 


Dr. Dockeray said he had no doubt that this 
was a Krukenberg tumour, although it was not quite 
the same as in a few microscopical slides that he had 
recently seen. The specimen was more like that 
illustrated in Dr. Teacher’s book in which the primary 
carcinoma was in the breast. He had no doubt that 
in the past some granulosa-cell tumours had been 
reported as Krukenberg tumours that had been 
operated on and the patients recovered.—Dr. D. J. 
CANNON asked if the uterus had been removed in 
this case. The view had been expressed that these 
cases’ were undoubtedly due to lymphatic spread, 
and this had been demonstrated in Budapest where 
carcinoma had been found in the lymphatic nodules. 

Dr. CORBET, in replying, said the chief arguments 
in favour of lymphatic spread were the finding of 
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tumour cells actually in the lymphatics, and to his 
mind, the fact that the tumour seemed to grow from 
the inside of the ovary and not from the outside. 
The smooth surface was against a _ transperitoneal 
implantation. One case had been reported in which 
the patient was alive three years after the removal 
of the tumours. The uterus had not been removed 
in his case; it was quite small and hard below and 
behind the tumours. It was peculiar that one 
tumour was so much larger than the other, the larger 





Collected Papers

Tue difficult problem of finding an inexpensive 
method of reproducing a collection of reprints appears 
to have been solved in a more satisfactory manner 
by the cancer and general research committee of 
the Middlesex Hospital than by most other bodies 
who attempt this task. All the articles, appearing 
as they have done in a large variety of journals, 
have been reprinted upon paper of standard size, 
and the binding is carried out by a special type of 
strong folder. The general appearance is therefore 
satisfactory and worthy of the contents. Among the 
fifty-two papers here reproduced there are many 
which have been recognised as of first-rate importance 
in the medical and scientific world. Drs. H. L. 
Marriott and A. Kekwick, with their contribution 
on continuous drip blood transfusion, have presented 
a new therapeutic procedure of the greatest value. 
The paper by Drs. L. E. H. Whitby and M. Hynes 
on supravital staining of leucocytes in normal and 
leukemic blood is an important addition to hzmato- 
logy ; the coloured plate illustrating this should be 
in request for text-books. Incidentally the clinical 
material upon which the work was based was rendered 
easily available by means of the facilities now pro- 
vided in the Courtauld clinical research unit of the 
hospital. Another group of important papers by 
Prof. E. C. Dodds and co-workers deal with certain 
biochemical aspects of cestrogenic agents, again work 
of fundamental importance. These examples have 
been chosen as perhaps the most valuable, but there 
is evidence throughout of careful selection and every 
paper is worthy of its place. 





Nouvelle pratique dermatologique

THe sixth volume of this comprehensive sym- 
posium, of which previous volumes were reviewed 
a few months ago,! deals with the cutaneous 
atrophies and dystrophies, the tumours, and nevi. 
It provides ample information on such rare con- 
ditions as pellagra, the poikilodermata, epidermolysis 
bullosa, porokeratosis, and Darier’s disease—often 
by the original exponents. L. Perin gives a very fair 
presentment of Darier’s work on the disease known 
by his name—though in fact it was described 
before his time—illustrated by clinical photographs 
which do not quite depict the fully developed and 
highly characteristic state of a sufferer from this 
distressing disorder. Those who want to refer to 
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being quite free, but the smaller was adherent to 
the wall of the pelvis. 

Dr. T. M. Heaty described his experience of 
Halban’s operation for closure of the fimbriated end 
of the Fallopian tube in the treatment of primary 
sterility. 

Dr. Epwarp SoLomons read a communication on 
intravenous anaesthesia in obstetrics, and described 
a series of 46 successful cases in which he had used 
Penthethal as an anzsthetic in labour.

this, or for that matter to any other disease, have 
to consult either the table of contents in Vol. I. or 
the index in Vol. VIII., a somewhat cumbersome 
procedure, which might well be made unnecessary in 
future editions. Over 300 pages in this volume are 
devoted to a consideration of the precancerous: and 
malignant tumours, The former, which include 
xeroderma pigmentosum, seaman’s skin, and senile 
keratosis—hardly ‘‘ precancerous ” in the same sense 
as Bowen’s disease, Paget’s disease, and certain 
types of verrucose and pigmented nzvi—are the 
work of A. Civatte, whose histological studies and 
microphotographs must be regarded as among 
the most authoritative and complete of modern 
times. Their relations to X ray cancer and the 
effects of solar light and other carcinogenetic 
factors are discussed in the fullest detail. Section 8 
of this volume by M. Favre, A. Josserand, and 
J. F. Martin is given to the epithelial tumours, 
including the epitheliomata, basocellular and 
squamous, and the sarcomata and pigmented carcino- 
mato, or malignant melanomata. Among the illus- 
trations in this section (facing p. 722) is one reproduced 
from an English atlas of dermatology. 

An important section of Vol. VII. is allotted to 
R. Sabouraud for his treatise on seborrhea, which 
includes an authoritative study of the pre- and post- 
seborrheic states, acne vulgaris, acne (traumatique) 
due to medicinal causes—e.g., from tar or the halogens 
—and acne conglobata. Sabouraud is also entrusted 
with the chapters on the alopecias. The wealth of 
clinical detail and photographic illustration supplied 
represent the experience of over 30 years of intensive 
study at the St. Louis out-patient department and 
its now famous laboratory. Diseases of the sweat 
glands by Ch. Audry, so-called Fox-Fordyce disease 
by L. Chatellier, and diseases of the nails by G. Milian 
receive consideration, and there follows a series of 
dermatoses ‘‘ not classified ’’ which include erythema 
multiforme. The coloured illustrations from the 
living subject of this polymorphous disease are 
specially valuable. Lichen planus and its analogue, 
lichenification, are adequately dealt with by L. M. 
Pautrier of Strasbourg. The prevailing theories of 
causation and the relation of these to the occasional 
occurrence of lichen planus and lichenoid eruptions 
during antiluetic treatment by N.A.B. and bismuth 
injections, which G. Milian seeks to explain by his 
hypothesis of ‘‘biotropism,’’ provide interesting 
if speculative reading. Psoriasis, that most elusive 
wxtiologically of all the common dermatoses, has been 
allotted to J. Margarot ; his account of it is followed 
by shorter chapters on the other scaly erythrodermias, 
such as pityriasis rubra pilaris, parapsoriasis in its 
various forms, and the _ generalised exfoliative 
dermatitis in which they sometimes end. Chapter XIV. 
deals with comparative dermatology, a new science, 
that seeks to establish comparisons and associations 
between human and animal skin diseases. We may 
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eventually see interesting and unexpected develop- 
ments in a branch of dermatology which has hitherto 
been regarded as only of veterinary interest. At 
any rate every dermatologist will appreciate the vivid 
illustrations of demodex, trichophytosis, and other 
parasitic infections, as they are seen in the animal 
kingdom. 

Vol. VIII., which completes the series, is the most 
indispensable as it contains the index—a laborious com- 
pilation of 88 pages. There are three sections given to 
a topographic résumé of the dermatoses discussed in 
greater detail in the preceding volumes, a therapeutic 
section which provides a most complete and modern 
dissertation on treatment, and a short thesis by 
A. Civatte on the present medico-legal position of the 
science in France. This volume if it could be purchased 
separately would be the most useful to the practi- 
tioner. There are 3 coloured plates and 175 half- 
tone, mainly photographic, reproductions from clinical 
cases in the 868 pages of letterpress. 

No one who studies even a small part of this 
veritable encyclopedia can fail to be impressed by 
the industry and care with which the work has been 
compiled and controlled. Although doubtless largely 
a labour of love—for the publishers can have spared 
no expense on the production—every contributor 
seems to have been fired by a desire to make this a 
worthy representative of French dermatology. 





Industrial Environment and Health 
Practical Methods of Investigation. . International 
Labour Office, Geneva. 1936. Pp. 336. 7s. 6d. 


Tuts small volume is a companion publication to 
the huge encyclopedia of industrial hygiene entitled 
Occupation and Health (two volumes, pp. 2420, 
Geneva, 1930-32), which contains concise informa- 
tion as to materials used in industry, processes 
employed, sources of poisoning or infection, statistics, 
symptoms, diagnosis, prevention, and _ legislation. 
Several members of the Correspondence Committee 
on Industrial Hygiene, who had already taken an 
active part in preparing the encyclopedia, considered 
that it would be advisable to supplement this work 
by an account of the methods of analysis and research 
resorted to by industrial hygiene experts. They 
have therefore drawn up this report on the methods 
of investigation that medicine derives from other 
sciences for the purposes of checking or testing 
atmospheric pressure, temperature, humidity, venti- 
lation, and lighting conditions, the quantity and 
nature of dusts and harmful gases, and other such 
things in working premises. 

The chapters on measurement of atmospheric 
pressure and temperature are by Prof. G. Loriga, of 
Rome; those on humidity, cooling power, and 
ventilation by Mr. E. W. Murray and Mr. C. W. Price, 
H.M. engineering inspectors of factories; that on 
photometry by Prof. E. Bordoni, of Rome ; that on 
measurement of noise by Dr. E. Lederer, of Munich ; 
that on estimation of dusts by Mr. H. L. Green and 
Dr. E. L. Middleton, of London. All these chapters 
are profusely illustrated with photographs and 
diagrams indicating the instruments and methods 
used. Fully half the book is given up to industrial 
toxicology, and here the methods of estimation of lead, 
arsenic, benzene, carbon disulphide, carbon monoxide, 
&c., are described in detail, notably by Dr. Ch. Biot, 
of Brussels, and Mr. E. Kohn-Abrest, of Paris. 

The International Labour Office is to be congratu- 
lated on the achievement of a difficult task. Mis- 
prints are few—mere incidentals in printing a book 
in English in Geneva. 
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The World of Science 


By F. SHERwoop Taytor, Ph.D., M.A., B.Se. 
London: William Heinemann Ltd. 1936. Pp. 1063. 
8s. 6d. 


THIS is an amazing book, for it tells us in easy 
cheerful language about most of the things with 
which science is concerned—solids, liquids, gases, 
machines, heat, electricity, light, the earth, the 
heavens, physiology, heredity, evolution, and much 
else—and as far as one can judge it is all, within the 
the limits of space available, sound. The author 
tells us some of what is known and, which is at least 
as important, where science has no explanation of 
plain facts—e.g., what phosphorescence is or why the 
bakelite cups of current thermos flasks are more 
comfortable to drink from than the old aluminium 
or why the sun ‘is hot. We heartily commend the 
book to all who are interested in science—many 
people are not—and, especially in THe Lancet, to 
those who did their science 30, 20, even 10 years 
ago, and have been away from it since, for they will 
learn without tears how many of the fundamentals 
of chemistry and physics have changed and advanced 
to a much more coherent and interesting tale than 
the one they used to hear. If only it were not so 
big and heavy, it would be an ideal book to dip into 
at odd times and places; we hope the next edition 
will be in two or three small volumes fit for the train 
or bed. But in any form it is first rate. 





Halliburton’s Essentials of Chemical 
Physiology 


Thirteenth edition. By J. A. Hewitt, Ph.D., 
D.Se., Senior Lecturer in Physiology, University 
of London, King’s College; and W. Rosson, 
Ph.D., D.Se., Reader in Biochemistry at the 
College. London: Longmans, Green and Co., Ltd. 
1936. Pp. 350. 92. 


W. D. Halliburton was a pioneer in chemical phy- 
siology in this country, and it would have been a 
pity to let his book die with him. It has historical 
as well as scientific interest. Dr. Hewitt and Dr. 
Robson have not only revived but, in our opinion, 
improved it in this edition, and are to be congratu- 
lated on the way they have set about their task of 
revision. Since its emergence into the curriculum 
as a separate subject, chemical physiology has been 
given widely different interpretations in different 
schools, but now there is little variation from one 
place to another in the exercises the medical student 
is called upon to perform. When those which are 
too long, and those which have already been done in 
the organic chemistry class are eliminated, a fairly 
constant remainder is left from which the teacher 
can take his choice. In accordance with this, the 
authors have deleted the section on organic chemistry 
and some advanced exercises, and abandoned the 
division into elementary and advanced sections. 
The book now consists of ten straightforward chapters, 
each preceded by a selection of practical exercises, 
which cover the work required for the second medical 
examination. It is up to date biochemically, and 
perspective in treatment has been preserved by one 
of the collaborators being a physiologist. The prac- 
tical exercises take up a relatively small amount of 
space, and the student will find this book useful for 
its subject matter even if the teachers at his own 
school have prepared a practical course for him. 
The index is excellent, and the appendix of important 
data useful.

THE MEDICINE STAMP DUTY INQUIRY 


THE Select Committee of the House of Commons 
has now heard evidence from the representatives 
of the organised parties concerned in the manu- 
facture and sale of proprietary and advertised 
medicines. Witnesses have been subjected to 
examination, sometimes of a searching character, 
and if the members of the Committee are not 
now in possession of all the information necessary 
for a report to the Treasury it is certainly not 
their fault, since they went about their business 
with commendable thoroughness. Some of the 
witnesses were asked awkward questions and 
some of the answers clearly surprised the ques- 
tioners. ‘“‘ You astonish me,” said a member of 
the Committee when informed by a witness that 
there were “very few fraudulent remedies” as 
“the newspapers soon sorted them out.” The 
terse comment made by another member of the 
Committee on a witness’s answer was “ Pure 
imagination, I should say.” These incidents show 
that the human element was not absent from an 
inquiry which concerns a very human matter ; 
and if, at times, questions and answers were a 
little out of bounds it may be the better in the 
long run. Has not England been called the 
** Paradise of Quacks ” and were not our ancestors 
a nostrum-loving race from the King to the 
cottager ? Thus the subject has its attractions 
and at one of the sittings, when there was a 
tendency to wander beyond the terms of reference, 
an hon. member brought the Committee back to 
reality with the reminder that they were there 
“ not to find out whether a remedy was efficacious 
but only to find out about the duties of excise.” 

The object tehind this inquiry “ is to raise revenue 
by taxation,” said a member of the Committee to 
a witness, “and that being so what ethical reason 
have you for suggesting that what you call 
‘ethical medicines’ should be exempt from the 
tax when such a thing as tea-pays a high tax ?” 
Hence no encouragement is held out to the Pro- 
prietary Association of Great Britain that their 
proposal for a complete abolition of the duties will 
find favour with the Committee or the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. The Proprietary Association 
includes in its membership practically all the 
owners of well-known proprietary medicines, and 
it may be assumed that most of the £2,500,000 
spent annually on advertising medicines to the 
public is contributed by members of that Asso- 
ciation. It was estimated by a witness that the 
value of the total sales of advertised medicines was 
£15,000,000 a year. Now the present rate of duty 
is threepence on a shilling article and a simple 
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calculation on this basis shows that if none of these 
medicines escaped the tax the revenue would be 
£34 million—whereas last year it was, in fact, 
£? million. Thus a means of raising the revenue 
by £2} million, without going further afield, jumps 
to the eye. It remains to be seen whether that 
would satisfy the Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
these times of rising expenses. There are rumours 
that he wants more, and whispers of a minimum 
of £5 million. From whence is the balance of 
£14 million to come ? Various proposals, some of 
them well considered, were put before the Com- 
mittee. The Pharmaceutical Society, for example, 
drew attention to proprietary appliances such as 
aids to deafness, belts for rheumatic people, iodine 
lockets, and appliances for rupture ; these, it was 
suggested, were suitable objects for taxation. 
Veterinary medicines which at present escape the 
duty were also suggested by the same body as 
worthy of the Committee’s notice, as also were 
medicated herbs and toilet articles for which 
medical properties are claimed. The National 
Pharmaceutical Union, which represents the busi- 
ness interests of owners of chemists’ shops, put 
forward a concrete suggestion that the following 
be subject to duty :— 

(1) all secret medicines; (2) all medicines sold under a 
proprietary name; (3) all medicines sold under a trade 
name, trade mark or brand; (4) all medicines in the 
formula of which a proprietary right is claimed; and 


(5) all medicines sold with recommendations for human 
a lments, 


The Committee was clearly interested in the 
examination of this proposal and it is probable that 
if it were adopted, with the additional groups 
mentioned by the Pharmaceutical Society, the 
revenue would not fall far short of the £5 million 
which the Chancellor would find useful. 


It is a remarkable fact that at the present time 
there are approximately 150,000 holders of licences 
to sell “‘ patent medicines,” and that only one- 
tenth of that vast number are registered chemists 
and druggists. Further, although the number of 
licensed vendors rose from 89,980 in 1929 to 
147,170 in 1935, the revenue from medicine stamp 
duties has dropped by nearly half since 1929. 
As explained a few weeks ago,’ the serious fall in 
the yield was due to the lawful evasion of the 
duty by manufacturers who took advantage of a 
judicial ruling that medicine the composition of 
which was declared was not subject to duty if 
sold by registered chemists. Logical reasons why 
the registered chemists should retain a privilege 
which the legislature of a hundred and fifty years 
ago intended them to have were placed before the 
Committee, but there is at least some doubt 
whether the exemption will be retained. The 
question is wholly one of revenue ; the rights of 
a particular class of vendors and the morality of 
the nostrum business are matters which the 
Committee may disregard as not being within 
the scope of their inquiry. But it is impossible 
to overlook the fact that certain statements made 
by witnesses reflected gravely on practices employed 
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by a mnatien of the nian induatey ; - apart from 
the question of revenue, the proceedings elicited 
admissions which suggest the need for a full and 
fresh inquiry into the whole affair. 


MANDELIC ACID 


THe value of mandelic acid in the treatment of 
urinary infections is widely recognised in this 
country, and it is interesting to have observations 
from the American side. The Journal of the 
American Medical Association for Nov. 28th 
contains four papers devoted to mandelic acid 
and ammonium mandelate, and while the results 
recorded are as satisfactory as those obtained in 
England, much the same difficulties and dis- 
advantages have been encountered. The clinical 
value of the new antiseptic is confirmed by two 
series of cases reported by Carroii, Lewis, and 
KapreL? and by Cook and Bucuret.2 The 
formers’ cure-rate of 81 per cent. in cases of 
B. coli infection compares favourably with recent 
reports here and with the results obtained with 
the ketogenic diet. On the other hand the diffi- 
culty of sterilising urine infected with Bacillus 
proteus has often been noticed, and this difficulty 
is the more striking since in test-tube experiments 
HELMHOLZ and OsTERBERG * found this organism 
the most sensitive of those examined. The clinical 
failure probably depends partly on the fermenta- 
tive action of the bacillus and also partly on the 
type of case in which it is most commonly found. 

HELMHOLZ and OsTERBERG have confirmed the 
original laboratory work that lay behind RosEn- 
HEIM’S introduction of the new drug for clinical 
use. They show that it is an active bactericidal 
agent in acid urine and that while at a pH of 5-0, 
0-25 per cent. of mandelic acid was bactericidal 
for most organisms, at a pH of 5-7 four times 
that concentration (1 per cent.) was needed to 
produce the same effect. They also found that, 
using the routine treatment, a concentration of 
}-1 per cent. of mandelic acid was readily 
obtained in the urine. Almost all the ingested 
mandelic acid appeared in the urine within twenty- 
four hours, the excretion being maximal about 
two hours after its administration. This empha- 
sises, of course, the need for repeated dosage of 
the drug if a satisfactory bactericidal effect is to 
be maintained. Investigating the renal function 
in animals after the intravenous injection of sodium 
mandelate, they found a definite diminution in 
the urea-clearance ability of the kidneys, but 
concluded that any injury that might be produced 
was only temporary. Cook and BucuTeL, who 
noted a similar effect in man, emphasise the need 
for caution in using the mandelic acid in patients 
with a reduced renal function and especially in 
the aged. Doan ‘ strikes a note of warning when 
he says that not enough is known about the new 
drug to warrant the use of the unrestricted title 
of “ urinary antiseptic.” He used it regardless of

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“the presence of pre- existing pathological con- 
ditions and reported various complications, and 
while his cases bear testimony to its great bac- 
tericidal power, even when there is urinary stasis, 
they emphasise what was said by almost every 
speaker at last month’s meeting at the Royal 
Society of Medicine—namely, that the underlying 
lesion must always be taken into consideration. 

Among the complications DoLan records hemat- 
uria was prominent. This has not been widely 
observed in this country and its occurrence in a 
case of senile enlargement of the prostate and one 
of suspected renal tuberculosis may well have been 
due to the altered acidity of the urine, quite apart 
from the mandelic acid. DoLan suggests that the 
drug should not be widely distributed without 
attention being called to the possible complications ; 
and all workers, both in England and in the 
United States, insist that the treatment must be 
adequately controlled, that it should not be used 
where renal function is impaired, and that wherever 
the infection does not respond a complete urological 
examination should be made. 





THE DISTRICT NURSE 


THE nursing of the sick poor in their homes is a 
work that appeals alike to heart and head. No 
great flight of imagination is needed to picture 
the distress caused when illness descends upon a 
family living in cramped and crowded quarters, 
and the impossibility of such a family procuring 
suitable care without some service of the kind 
provided by the district nurse. It is also easy to 
appreciate the importance of a system that is not 
only curative but also preventive and educational. 
Attention from a district nurse enables many a 
patient to be treated at home who must otherwise 
have been sent to hospital, and the value of the 
information imparted in connexion with cleanli- 
ness, food, infant management, and the routine of 
life is incalculable. Yet this useful service is 
a comparatively modern innovation. The first 
visiting nurse among the poor was appointed in 
1859 by Witt1am Ratusone of Liverpool, at his 
own expense, and the title “district nursing ”’ 
originated in the plan adopted there in 1862, 
when the town was divided into districts and a 
nurse was supplied for each. Other societies for 
the same purpose were soon established in different 
parts of the country, and in 1887 Queen Victoria’s 
decision to devote £70,000 of the Women’s Jubilee 
Offering to the promotion of district nursing raised 
the whole service from the sphere of individual 
effort to that of national institution. Two years 
later Queen Victoria’s Jubilee Institute for Nurses 
was incorporated by royal charter, and from that 
time the work has always been under royal 
patronage. The title was altered to the Queen’s 
Institute of District Nursing under a revised 
charter granted in 1928. Little by little voluntary 
associations for the promotion of district nursing 
were formed, at first in the towns but quickly 
spreading to rural areas, so that now in 51 counties 
and 135 cities and towns Queen’s nurses work under 
county and district nursing associations affiliated 
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to the Institute. This affiliation ensures the main- 
tenance of a definite standard of training and 
work through a system of inspection. 

In a sense the Queen’s nurse may be regarded 
as the cream of her profession. Before enrolment 
she must have had not less than three years’ 
training in an approved hospital and be on the 
State register as a general nurse. In addition 
she must have taken an approved training in 
district nursing for not less than six months, 
followed by an examination. If she is going to 
practise midwifery she must have taken the further 
course which enables her to be certified under the 
Midwives Act. This special training is provided 
by the Institute, at a cost to itself of about £30 
for district and £10 for midwifery training for each 
candidate. During 1934 a survey of district 
nursing throughout England and Wales showed 
that 95 per cent. of the population was provided 
with a district nursing service, and a revision 
setting out the position at the end of 1935 reveals 
an increase of 2 per cent. This however does not 
mean that this large proportion is satisfactorily 
provided for, since in some cases, especially in 
populous towns and cities, the staffs are far from 
adequate to meet the ever-increasing demand for 
domiciliary nursing. Next year the Queen’s Insti- 
tute will celebrate its jubilee, and on Dec. 3rd a 
luncheon meeting was held in London to discuss the 
appeal which it is proposed to make on behalf of 
the Institute and the county associations of district 
nursing. The Earl of ATHLONE, in a speech read 
in his absence by Sir Wimi1am Have-Wauire, 
pointed out that, widely known and appreciated 
as district nursing is, it is still in need of further 
publicity: “There is nothing spectacular,” he 
said, ‘about the work. The hospital stands out 
like a city of refuge and, so to speak, advertises 
itself all the time, while our work goes quietly on 
from door to door, from one sick room to another, 
doing good all the time, but lacking advertisement. 
Everybody knows that there is a hospital; but 
many are ignorant of our existence until some day 
the doctor says, ‘I think you’d better have the 
district nurse in.’”” The magnitude of the service 
is suggested by the fact that during one year more 
than 14} million visits were paid by Queen’s 
nurses. This, as Miss Mercy WILMSHURST, general 
superintendent of the Institute, said on the same 
occasion, “represents about 50,000 visits a day, 
year in year out, on fine days and wet, in summer 
and winter, on week-days and Sundays.” And 


she added that the Institute desires to celebrate — 


its jubilee by extending the organisation “so that 
there shall be no town or hamlet, farmstead or 
outlying cottage to which a nurse cannot be 
summoned when her services are needed.” To 
recruit and train the 1480 additional nurses required 
will cost something over £50,000, and when trained 
they must be supported by the local associations 
under whom they work. In the last year for which 
figures are available contributions from patients 
and from provident funds amounted to the sub- 
stantial sum of £416,110 out of the total income of 
nursing associations throughout the country of 
£1,059,667. Local authorities can and frequently 
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do make grants to nursing associations, and it is 
likely that the Midwives Act of 1936 will further 
help the midwifery work undertaken by the 
Institute by increasing the grants made to voluntary 
organisations and improving the status of the 
midwifery profession. 

It is not surprising that an institution at once 
so homely and so efficient should have achieved 
such widespread popularity. The general prac- 
titioner welcomes the assistance of the district 
nurse in carrying out home treatment which 
would often be impossible without her. The sick 
poor themselves value this help even more, and 
when once the nurse has won the confidence of a 
household, an almost unlimited field of opportunity 
is open to her. 


BLAND-SUTTON 


THE life of JoHN BLAND-SuTToN is a record of 
fulfilment and achievement which come to few 
men. Like many a genius before him he was 
weakly in body during childhood and youth, but 
like them too he had enormous reserves of energy 
and an immense capacity for work which did not 
throw too great a strain upon his physical resources. 
He inherited a love of animals and nature study, 
and was nurtured in an environment which fostered 
this innate bent. The secret of his life lay in his 
insatiable curiosity about biological phenomena, 
his untiring energy in pursuing these studies, and 
an incalculable insight into the meaning of new 
scientific facts and the developments which they 
foretold. It was indeed his zoological dissections 
and observations that made him a pioneer in the 
surgery of the female genital organs and of the 
gall-bladder. 

He lived in a period of great change both in the 
practice and ideas of surgery, and his greatness 
was shown in his unerring assessment of what was 
intrinsically true and in his immediate adaptational 
response to new ideas and methods. He was 
brought up in the times of the Listerian con- 
troversy, and actually saw the introduction of the 
clinical thermometer. Trained for many years as 
an anatomist, and entering surgery as was custom- 
ary in those days through the portals of the 
dissecting-room, in which he first built up a great 
reputation, it was characteristic of the man that 
he perceived that the future road to surgery lay 
through a study of biology in its widest sense. 
It was this foresight which led him to make a 
magnificent gift of an institute of research to the 
Middlesex Hospital. In his operating he was bold 
in a way which is strange to modern surgeons. 
He had watched in his early days the work of 
surgeons who cultivated the speed imposed by the 
absence of anesthesia, yet he was skilful and 
sure, and developed a refinement foreign to them. 
Not that he ever became elaborate in his technique : 
he relentlessly eliminated all but the very essen- 
tials from his methods. Simplicity of thought 
and action made of him an operator who could 
work wonders with the fewest of tools and 
materials. With his directness of vision and 
uncanny sense of values he scorned the affecta- 
tions he perceived in the technique of lesser often 
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much admired surgeons, and so he remained to 
the end of his active career a supreme operator. 
Like other men of great ability he had an almost 
inexhaustible desire for knowledge which, as usual, 
was particularly noticeable in early life. Physics, 
chemistry, astronomy, mathematics, the dead 
languages were all subjects of intense interest and 
study to him. He soon found he had no natural 
aptitude for mathematics, and wisely decided that 
this would be an enormous handicap in the study 
of physics or astronomy. True to his instincts 
he made the momentous decision to become a 
surgeon. So the Middlesex Hospital found one of 
the most famous of its staff, and the Royal College of 
Surgeons of England one of the most distinguished 
of its presidents.

MEDICINE AND THE SCHOOL-CHILD 


Sir Arthur MacNalty, as chief medical officer of 
the Board of Education, has submitted his annual 
report 1 for the year 1935. This is as usual a mono- 
graph on the school medical service and what it is 
doing, and although, in accordance with service 
etiquette, no names are mentioned for the authorship 
of the various sections of the report, it is easy for the 
initiated to find therein welcome: evidence of the 
hand of Dr. J. Alison Glover and the officers asso- 
ciated with him, Dr. Muriel Bywaters, Dr. A. H. 
Gale, Dr. J. E. A. Underwood, Dr. Robert Weaver, 
Dr. Ralph Williams, and Dr. Lilian Wilson. Each 
of the eight chapters contains the story of the present 
position of a section of child health, and there is a 


-hint of the “ ungarnered wealth of medical, educa- 


tional and sociological information’’ which lies in 
the field of this medical service, for a list is given 
of 52 special reports selected from the returns of 
32 local education authorities. Although, as is 
natural, 11 of these deal with the subject of nutrition, 
the others cover as wide a field as does many a system 
of medicine, the only limitation being to the school 
age-group. Sir Arthur introduces the report with a 
note on the growth of open-air activities, which 
suggests to him a recapture of the Greek lesson of 
life, and he quotes with approval the remark of 
Dr. L. P. Jacks that sane physical education of school- 
children is leading to a most promising spiritual 
revival, Sir Arthur finds it desirable to repeat a 
warning, which has already appeared in previous 
reports, that whatever form physical training takes, 
it should so far as is practicable be proportioned to 
the age, sex, habits, circumstances, and state of 
health of the individual child. The school medical 
officer’s advice will often be sought on the suitability 
of a particular form of physical training. In the 
conclusion to the report he asks, what is the country 
getting in return for its expenditure? The school- 
child is demonstrably taller and heavier than he was, 
but is he becoming healthier and fitter? There is 
the striking diminution in tuberculosis during the 
last decade, but it has been remarked that the defects 
found in children on leaving school are as many and 
as serious as those when they enter; ergo, school 
medical work must be of scant value. The reply 
of course is that the period of growth is a time when 
certain diseases and defects are specially prone to

Born in an age when the Origin of Species was 
looked at askance, and when Bradlaugh was 
prosecuted for publicly advancing views on popu- 
lation which are now accepted without comment, 
Bianp-Sutton remained faithful to the views of 
his generation in a manner curiously unlike his 
adaptability in things surgical.

develop ; and simply to keep up with it, like the 
traveller who strains every effort to keep up with a 
moving objective, is already an achievement. But 
Sir Arthur has made a neat little calculation which 
suggests that the school medical service is really 
doing much more than this. The difficulty is that 
the complete data are not available, for only in a 
few areas are routine tests for visual acuity carried 
out at the time of entrance to school life, and hence 
the recorded incidence of such defect in the entrants’ 
age-group is much less than the real incidence. He 
therefore eliminates visual defects altogether from 
the data for the three routine age-groups, and then 
calculates the percentages requiring treatment at 
the three periods of school life, picking out the 
children who entered school in 1926, 27, and 28.

These are very striking figures and although ad- 
mittedly they are not mathematically accurate they 
are a clear indication of the value of the school 
medical service as administered to-day. As Sir 
Arthur remarks, if much has been achieved in the 
past, still much more remains to be done, for the 
younger generation is emerging into a more exacting 
and complex world than its parents faced in their 
younger days. 


LONDON HOSPITALS 


THE year which is just closing has been a good one 
for the voluntary hospitals of London. That is a 
fair deduction from the meeting of King Edward’s 
Hospital Fund which took place at St. James’s 
Palace on Dec. 14th when H.M. King George VI 
would have taken the chair if he had still been 
president of the fund, as he was until his accession 
to the throne. As usual for the last four years a 
sum of £300,000 was allocated in grants to the 146 
hospitals which applied for them, the Battersea 
General Hospital being included in the list for the 
first time. Five of the larger grants exceeded 
£10,000 apiece, the money being given mainly 
to cover running expenses, although a substantial 
proportion is allocated to capital schemes for promot- 
ing efficient work such as building or improving nurses’ 
homes, out-patient departments, and operating 
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theatres, rather than a mere addition to the number 
of beds. A further large sum has also been allocated 
to the 56 convalescent homes which take London 
patients without being attached to any particular 
hospital ; these homes contain some 3500 beds and 
sheltered last year nearly 31,000 convalescents. 
Over and above these benefactions the Fund has 
during the year provided £2000 for district nursing, 
and a special gift of £10,000 to the radium fund will 
enable important additions to be made to the hospital 
radium service. The Fund keeps up interest in current 
matters of hospital policy. In his message the 
King expressed pleasure at its success in inducing 
hospitals to combine their several flag days, and 
at the continued thought being given to out-patient 
waiting. A committee of the Fund is now consider- 
ing with the hospitals the quickest way of doing 
efficiently all the things that have to be done after 
patients arrive at hospital and before they see the 
doctor. The visitors who keep the Fund informed 
of what goes on from day to day in the hospitals 
have reported that there are still thirteen hospitals 
which wake their patients before 6 o’clock in the 
morning. It is true that the proportion of patients 
thus disturbed is only 9 per cent. of the total hospital 
population in London, but it must still stand for a 
large amount of distress and discomfort. It is 
unfortunately not quite certain that the same grant 
can be given this time next year; the hon. treasurer 
of the Fund had to report that the estimated income 
for next year was down by about £20,000, the decrease 
being due almost entirely to a shortage in legacies. 
There is yet a little time before the end of the year 
and although no one wants hospital well-wishers to 
pass away at Christmas-time, yet if they must it may 
be hoped that they will be both rich and generous. 
All the cheques for this year’s grants were posted on 
Friday, Dec. 18th. 


DOMESTIC HEATING BY GAS 


OnE of the greatest labour-saving devices in the 
modern home is the fire which makes no dirt, and 
which can be put on and off at will, by pressing a 
switch or turning a tap. It is inevitable that gas and 
electric fires, starting as substitutes for the coal fire, 
should develop along independent lines and give 
rise to new problems. At the request of the governor 
of the Gas Light and Coke Company, the Royal 
College of Physicians of London appointed a 
committee to examine domestic heating by gas from 
the point of view of health and comfort, with particular 
reference to ‘‘the construction of rooms without 
flues or air bricks.’’ The report of this committee has 
just been published? and makes interesting reading. 
It begins by stating the optimal conditions for comfort 
—namely, that loss of heat by the body should 
proceed at a certain rate, and by radiation, convection, 
and evaporation in certain proportions. This leads 
to a general survey of the ventilation and heating 
requirements of rooms, and the relative merit, in 
different circumstances, of fires which throw out a 
lot of radiant heat and those which merely heat 
the air by convection. The plan of the report is 
then to say that, under average conditions of ventila- 
tion, the flueless room requires so many cubic feet 
of gas per hour to heat it, and to discuss the possible 
harmful effects of burning such a quantity of gas.

An astonishing difficulty is recorded, which, though 
it did not prevent the carrying out of this plan by the 
committee, introduces an element of surmise into 
their findings : the committee is of opinion 
that the degree of air change which takes place in 
rooms under ordinary conditions of occupation 
has never been adequately investigated.” ... There 
is “‘no general agreement as to what constitutes 
sufficient ventilation in a room unprovided with 
a flue, and dependent entirely on the opening of 
windows and doors. Be 

The bulk of the report consists of a survey of the 
effects of a gas fire, using 1 cubic foot of gas per 
hour per 100 cubic feet of room space, in a flueless 
room where the air is changed not less than once 
per hour. In such a room, the heating would be 
adequate, and the ventilation, though probably 
just sufficient, rather on the low side. It is thought, 
however, that a less degree of ventilation than this 
would be unlikely, even in a flueless room, so that 
from the point of view of products of combustion, 
worse conditions would not be encountered. Tables are 
given showing the maximum gas rates permissible 
in a room of standard size with reference to the 
ventilation-rate, and the effect of the sulphur content 
of the gas upon these maxima. Provided that the 
given rates of combustion are not exceeded, and they 
are adequate for heating purposes, no danger is to be 
anticipated from fumes. The committee dispels 
a few popular illusions about carbon dioxide, and 
devotes a good deal of space to carbon monoxide. 
Other products of combustion are considered, but 
those first likely to rise above the threshold of comfort 
or safety are the oxides of sulphur. Fortunately, 
these are smelt long before they become toxic, so 
that they are in every way a desirable criterion for 
the maximum permissible rate of gas usage. It is 
less fortunate that the percentage of sulphur in gas 
varies with the process of manufacture. The report 
itself should be consulted for reservations, often 
important, but in general it may be said that the 
heating of even flueless rooms by gas is compatible 
with comfort and health. In view, however, of the 
lack of knowledge about the ventilation of such rooms, 
the committee strongly deprecates their construction, 
and advises the provision of at least an air brick. It 
is useful to have this independent verdict on a matter 
of everyday importance. 


WISE ANDREW BOORDE 


ANDREW BoorRDE was born in Sussex in the last 
years of the fifteenth century and lived till the middle 
of the sixteenth. His two small books are among 
the earliest written in English on medicine after the 
Renaissance, and are especially of interest because 
they represent the revolt from mere authority and 
the rise of a spirit of inquiry and recourse to actual 
observation, which were to come to fruition in the 
later years of the century. The Garswood Press, 
whose first publication + this is, and its editor, have 
chosen from the two books those passages which may 
‘** best reveal the author, the usages of his age and 
more particularly the organisation of a Tudor house 
hold.”’ The original volumes were published, probably 
in 1542, for in that year Boorde dedicated the Dyetary 
to the Duke of Norfolk ; and there were later editions 
in 1562 and 1576, long after Boorde’s death which 
took place probably in 1549. They have been 
reprinted in the nineteenth century by the Early

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English Text Society, principally for their philo- 
logical interest. 

Boorde’s age was the period of the travelling scholar, 
and a considerable portion of his life was passed in 
foreign travel. He had been brought up as a 
Carthusian monk, but when he was nearing his 
thirtieth year he obtained a dispensation from his 
monastic vows, and set out to see the world. This 
first journey occupied about two years, at the end 
of which he returned to England and practised the 
art of medicine, having many notable patients, among 
them the great Duke of Norfolk, by whose favour 
he was introduced to the Court, but was not 
apparently among the King’s physicians. He was 
however restless, and, fired by a zeal to “‘se and to 
know the trewth of many thynges”’ and to “‘ have 
a trewe cognyscyon of the practis of Physicke,”’ 
he visited all the best known universities and schools 
‘‘ within the precinct of Chrystendome ”’ in a second 
tour of Europe. In 1534 he was back in London, and 
was shortly afterwards employed by Thomas Cromwell 
to visit the principal Courts of Europe and report 
on political matters. After this journey he visited 
Scotland, still in communication with Cromwell. 
Then came the dissolution of the monasteries and 
Boorde departed from England on a journey which 
took him to France, Germany, Italy, Rhodes, and 
thence to Joppa and Jerusalem; he returned by 
Naples and Rome and then passed the Alps to settle 
for a considerable period in Montpellier, where 
he appears to have written his two books. On his 
return to England he is said to have settled in 
Winchester, and for an alleged offence against morals 
was in prison. In the Fleet prison he made his 
will in 1549 and died almost immediately afterwards 
in his sixtieth year. 

He was certainly a learned man and a good scholar, 
and at that time scholarship and learning entitled 
a man to style himself a physician, for medicine was 
almost entirely the outcome of a study of Galen’s 
writings. However, in Montpellier and elsewhere, 
men were beginning to break away from mere 
authority and Boorde was not in the least, so far as 
we can judge, prepared to accept things on hearsay ; 
he wished ‘‘ to se and to know the trewth of many 
thynges.” And so, though he quotes authority 
often, he is quite ready to contradict it with the facts 
which he has himself observed, and his remarks on 
diet, the rules for retaining health, and the effects of 
climate are full of good sense derived from his own 
experience. His English style, as exhibited in these 
excerpts, is always lucid, and occasionally achieves 
elegance and terseness. Half a century later that 
monarch among essayists scarcely bettered Boorde’s 
directions for building a house. It is almost the 
tongue of the great Lord Chancellor: ‘For the 
commodious building of a place doth not only satisfy 
the mind of the inhabitor, but also it doth comfort 
and rejoiceth a man’s heart to see it, specially the 
puleruse prospect. For my conceit is such, that I 
had rather not to build a mansion or a house, than 
to build one without a good prospect in it, to it, and 
from it.” 

This charming brochure is something of a curiosity. 
In the first place it is not a complete edition of the 
text of Andrew Boorde’s Brevyary of Health, nor of 
his Dyetary of Health, but contains one excerpt 
from the Brevyary and a score or more from the 
Dyetary. It is to a certain extent modernised, 
especially in the spelling, in which Andrew, like most 
of his contemporaries, was content to write down the 
form which for the moment appealed to his eye; 
and it is published in a limited edition of five hundred 
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copies. It is obviously not intended for scholars ; 
it is difficult to believe that it will appeal to the general, 
or even to the medical, public; so that it must be 
supposed that it is addressed to his fellow virtuosos 
by a virtuoso. At any rate its format, its illustra- 
tions, its type, its essays on medieval medicine and 
the school of Montpellier are all delightful. 


POISONS DISPENSED BY PRACTITIONERS 


WE would remind practitioners who supply medi- 
cines to their patients that on Friday next they 
should be careful to comply with the requirements 
of the rules in regard to the labelling of poisons 
which then come into force. It will be necessary for 
a dispensing practitioner, when supplying poison as 
a medicine, to take steps to ensure that the con- 
tainer is distinctly labelled with his name and address. 
In the case of an embrocation, liniment, lotion, 
liquid antiseptic, or other liquid medicine for external 
application the container must be labelled with the 
name of the article (e.g., ‘“‘The Lotion”) and the 
words ‘‘ For external use only.” It is also incumbent 
on the dispensing practitioner, when he supplies his 
patient with any substance in the First Schedule, 
to enter in a book which he regularly uses for that 
purpose the following particulars: (a) the date on 
which he supplied the medicine ; (b) the ingredients 
of the medicine supplied ; and (c) the name of the 
patient. No such entry is required, however, when 
the medicine is prescribed on an insurance form or 
on one issued by the local authority’s health service. 
Nor is a practitioner required to keep a record of a 
medicine administered by him personally to a patient 
or left with the patient when attending him. 


DIAGNOSTIC VALUE OF HORMONE ASSAYS IN 
PREGNANCY 


THE excretion of gonadotropic substances in the 
urine, recognised by a qualitative test on mice, is the 
basis of the Aschheim-Zondek reaction for detection 
of early pregnancy. Quantitative tests have indicated 
the approximate course of their excretion during 
pregnancy, and some attention has been given to the 
differences between individual cases. In our present 
issue Dr. Browne and Dr. Venning describe how they 
have followed in detail the variation in urinary 
gonadotropic substances throughout pregnancy in 
five cases. This laborious work has led to several 
important conclusions. In the first place, these cases 
did not follow the generally accepted normal curve 
of amounts excreted at different stages of pregnancy. 
Further the results demonstrate, in confirmation of 
Heim, the great individual variations that may 
occur, and suggest that big variations are highly 
significant of the state of the pregnancy. 

It may be argued that, however laborious the work, 
an investigation of this kind must be extended to 
very many more cases before generally valid con- 
clusions can be drawn. But this extension must 
depend on advances in technique; for the stage is 
not yet reached at which cases examined in different 
laboratories can be directly compared and the data 
accumulated to form the basis of adequate generalisa- 
tions. Several methods of extraction of the gonado- 
tropic fraction from urine are known, but there is 
no general agreement about the best. The means of 
assay are in a still greater state of confusion: with 
different methods, different stocks of animals, and 
without any common standard of comparison, results 
from different laboratories are only broadly com- 
parable. Two workers might agree that gonadotropic 
material reaches a maximum concentration at a 
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certain period of gestation, but it is highly unlikely 
that they would agree on a numerical value for that 
concentration. That is why intensive investigation 
is necessary with the object of finding and establishing 
optimum methods of extraction and assay and of 
contriving some common unit of biological activity 
preferably in the form of a standard preparation. 
These general considerations must certainly not be 
taken as belittling the pioneering work of Browne 
and Venning, but rather as a plea for conditions 
that will make more of such work possible. 

Dr. Browne and Dr. Venning go on to propose an 
interesting theory to account for the course of excre- 
tion of gonadotropic material, according to which 
the care and maintenance of pregnancy is the task 
of the ovary until the placenta, with its own gonado- 
tropic hormone, has worked itself up into such a 
state of activity that it is producing enough progestin 
and cestrin to take over the burden. The maximum 
of urinary gonadotropic excretion is then at the 
period when the autostimulation of the placenta is 
at a maximum, but its pregnancy-maintaining 
function has not yet come into full production. After 
this, either the stimulation falls off, or the stimulated 
cells within the placenta absorb increasing quantities 
of the hormones. The application of such a theory 
to the interpretation of abnormalities of excretion 
may prove very useful in practice. It is sufficient to 
refer here to the case described in which abnormally 
low excretion in the early days of pregnancy was 
associated with an ectopic gestation with little living 
chorion, and the suggestion that, although the quali- 
tative test may be positive, low values, obtained by 
quantitative estimation, generally imply that the 
products of conception are dead or dying. 


ASTHMA RESEARCH 


DurinG the year ending last October the work 
of the Asthma Research Council formed in 1927 
has continued in various centres, and the latest 
report can now be obtained free from the secretary 
of the Council, c/o King’s College, London, W.C.2. 
At Guy’s Hospital, 610 new patients have attended 
the research clinic during the year and a conclusion 
reached after close study of a small group is that 
asthmatics are substantially improved by general 
medical measures, and tend to improve to some 
extent under treatment of any sort. Protein 
desensitisation and the use of vaccines are the specific 
methods at present being investigated at this clinic, 
and though analysis of results obtained is still incom- 
plete they seem so far to be disappointing. Monilia 
infections, reported to be common in asthmatics 
in the Channel Islands, have been found to be rare 
in London asthmatics among whom no evidence of 
specific cutaneous sensitivity to monilia has been 
demonstrated. As we have already recorded, the 
psychological side of asthma is also receiving attention 
at Guy's from Dr. C. H. Rogerson working with 
children and Dr. E. B. Strauss with adults. The 
year’s work at this clinic confirms the impression 
that no existing method of treatment comes anywhere 
near to cure, and future inquiry is to take the form 
rather of studying individual cases than of large- 
scale investigation of methods of treatment still 
on trial. With this in view, a drastic reduction in 
the number of patients attending the clinic is 
imperative. At St. Mary’s Hospital antibacterial, 
psychological, and desensitising methods have all 
been employed. Workers at this clinic maintain that 
when specific protein sensitisation cannot be demon- 
strated, focal sepsis must be looked for and eradicated. 


From the beginning of March to the end of July a 
special hay-fever clinic is held at St. Mary’s. At 
King’s College Hospital the value of remedial breath 
ing exercises in asthma is being further examined 
and the importance of increasing the reserve air 
rather than the vital capacity of the chest is 
emphasised. At the Leeds General Infirmary large 
doses of potassium chloride have been found to 
benefit a few patients, mostly young ones, and a 
quantitative method of desensitisation has been tried 
with good results. Thus, if a patient has given a 
triple positive reaction to feathers and a double 
positive reaction to horse dust, a mixed protein 
vaccine containing three parts of a dilution of feathers 
and two parts of a solution of dust is used. Various 
non-clinical investigations have also been made. 
At King’s College attention has been focused on 
the mechanism of the action of adrenaline on the 
body. Sir Leonard Hill at the St. John Clinic has 
found that many asthmatics are made uncomfortable 
by dull red and dark sources of heat, and pleads for 
adequate ventilation to prevent this, and also to 
sweep away ‘“droplet’’ infection. Lastly, at the 
Charterhouse clinic, Dr. Gilbert Scott has been 
treating cases of asthma and other diseases with wide- 
field radiation over the whole abdomen and back, but 
excluding the thorax, using small doses of X rays. The 
report shows that, if so far the results of this asthma 
research have not been as fruitful as might be wished, 
there has been no lack of effort among the workers. 


TEA 

THE effect of tea on health has been a subject 
for controversy ever since its use became at all 
popular in this country, which was soon after the 
Restoration, for we find Samuel Pepys noting in his 
diary that he tried the new Chinese drink tea. In 
1772 John Coakley Lettsom prefaced his M.D. 
thesis on the properties of tea with the remark 
“The accounts which have been given of the virtues 
and efficacy of tea are in general so contradictory 
and void of true medical observation, that it seemed 
no improper subject for a candid discussion.”’ 
Lettsom came to the conclusion that ‘Tea, if not 
drank too hot, nor in too great quantities, is perhaps 
preferable to any other vegetable infusion we know. 
And if we take into consideration likewise its known 
enlivening energy, it will appear that our attachment 
to tea is not merely from its being costly or fashion- 
able, but from its superiority in taste and effects 
to most other vegetables.’ His impression was 
amply confirmed by the distinguished chemists 
who not long ago discussed tea and coffee from 
various aspects.1 We have received from the 
Empire Tea Market Expansion Board an attractive 
booklet addressed to the medical profession entitled 
‘““A New Essay Upon Tea” and dedicated to Dr. 
Lettsom, in which the history of tea is briefly set out 
and rules are given for choosing and serving what is 
best. The point is made that the tannin of tea, 
which its opponents allege tans the stomach of the 
tea drinker, is not the tannin of the pharmacopoeia. 
Moreover tea contains less of it than sundry other 
beverages. The Board’s thesis is documented by an 
investigation of the action of the various components 
of teas on the stomach juices in vitro and of the effects 
on a group of healthy young men and women. It was 
found that generally hot water could be drunk without 
causing discomfort, but when caffeine alone or 
B.P. tannin alone was added discomfort and sickness 
ensued. When however both substances were added 
no discomfort followed. Tea drunk without milk or 
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sugar only caused discomfort when the quality was 
poor, but the addition of milk and sugar prevented 
any feeling of discomfort, even if the tea had been 
infused for ten minutes. The laboratory experi- 
ments suggested that the effect on salivary digestion 
was extremely small when the alkalinity of the 
salivary juice was accurately copied. Milk with its 
amphoteric proteins was more efficient than sodium 
bicarbonate in producing the desired alkalinity, since 
the proteins formed insoluble compounds with the 
tannin as the point of acid reaction was approached. 
Tea-tannin was found to have a definite effect in 
reducing peptic digestion, proportional to the amount 
of tannin present, and dependent on the acidity and 
buffering substances. The effect occurred only within 
the range of acidity of the normal fasting stomach 
and was countered by the addition of milk to the 
tea. When the stomach is stimulated the -acidity 
is raised and any deleterious effects of the tannin 
become negligible. Pancreatic digestion was affected 
only if the whole solution became acid. It appears from 
this investigation that tea taken in the ordinary 
English fashion with milk does not hinder digestion in 
healthy young people. If tea is taken without milk it 
should be a high-class tea. If tea is allowed to.draw 
for long the dose of milk added should be proportion- 
ally large. The Expansion Board has certainly made 
out a good case for Pepys’s new Chinese drink, though 
no doubt candid discussion on its virtues and efficacy 
may go on for another century or two. 


“ SNAPDRAGON” 


ScueMeEs for the support of voluntary hospitals 
are many, and all depend fot their success upon 
the generosity of the public; obviously, those 
which meet with prompt favour are those which 
make good reply to the support received. A popular 
form of appeal is the illustrated feuilleton setting out 
the objects of the charities advocated, and the 
publication, with the topical title of ‘“‘ Snapdragon,”’ 
which pleads the cause of the Norwich hospitals, 
gives a fine return for the modest shilling expended. 
Most counties have county pride, and have their 
individual charm, but few can put forward a better 
claim for a just complacency than Norfolk, with its 
diversity of scenery, its historic background, and its 
artistic record. The Norwich hospitals were early— 
almost pioneers—in organising contributory move- 
ments among the citizens for the support of their 
beneficent institutions, and in ‘“ Snapdragon”’ we 
have an account of the recent activities in Norwich 
to keep enthusiasm in the interests of the hospitals 
alive. The present scheme, sponsored by an organisa- 
tion called the ‘‘ Round-table,”’ owes its activity to 
the younger professional and business men of the 
city, and its result is an illustrated Christmas Annual, 
in the production of which the support of the board 
of management of the Norfolk and Norwich Hospital 
and the help of writers and artists have been enlisted. 
The result is that for the past three years an excellent 
pictorial magazine at Christmas has come into being 
and has thoroughly justified its production. The 
issue in 1930 was 5000 copies. They were sold and 
followed by the publication of larger and larger 
editions, until this year a circulation of 15,000 has 
been reached, and fairly exhausted. The aggregate 
profits during the six years have amounted to £12,000, 
for the printers accept the net cost of production 
only, and all the work of production is voluntary. 
The articles and stories are given by the writers and 
artists, and the illustrations are given or lent for 
reproduction, while a series of amusing competitions 
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are thought out and judged by the committee, with 
voluntary help from appropriate sources. Among 
the contents will be found a novel ghost story by 
Dr. Michael Bulman, chairman of the ‘“ Round- 
table,” many amusing archeological notes on old 
buildings for which the numerous inns and hostelries 
provide splendid material, and tales of the Norfolk 
countryside recalling adventures by sea and land. 
The illustrations are profuse and very good, including 
some excellent coloured reproductions of well-known 
pictures, as of George Vincent’s ‘‘ Yarmouth Beach.” 
Mr. Harry Morley’s ‘‘ Cockle Gatherers at Morston,”’ 
and Mr. A. J. Munnings’s ‘‘ Spelman’s Horse Sale.” 
The annual is really worth possessing, and Mr. Herbert 
Leeds, the editor, and his contributors deserve 
congratulation for their engaging work. 


LADY ALLBUTT 


THE death of Lady Allbutt in her ninety-sixth year 
will be regretted by the large number of people who 
came to know her through her distinguished husband. 
Susan England was a Yorkshire woman, and married 
Sir Clifford Allbutt in 1869, and both at Leeds and 
Cambridge the home of the Allbutts formed a centre 
of hospitality. ‘“‘The connexion with Leeds and 
Yorkshire may be overlooked,” writes Dr. Wardop 
Griffith, ‘‘ by those who are not old enough, as the 
writer of these lines is, to remember Allbutt when he 
was a member of the staff of the General Infirmary 
at Leeds, its most brilliant physician and its most 
enthusiastic supporter. Although it is 47 years since 
the Allbutts left Leeds, they are remembered by 
their rapidly diminishing circle of friends and the 
announcement of the death of Lady Allbutt has 
brought back to the minds of many the charming 
couple whose cordial and generous hospitality was so 
widely and so kindly extended. This was never 
more unfailing than in the case of young medical 
men who had everything to receive but nothing to 
give beyond gratitude for those attentions which 
meant so much to them.” The same generous con- 
sideration was continued during the long residence of 
the Allbutts in Cambridge, where Lady Allbutt 
remained, during eleven years of widowhood, to be 
a gracious and sympathetic figure. 


EMERGENCY NURSERY SCHOOLS 


At the beginning of 1933 the Save the Children 
Fund formed an emergency committee to establish 
open-air nursery schools for children between the 
ages of two and five years in special danger of suffer- 
ing through the economic depression. Eight of these 
schools are now in full swing at Newcastle, North 
Shields, Sunderland, Middlesbrough, Leeds, Merthyr 
Tydfil, Brynmawr, and Hoxton, and the Commissioner 
for the Special Areas has agreed to make grants to the 
committee for the provision and equipment of 
others. A report just issued for the year ending last 
April presents a picture of dramatic effect upon the 
children attending the schools. Children 4 lb. under- 
weight at two years old have become normal by the 
age of four; the “greyish-yellow” complexion 
induced by lack of air and fresh fruit and vegetables 
has changed to “normal pink and brown,” while 
‘legs badly bent are slowly straightening.’ Sores, 
verminous heads, discharging eyes, boils, and other 
conditions associated with poverty are common 
among entrants, but as a rule these defects rapidly 
disappear under the nursery school régime. Alto- 
gether some 380 children are being cared for in the 
emergency nursery schools, and 160 more will be 
accommodated in the two large schools being built 
at Hebburn and North Shields.

FOOD FOR THOUGHT* 
By A. F. Durrton, M.A., D.LC. 


“ They are as sick that surfeit with too much as they that starve 
with nothing.” Shakespeare, “‘ Merchant of Venice.” 
“* Discite, quam parvo liceat producere vitam, 
Et quantum natura petat!” Lucanus, “‘ Pharsalia.”’ 


NINETEEN hundred years ago we were bidden by 
Lucan to learn how little is necessary to support 
life, and to find out how much nature really needs. 
And yet, even now, in a period which has been 
characterised as one of unparalleled study of the 
science of nutrition, we have to confess our utter 
ignorance. This lack of knowledge was felt by the 
committee of the British Medical Association which 
was set up in 1933 “to determine the minimum 
weekly expenditure on foodstuffs which must be 
incurred by families of varying size if health and 
working capacity are to be maintained, and to 
construct specimen diets.” 

In attempting to fulfil these terms of reference, the 
committee endeavoured to formulate a workable 
interpretation of the available data, proved experi- 
ence, and the recommendations of authorities in 
regard to the quantitative and qualitative food 
requirements of children and adults. The committee 
recorded its regret that there exists no satisfactory 
and accepted routine method by which the nutritional 
condition or state of individuals can be assessed, 
remarked that there is a considerable body of opinion 
that malnutrition is not observable among the poor 
and suggested that knowledge of the extent, or 
absence, of malnutrition among varied social groups 
would, if considered in conjunction with data as to 
the food intake of those groups, prove of great value 
and public interest. 


SUBSISTENCE DIETS IN THE EIGHTEENTH 
CENTURY 

Now in considering any report the first question 
that arises is, ‘Are the conclusions which are drawn 
reasonable in the light of general knowledge?” In 
the case of this report of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation, I find it necessary to contrast the finding 
that an expenditure of some 5s. 1ld. per week on 
food is essential for the maintenance of health and 
working capacity in an English working man of the 
present day with the information given in Count 
Rumford’s essay, “Of Food, and particularly of 
Feeding the Poor.” 


Of the Bavarian soldier, he writes : 


“The pay which the soldier receives in money (five 
kreutzers a day), equal to one penny three farthings 
sterling, added to his daily allowance of bread, valued at 
one penny, makes two pence three farthings a day for the 
sum total of his allowance. That it is possible in any 
country to procure food sufficient to support life with so 
small a sum, will doubtless appear extraordinary to an 
English reader; but what would be his surprise upon 
seeing a whole army, composed of the finest, stoutest, and 
strongest men in the world, who are fed upon that allow- 
ance, and whose countenances show the most evident 
marks of ruddy health and perfect contentment ? ”’ 


Rumford was not writing from hearsay but from first- 
hand information. He had completely reorganised

and equipped the Bavarian army and was not 
only lieutenant-general and colonel of the regiment 
of artillery, but also commander-in-chief of the 
general staff. 

Rumford, who was a pioneer in investigating the 
science of nutrition and the art of providing whole- 
some and palatable food at a small expense, gives 
a very interesting detailed account of the house- 
keeping of two messes belonging to two different 
Bavarian regiments, and his army experience was 
put to good use when he undertook the feeding of 
the poor. 


“Though the Bavarian soldiers live at a very small 
expense, little more than twopence sterling a day,” he 
wrote, ‘‘ yet when I compare this sum, small as it is, 
with the expense of feeding the poor in the House of 
Industry at Munich, which does not amount to more than 
two farthings a day, even including the cost of the piece 
of dry rye-bread, weighing seven ounces avoirdupois, 
which is given them into their hands at dinner, but which 
they seldom eat at dinner, but commonly carry home in 
their pockets for their suppers,—when I compare, I say, 
this small sum with the daily expense of the soldiers for 
their subsistence, I find it necessary to conclude either 
that the soldiers might be fed cheaper, or that the poor 
must be absolutely starved upon their allowance. That 
the latter is not the case, the healthy countenances of the 
poor, and the air of placid contentment which always 
accompanies them, as well in the dining-hall as in their 
working rooms, affords at the same time the most interest- 
ing and most satisfactory proof possible. 


“Were they to go home in the course of the day, it 
might be suspected that they got something at home to eat, 
in addition to what they receive from the public kitchen 
of the establishment ; but this they seldom or never do, 
and they come to the house so early in the morning, and 
leave it so late at night, that it does not seem probable 
that they could find time to cook anything at their own 
lodgings. 

“Some of them, I know, make a constant practice 
of giving themselves a treat of a pint of beer at night, 
after they have finished their work ; but I do not believe 
they have anything else for their suppers, except it be 
the bread which they carry home from the House of 
Industry. 

“I must confess, however, very fairly, that it always 
appeared to me quite surprising, and that it is still a 
mystery which I do not clearly understand, how it is 
possible for these poor people to be comfortably fed upon 
the small allowances which they receive. The facts, 
however, are not only certain, but they are notorious. 
Many persons of the most respectable character in this 
country (Great Britain) as well as upon the continent, 
who have visited the House of Industry at Munich, can 
bear witness to their authenticity ; and they are surely 
not the less interesting for being extraordinary.” 


Now Rumford wrote about nutrition in 1795, 
when Francois Magendie was a mere boy of twelve 
and before it was customary to differentiate between 
protein, carbohydrate, and fat. He fed more than 
one thousand poor people for more than five years 
before he wrote his essay but, so far as I am aware, 
no one, not even Prof. R. H. Chittenden or Prof. 
Hindhede, the two great exponents of the virtues of 
a low-protein diet, has yet taken the trouble to 
analyse the diet he adopted. 

The basic diet comprised a pound and a quarter 
of a very rich soup of peas and barley, mixed with 
cuttings of fine white bread, and a piece of rye bread 
weighing seven ounces. Children were allowed the 
same portion as grown persons, and a mother who 
had one or more children was allowed a portion for 
each of them. The quantity of each of the ingredients 
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contained in one portion of the soup was as 
follows :—

I compute that the diet provides 30 grammes of 
protein and 960 calories, and the comparison of these 
figures with some of the dietary standards which 
have since been proposed is instructive (Table II.).

Now this comparison is, to say the least of it, 
startling. We must remember that Rumford was a 
fellow of the Royal Society, elected on the recom- 
mendation of its illustrious president, Sir Joseph 
Banks, and that he was no tyro but a very careful 
experimenter whose results are worthy of the most 
serious consideration. What conclusions are we to 
draw from his large-scale experiments in nutrition ? 

It seems to me to be a matter of very considerable 
physiological importance that Rumford’s poor people 
worked long hours upon a diet which, even with the 
addition of a pint of beer, appears to be quite inade- 
quate to provide for the normal basal metabolism. 
If Rumford is right two consequences must inevitably 
follow. Firstly, the basal metabolism of a man must 
be capable of being reduced to a level far below what 
physiologists have hitherto believed to be possible, 
and, secondly, the mechanical efficiency of the body 
upon a reduced diet must be greater than has been 
imagined. 

A PERSONAL TRIAL 


Now a comprehensive report upon “ Human 
Vitality and Efficiency under prolonged restricted 
Diet ” was published in 1919 by the Carnegie Insti- 
tution of Washington, and in it Prof. F. G. Benedict 
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and his colleagues remark that “ it is indeed surprising 
that after 15 years’ search for a nutritional level 
with man markedly different from that of the normal 
individual, such a level should not have been found 
in all the researches conducted by this and other 
laboratories.”” The existence of this report, which 
extends to over 700 pages, may suggest perhaps that 
there is little scope for further work on the subject. 
A careful study of the report, however, makes it 
quite clear that this is not the case. The authors’ 
statement, for example, that, although they enjoyed 
the fullest coéperation of the subjects, it became 
psychologically impossible to control every meal 
constitutes a serious confession of failure. They 
amplify the statement that some of the Sunday 
meals were excessive in amount with the remark 
that it would seem almost incredible that such 
quantities of food could be eaten without extreme 
discomfort, and later in the report naively add that 
this relaxation from the routine made it more 
possible to keep the men contented and to extend 
the period of experimental observation. 

I would like here to quote briefly from Prof. Hind- 
hede: ‘Much reading on the subject of nutrition 
must tend to induce scepticism. There is always 
the question as to what is really the truth. And in 
the end a man places most faith in himself.” 

Prof. Hindhede’s suggestion that we should experi- 
ment upon ourselves is one which has much to com- 
mend it and, in view of Count Rumford’s remark 
that he did not clearly understand how it was possible 
for the poor to be comfortably fed upon the diet 
which he provided, I have felt constrained not only 
to try the diet for a period of 10 days but also to 
measure my basal metabolism and bodily efficiency. 
My meals were arranged as follows : 

8 a.M.—Breakfast 
1 p.m.—Dinner .. 
7 P.M.—Supper .. 


3 oz. rye bread 
20 oz. Rumford soup. 
4 oz. rye bread. 


The rye bread was baked at home from rye meal 
and contained the same proportion of water as the 
bread baked at the military workhouse at Munich. 
I was agreeably surprised not only at the palatability 
but also at the apparent adequacy of this diet. I 
lost weight, it is true, but this was not unexpected 
as it takes a long time for the reserves in the body 
to become adjusted to a change in dietary level. ° 
I was not emaciated, however, did not experience 
hunger, and was able to do my usual daily work. 
My friends, moreover, remarked how well I looked.

My basal metabolism was determined on four 
days, expired air being collected in a Douglas bag 
over a period of 30 minutes, and subsequently 
measured and analysed. Results were obtained as 
shown in Table III. 

I think that these experiments show that there is 
no inherent difficulty in accepting Rumford’s story 
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as being substantially accurate. The basal meta- 
bolism figures are low enough to leave a margin of 
energy available for work. 

For the determination of bodily efficiency step- 
climbing was adopted, and the method employed 
was substantially the same as that described by 
Dr. Vernon and Mr. Warner. As it appeared from 
their paper that the heat production as determined 
after an hour and a quarter was substantially equal 
to the average over a period of three hours’ step- 
climbing, this single determination of the metabolic 
rate was made, the expired air being collected in a 
Douglas bag. Results were obtained in experiments 
upon different days, as given in Table IV.

These efficiency figures are high, particularly in view 
of the facts that I was neither inured to the diet nor 
trained in step-climbing. As the high efficiencies 
obtainable on a low diet are important, it is of 
interest that after living for a month on a 1300 
calorie diet I was able to do work in step-climbing 
at the rate of 16,600 kg.m./hr. with a gross efficiency 
of 25-6 per cent., that is, with a heat production of 
only 152 calories per hour. 

This 1300 calorie diet was used as a discipline in 
preparation for the stricter diet described above, as 
it was felt that caution ought to be observed in making 
such a radical dietary change. It will be recalled that 
Dr. Tobias Venner, in his ‘“ Via Recta ad Vitam 
Longam,” insisted “‘that it be not done rashly, or 
too suddenly, but with good advisement, and little 
by little : for all sudden mutations are to be eschewed 
as injurious to nature.” I gradually accustomed 
myself, therefore, to less generous fare than usual 
and for some months for breakfast had only coffee 
and two ounces of dry bread and no food between 
dinner and supper. 1 then adventured on a strict 
diet containing 32 g. of protein and providing 1300 
calories per day, and continued on this for a month. 
For ten days the diet was as follows :— 

3 oz. bread. 

+ pint beer. 

20 oz. Rumford (potato) soup, the 
ounce of bread being fried in fat. 


4 oz. bread. 
+ pint beer. 


8 a.M.—Breakfast 
1 p.M.— Dinner 


7 P.M.—Supper 


It is interesting to note that the fat in which the 
bread was fried together with the pint of beer con- 
tributed one-third of the energy which this diet 
provided and to recall that Rumford advocated the 
frying of the bread as an obvious means of improving 
the soup. 

Some measurements of reaction times may perhaps 
be of interest. My attention was drawn to the 
possible value of such measurements by Dr. Wynter 
Blyth’s paper on Experiments on the Nutritive 
Value of Wheat Meal which was published in 1889 
in the Proceedings of the Royal Society. Dr. Blyth’s 
subject lived for a month on distilled water and

Jour. of Hyg., 1932, 
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wheat meal and was tested in Mr. Francis Galton’s 
laboratory. The reaction times were included with- 
out comment among other physiological data and 
are recorded as 150 milli-seconds before the experi- 
ment and 100 milli-seconds at the end. The values 
obtained in my experiments were as shown in 
Table V., each figure being the mean of 10 
determinations :-

I cannot refrain from expressing my surprise at 
the difficulty which Prof. Benedict and his colleagues 
seem to have found in restricting their subjects for 
19 days to a comparatively generous diet providing 
about 1570 calories. My wife had no qualms what- 
ever in joining me on a 1300 calorie diet, and at the 
end of a month said not only that she felt fitter than 
before but also that it would be possible to continue 
for a much longer period. Her reaction time fell 
from 150 to 125 milli-seconds. Even with protein 
restricted to 32 g. we managed to contrive satisfying 
and appetising meals. The following is a typical 
bill of fare :-—

I think that in planning a restricted diet it is a 
grave mistake to take a normal bill of fare, as 
halve the ration. Rumford’s 
psychology was sounder, for he realised that no person 
will consent to be deprived of the pleasure of eating. 


““The idea of occupying a person a great while,”’ he 
wrote, “and affording him much pleasure at the same 
time, in eating a small quantity of food, may perhaps 
appear ridiculous to some; but those who consider the 
matter attentively will perceive that it is very important. 
It is perhaps as much so as anything that can employ 
the attention of the philosopher. 

“The enjoyments which fall to the lot of the bulk of 
mankind are not so numerous as to render an attempt to 
increase them superfluous. And, even in regard to those 
who have it in their power to gratify their appetites to 
the utmost extent of their wishes, it is surely rendering 
them a very important service to show them how they 
may increase their pleasures without destroying their 
health.” 

CONCLUDING ARGUMENTS 


Finally, perhaps I may be permitted to express the 
opinion that there is much confusion of thought 
about the heat loss from the human body. It is 
illogical, for example, to discuss basal metabolic 
rates computed in terms of body surface areas as if 
each area of surface were likely to lose heat at the 
same rate, when the measurements are made with 
the subjects lying down in unspecified environments 
and wrapped in clothing affording little or much 
thermal insulation. A depression of metabolism 
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upon a restricted diet appears, moreover, to be 
regarded as a profound physiological enigma and 
Benedict and his associates have three possible 
explanations to offer : 

(1) That with a weight-loss there is less work for the 
musculature to perform in its ordinary activities. 

(2) That there may be a removal of fat that makes the 
muscles somewhat more flexible and capable of greater 
efficiency. 

(3) That there is a withdrawal from the fluids bathing 
the cells of nitrogenous material, which material acts as 
a stimulus to cellular activity. 


I think that it will be agreed that a clothed man 
usually produces considerably more heat than would 
suffice to maintain his vital temperature. Not only 
does the thermal resistance of the skin tend to be 
kept at a low level, but work has actually to be done 
to get rid of the heat and blood is pumped through 
venous radiators much as the oil and cooling water of 
the engine of a high-speed seaplane are pumped round 
the surfaces of the body and wings. 

I hesitate to obtrude my own views, but is it not 
clear that with a reduced diet less oxygen is required 
to consume the food ? Less blood has to be circulated 
to transport this oxygen, less moisture has to be 
exhaled and less air is breathed. All this means that 
the body has less work to do: the body, in fact, 
can idle if food is not ingested unnecessarily.

TYPHOID VACCINATION 


Two communications to the Academy of Medicine 
on Nov. 24th concerned typhoid vaccination. The 
first was made by Prof. Tanon and his associates, 
Dr. Rochaix and Dr. Cambessédés, and the material 
they have analysed belongs to the Lyons epidemic 
of 1928 and the Paris epidemic of November, 1933. 
They have used this material as a criterion of the 
value of typhoid vaccination and of the duration of 


its effects, basing their calculations on the fact that. 


a goodly proportion of the male population is vac- 
cinated in the army against typhoid fever at the age 
of 21. There is no such wholesale typhoid vaccina- 
tion of the feminine half of the population, and the 
sex difference in the incidence of typhoid fever in 
the adult population should, therefore, be a rough 
guide to the value of such vaccination. In the 
Lyons epidemic the patients were classified in eight 
age-groups. Now, up to the age of 15, the incidence 
of typhoid was slightly higher in males than in females, 
whereas in the next age-group, 16-30, there were 
only 210 male to 447 female cases. Between 31 and 
40, there were only 20 males to 153 females, and 
between 41 and 50 there were 44 males to 113 females. 
Even at the comparatively high age of 51-60 the 
ratio was only 35 to 79, but this difference had almost 
disappeared over the age of 60. Prof. Tanon and his 
colleagues have come to the conclusion that the 
immunity conferred by typhoid vaccination lasts 
much longer than has hitherto been thought to be 
the case, and that ‘it is legitimate to think that a 
single reinjection of a small dose would suffice every 
15 or 20 years to assure the duration of an adequate 
immunity.”” The time may come when, in the opinion 
of these authorities, it will be considered advisable 
early in childhood to provide associated vaccination 
against typhoid fever, diphtheria, and tetanus. 
Revaccination against typhoid fever at the age of 
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15 and again at 21 should be sufficient till the age 
of 35 or 40. 

The second communication to the Academy of 
Medicine was made by Prof. Hyacinthe Vincent, 
whose figures make lugubrious reading. He calculated 
that in the course of 12 recent years—1919 to 1921, 
and the nine years, 1925 to 1933—there have been 
more than 23,000 deaths from typhoid fever in France ; 
and if in the same period every twelfth or thirteenth 
case of typhoid fever proved fatal, there must have 
been between 275,000 and 300,000 cases—impressive 
figures. The Academy of Medicine unanimously 
passed a resolution on this occasion recommending 
early compulsory vaccination against typhoid and 
paratyphoid fever of all the relations and contacts, 
when these diseases break out either singly or in 
epidemic form. 


BLOOD TRANSFUSION AND THE HEALTH OF THE DONOR 


Recent investigations conducted in Strasbourg 
are a reminder that it takes two to make a blood 
transfusion. Hitherto, the anxiety expressed with 
regard to the health of the donor hds, as a rule, 
been only for the benefit of the prospective recipient 
of blood. The donor must not be suffering from this 
or from that ailment lest the patient he is supposed to 
benefit contracts it. Now, Prof. Merklen and 
certain of his colleagues in Strasbourg have under- 
taken blood examinations of 20 donors, all of whom 
had furnished more than 2 litres of blood. Their 
red cells were, with only one exception, healthy 
and numerous enough, and the hemoglobin was 
never below 60 per cent. The leucocyte picture was 
unsatisfactory in this respect that in as many as 
10 cases there were signs of neutropenia, which in 
three cases was pronounced. This hint of agranulo- 
cytosis did not appear to be related to the quantity 
of blood withdrawn, as it was found in persons who 
had given only a little blood—i.e., 2 to 3 litres— 
whereas there was no sign of it in donors who had 
parted with 10 to 12 litres. The lesson to be drawn 
from these observations is that the losses of red cells 
are made good more easily by the blood-forming 
tissues than are the losses of granulocytes. The 
remedy for this state of affairs is to discontinue the 
donation of blood for a certain time whenever neutro- 
penia is detected. When this injunction has been 
obeyed in Strasbourg, the granulocyte picture has, 
as a rule, returned to normal pretty soon. Apart 
from this disquieting sequel to blood donation, it 
seems that, like the quality of mercy, it blesseth him 
that gives as well as him that takes, for in addition 
to an almost constant state of euphoria experienced 
by the donor, his capacity for physical and mental 
work is enhanced and his weight is increased, some- 
times in no mean measure. 


COMPULSORILY AND FACULTATIVELY NOTIFIABLE 
DISEASES 

On Jan. Ist, 1937, a Government decree will come 
into foree regarding notifiable diseases and the 
administrative action (disinfection, &c.) to be taken 
in connexion with them. The list of compulsorily 
notifiable diseases includes the typhoid and para- 
typhoid fevers, exanthematic typhus, small-pox, 
scarlatina, measles, diphtheria, miliary fever, cholera, 
plague, yellow fever, amoebic and bacillary dysentery, 
puerperal infections, cerebro-spinal meningitis, acute 
anterior poliomyelitis, trachoma, the undulant fevers, 
leprosy, and spirochztosis icterohemorrhagica. The 
list of facultatively notifiable diseases includes 
pulmonary tuberculosis, whooping-cough, influenza, 
pneumonia and broncho-pneumonia,  erysipelas, 
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mumps, and ringworm. To public health experts 
living outside France it may seem paradoxically 
strange that the notification of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis is facultative, whereas that of the undulant 
fevers is compulsory. The problem is a clear illustra- 
tion of the adage that legislation must never outrun 
the goodwill of its intended beneficiaries. Both 
among the general public and an influential section 
of the medical profession there is a disinclination, 
amounting often to a definite aversion, to the stigma 
and other disabilities attaching to the notification 
of tuberculosis. And it is doubtful if, at the present 
time, any useful purpose would be served in flouting 
this feeling by rendering the notification of pulmonary 
tuberculosis compulsory. The psychological and 
certain other aspects of the problem of the undulant 
fevers are quite different. For one thing, their 
recognition is of such recent date that there has not 
yet been time for the establishment of vested, 
emotional interests. Then again much depends on 
the fact that the diagnosis of an undulant fever 
hinges on laboratory tests and consequently on the 
coéperation with general practitioners of laboratories 
whose staffs are capable of notifying their findings and 
are not hindered from doing so by personal inhibitions.

GENERALISED NEUROFIBROMATOSIS 

AT a meeting of the Edinburgh Pathological Club 
last week Dr. J. H. Biggart described an interesting 
case of generalised neurofibromatosis. The patient 
showed not only numerous fibromata mollusca, 
but also tumours on the peripheral nerves and 
cauda equina. There were also a plexiform neuroma, 
and several localised nodules on the autonomic 
nervous system. In the left adrenal gland a small 
ganglioneuroma was associated with a tumour of 
the medulla—a chromafiinoma. The patient died 
from a sarcoma which originated in a nodule on the 
right brachial plexus. Histological investigation 
showed that the changes characteristic of the disease 
were to be found in almost every nerve, even though 
little might be noted on naked-eye examination. 
Such changes could be traced even to the muscle 
spindles and to small nerves supplying the sweat 
glands. Whilst in most nerves the process was of 
long standing and sclerotic, foci of cellular activity 
were found. A study of these suggested that the 
proliferating cells were those of the neurilemmal 
sheath and in the early stage there was no prolifera- 
tion of any other cell type. Dr. Biggart said that 
the association of the disease in this case with 
ganglioneuroma and chromaflinoma, and _ the 
occasional association of the disease with tuberous 
sclerosis, glioma, and acoustic nerve tumours suggests 
that von Recklinghausen’s disease is due to a 
congenital anomaly of the neuroectodermic crest, 
and that its various forms represent merely a varying 
expression of this anomaly. 


OVARIAN HORMONES 

Prof. G. W. Corner, of Rochester University, 
New York, gave a lecture last week in Edinburgh on 
the ovarian hormones and the ovarian cycle. It 
has long been believed, he said, that in primates the 
menstrual cycle depends on the production of some 
form of hormone from the corpus luteum.. This 
belief has been embodied in the law “ without 
ovulation, no menstruation.” In one of his monkeys 
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however, the lecturer noted that, although menstrua- 
tion occurred frequently, there was no evidence of 
ovulation. He further observed that a monkey 
might menstruate in one cycle without ovulation, 
and in the next cycle with ovulation. Moreover 
there is some evidence that menstruation may be 
anovular in human subjects, although less commonly. 
In support of this Dr. Corner quoted the case of a 
young girl who was admitted to hospital suffering 
from diphtheria. Her mother happened to know 
the dates of two periods before admission. Menstrua- 
tion occurred in hospital and was followed 2-3 days 
later by death from toxemia. Examination of the 
ovaries showed no sign of pending ovulation, although 
the patient had been known to menstruate on these 
three occasions. 

It is known that menstruation-like bleeding can 
often be produced in monkeys by removal of the 
ovaries. In castrated females menstruation can 
be brought on by giving cestrin and then withdrawing 
it. The blood level of cestrin rises until just before 
the onset of menstruation and then drops suddenly. 
The cestrin content of the urine is usually low at the 
onset of menstruation. 

In monkeys, said Dr. Corner, a useful test for 
the presence of cstrin is the colour of the “ sexual 
skin’ in the neighbourhood of the vulva. It 
was later observed that giving anterior pituitary 
extract and then withdrawing it might also produce 
menstruation-like changes. The bleeding thus pro- 
duced could be inhibited if, when the administration 
of anterior pituitary extract was stopped, cstrin 
injections were begun. This suggests that the 
anterior pituitary extract was acting by raising the 
blood ewstrin level. This may be taken as another 
proof of the cstrin-deprivation theory of menstrua- 
tion, that sudden lowering of the ow@strin level can 
produce menstruation-like changes. If this theory 
is correct, then giving cstrin at the appropriate 
time should inhibit menstruation. This has not 
been found to be so—an observation which the 
lecturer regarded as very puzzling. 





BUCHAREST

THE SUPPRESSION OF CONCUBINAGE 

Dr. J. Bancilla, chief prefect of the county of Bihor, 
Transylvania, in a memorandum to the Ministry of 
the Interior, called attention to the dangerous 
spreading of concubinage. This social and moral 
disease chiefly involves the simpler classes of the 
population, for it relieves them of the expense of 
procuring the numerous requisite documents as well 
as allowing less exacting ties and obligations. Because 
of the legal and social position of the children born 
from these associations, the custom of concubinage 
if not duly checked will become a national peril. 
Dr. Bancilla has enacted in his own county that all 
marriage documents shall be issued free to those 
having certificates of poverty. The Minister of the 
Interior has accepted the necessity of cancelling all 
expenses connected with drawing up the documents, 
and has even simplified matters by reducing the 
number of documents to two. 


ANTI-GAS PRECAUTIONS 


The Ministry of Public Health has made far- 
reaching arrangements for protection against gas 
attacks. A circular has been sent to all public health 
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inspectors ordering them to give lectures and making 
it compulsory for the whole population, without 
exception, to procure gas-masks. <A special com- 
mittee has to be appointed in each municipality to 
visit all houses and decide whether the basements 
and cellars are gas-proof and to advise how to render 
them safe. The same committee has to supervise 
the plans of new buildings, which must be provided with 
gas-proof basements, having ample accommodation for 
all the tenants. A factory manufacturing gas-masks 
in Bucharest and working full time has supplied up 
to now the demand in Bucharest alone, the country 
having no access to gas-masks as yet; the Govern- 
ment, therefore, is thinking of erecting another 
factory to be able to cope with the demand. 


FOREIGN STUDENTS IN THE UNIVERSITY OF CLUJ 


The medical faculty of the University of Cluj 
fixed Nov. 16th for the entrance examination 
that all first-term students have to pass before 
registration. A large group of Rumanian students 
blocked the entrance of the Pasteur Institute, where 
the examination is held, and prevented the students 
of the minority races—Hungarians, Germans, and 
Jews—from entering. The president of the examining 
committee, M. Dragoiu, did everything in his power 
to bring the obstructing students to a better insight, 
but in vain, and he therefore suspended the examina- 
tion until order had been restored. Out of the 
200 applicants only 127 eventually passed, it being 
stated that there was no room for more students. 
The Rumanian students demand that the minority 
races shall be admitted only in the same ratio as 
that in the whole country—i.e., that the Hungarians 
shall not exceed 24 per cent., the Germans 10 per 
cent., and the Jews 3 per cent. The number lately 
admitted is well over these percentages, and the 
medical students in Cluj therefore protested to the 
dean of the faculty and are threatening to strike. 


MEDICAL MEMBERS OF THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES 


The Rumanian parliament has never before had so 
many medical members. Their total number amounts 
to 30, of which 9 are members of the Senate, and 29 
are members of the Chamber of Deputies, amongst 
them M. Costinescu, Minister of Public Health, and 
some prominent professors of the University of 
Bucharest. Since it is probable that the present 
régime of Liberals will last for some time, there is a 
prospect that the country’s public health will benefit 
from the large number of medical men taking part in 
its legislation. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA

LIFE EXTENSION 


FOUNDED in 1914 the Life Extension Institute was 
employed for the first six years by a single large 
insurance company. When the statistical depart- 
ment of this company estimated the results of the 
periodic medical examinations of its clients, made 
through the facilities of the Institute, they were so 
astonishing that the medical and actuarial depart- 
ments would not accept them without making 
independent studies. Eventually, however, all three 
departments agreed that an expenditure of $60,000 
had profited the company, through premiums of 
people whose lives were extended, by the amount 
of $120,000. In following years 44 other life insurance 
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companies . joined the service. In 1926 Prof. Irving 
Fisher reported that 500,000 people had been examined 
through the Institute.! 

There has for years been a dispute between organised 
medicine and the Institute as to whether this non- 
profit organisation under business management was 
or was not practising medicine. As long ago as 
1925 an editorial in the Long Island Medical Journal 
claimed that the giving of “‘ hygienic advice ” consti- 
tutes the practice of medicine ‘‘as surely as the 
administration of morphine.” But to-day hygienic 
advice is given by school text-books and school 
teachers in almost all our public schools. Another 
objection has been that the doctor making an examina- 
tion for the Institute does not receive the whole 
fee paid by the patient, a part being retained by the 
organisation for promotion and working expenses. 

The dispute has been taken into the New York 
courts and referred by them to a referee who was 
instructed to take evidence and to report. The 
referee has now made a report which has been con- 
firmed by the court to the effect that during the hear- 
ings and before their completion the parties entered 
into a stipulation settling the litigation. Under this 
stipulation the Institute agreed to an injunction 
restraining it from practising medicine and that upon 
certain conditions it would not in future make 
physical examinations or any reports or recom- 
mendations in regard thereto and would not employ 
any physicians for either of these purposes. The 
American Medical Association regards this result 
as a triumph for its cause. Insurance, on the other 
hand, points out that the referee has expressed doubt 
as to whether making such examinations in the manner 
prescribed by the Institute’s charter, wholly unaccom- 
panied by any treatment and advice for the physical 
conditions disclosed by the examinations, does consti- 
tute the practice of medicine. The stipulation makes 
it unnecessary for him to express any opinion as to the 
questions of law and fact. 

The Institute has issued a bulletin stating that 
under a new plan all services heretofore rendered 
by it which might be said to constitute the practice 
of medicine, will be carried on separately under the 
supervision, control, and personal responsibility of 
members of the medical profession only—a group 
of physicians who have been associated with the 
Institute for many years. It is expected that all the 
details of this new plan will have been completed 
by Jan. Ist, 1937. The Institute will continue to 
operate its laboratories and will also enlarge and 
broaden its general educational efforts in the interest 
of life extension. and public health. 


THE ORGANISM OF HOG CHOLERA 


Since American hog cholera was recently attributed 
to the salmonella organism, Bacillus suipestifer, in your 
columns * your readers will be interested in a letter 
from John R. Mohler, chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in the U.S. Department of Agriculture.* 
Dr. Mohler writes that hog cholera is caused by a 
filtrable virus, a discovery which he claims was made 
more than 30 years ago in his department. Aside 
from some dubious results with guinea-pigs this 
virus has never been propagated in species outside 
the family suide. B. suipestifer is commonly a 
secondary invader in hog cholera and whether 
associated with hog cholera or not, it causes in pigs 
a ® disease Called salmonellosis.

CENTENARY EXTENSIONS TO 
UNIVERSITY COLLEGE HOSPITAL 


THE two new buildings that were built to com- 
memorate the first centenary of University College 
Hospital were formally opened and inspected on 
Dec. 16th by the Duke of Kent. The smaller building, 
behind the Obstetric Hospital and in direct com- 
munication with it, contains the new antenatal and 
infant welfare clinics in the semi-basement, in order 
to be level with the old out-patient department. 
On the main ground floor there is the postnatal 
clinic, with four examination-rooms and _ three 
cubicles for suspected infectious disease, having 
direct access to the street to avoid contact with other 
patients. On the floors above there are the quarters 
for the domestic staff. The other building accom- 
modates in one wing the new paying patients’ hospital, 
and in the other the additional nurses’ home for 
89 sisters and nurses, including the staff for the 
pay-bed wing. 

There is in the new extension accommodation for 
77 paying patients, the majority of whom are in 
separate rooms, occupying the first to the fifth 
floor and served by two bed lifts and a passenger 
lift. Each room is fitted with an observation panel, 
for use only in serious cases, to avoid disturbing the 
patient, and on each floor the sister’s room commands 
a view of every door and signalling light—there are 
no bells. In every room there is a panel with points 
for the G.P.O. telephone, radio, and variable electric 
light. On the sixth floor there are two operating 
theatres, with a cleaning- and a sterilising-room 
common to both. The hospital is stated to be the 
first in the country in which the theatres are equipped 
with an automatic supply of hot and cold distilled 
and sterile water, and a new type of steam suction 
apparatus has been installed. There is a reserve 
lighting system and all the engineer’s controls are 
in the basement or on the roof so that adjustment or 
‘ 


repairs will not intrude upon the hospital routine. 
The building is ‘“ sound-proofed”’ and special care 
has been taken to avoid unnecessary 
Convalescent patients have access to the roof and 
to a solarium on the sixth floor. The main and the 
special diet kitchens are in the basements, and food 
is passed to the ward kitchens on each floor and served 
from electrically heated trolleys immediately outside 
each patient’s room, On the ground floor there is 
a reception-room for relatives and visitors, three 
consulting-rooms for outside doctors, an X ray 
diagnostic department, and offices. 

The wing has been built for those of limited means 
who are outside the scope of State aid and yet cannot 
afford the expense of a nursing-home. The charges 
are from six guineas a week. The Duke of Kent, 
speaking as president of the hospital, said that lack 
of financial support had often compelled them 
temporarily to abandon schemes that they knew 
were essential, but the new buildings were the 
realisation of one of those schemes. Some £300,000 
had been spent on the new extensions, and though 
the response to the appeal for funds had been 
encouraging, it had fallen far short of the £250,000 
asked for.

CONSIDERATION of the far past has led consecu- 
tively to that of the near past, but such continuity 
is absent in looking at the present, and what will be 
the influence in the future of increased medical 
knowledge communicated to a public educated to 
learn I do not try to guess. It can only be said that 
the influence is beginning to be felt to-day, and that 
medical information in the general press is becoming 
a factor in the betterment of society. The Govern- 
ment departments are to be credited with the issue 
at moderate prices of reports dealing with various 
questions of public health and therapeutics as they 
become urgent or topical, and in this way all journals 
are kept regularly informed on medical affairs at 
large; the text is with them and it is their respon- 
sibility to expound it to the public. But these reports 
are directed to questions of public interest, and 
personal curiosity or anxiety is not stimulated or 
relieved by them. 

At the opening of the medical session at the Charing 
Cross Hospital medical school last October, Lord Iliffe 
asked the audience to ponder the ignorance shown by 
the lay public on the elements of médicine: ‘“‘ It would 
hardly be an exaggeration,” he declared, “to say 
that most of us know more about our motor-cars 
than our bodies.’”’ A wise address followed on the 
beneficent potentiality of a lay press that should be 
well informed upon medicine, but in instituting a 
comparison between the motor-car and the human 
subject the speaker supplied the exact evidence of 
the difficulty inherent in the dissemination of much 
medical teaching, teaching that, if understood, would 
be of the greatest value to the public but which, if 
misunderstood, may act reversely. Lord Iliffe asked 
this pertinent question: ‘‘ There must always be a 
considerable hiatus between the discovery of new 
medical and surgical methods and their universal 
application ; what could more readily help to bridge 
that gap than a publicity carefully controlled ?” 
The answer is that nothing could be more effective, 
but the difficulties in securing such contro] are great, 
and important organs of the press, impatient of any 
restriction on their freedom, have before now resented 
the medical reaction against publicity. 

A hoary story is that of the impressionable man 
who, reading a medical journal, declared that he 
had every complaint alluded to except housemaid’s 
knee ; and with the wide attention given at present, 
in salons as well as consulting-rooms, to the vagaries 
of an intermediate sex. he would not have had to 
make the exception. But if he need not read a medical 
journal in order to dither, but can find the ominous 
material in his daily paper, it is necessary in his 
interests to see that scares are minimised, or the seed 
for bumper crops will be supplied to the well-prepared 
tillage of the charlatan. It is the naturally close 
attention which members of the public give to any 
counsel bearing on what they believe to be a trouble 
of their own which makes necessary a control over 
medical contributions to the lay press,and which is 
exercised with care and ability by certain great news- 
papers, but not by all. And it is respect for the public 
weal that dictates the policy of the General Medical 


Council when exercising its disciplinary authority in 
helping to secure that control. 


* * * 


We may assume that those are right, and paying 
a just tribute to the medical profession, who consider 
that the doctor has a mission to educate the public 
on health questions by his spoken words or writing, 
but the methods employed and the matter com- 
municated need always to be watched lest harm 
rather than good ensues. The public to-day is able 
to follow general scientific instruction and the applica- 
tion of its lessons to the circumstances of life. All 
general information that is sound on things medical 
must be welcomed by as much as that information 


_ illustrates the power of medical research, and the 


hard training and the persistence required by those 
engaged in it. Any précis of definite advances in 
knowledge and their bearing upon medical practice 
should surely find a place in current reading. It does 
so, and here the openings for the journalist are without 
number. The many questions of public health, sani- 
tation, and economics possibly opened up for discussion 
by Balbus, when building his wall, have been touched 
upon, and, while it may be necessary for the medical 
journal to deal with all of them, any of them may 
fall within the province of the general newspaper. 
Then, as they become “‘news-stories” in the press the 
medical aspects may demand consideration. The 
demand is met often in full and informing manner, 
and the coéperation of medicine is prompt. 

But the ground gets less sure when we come exactly 
to those topics which are naturally of the greatest 
interest to the individual reader of his newspaper. 
He asks for definite instruction how to be made fit 
and how to keep fit, and not for epidemiology or 
statistics. The situation would be simple if we were 
dealing with the motor-car and not with the human 
subject ; if we were dealing, that is, with something 
that can be standardised and proved able to accom- 
plish certain things, something that can be investi- 
gated mechanically to ascertain how it does or why 
it fails to do those things, and something that can 
be subjected to exact and apt adjustments where 
remedy is required. But the remedies and adjust- 
ments for human defaults, physical and other—and 
do not forget the other—cannot be standardised for 
individuals, since many factors having quite different 
values will be present. And no particular prescrip- 
tions either of régime or therapeutics can ever be 
universally useful. For this reason the medical 
advice in the non-medical journal has a chance of 
being either too vague to meet an individual need or 
too definite to be a safe guide. 


* x * 


I was once present at a debate on the value of the 
publication of signed medical articles in the lay 
press, opened by the editors of a daily and a medical 
journal. There was no real difference of opinion 
expressed until the contentious point was reached 
as to the propriety of a medical signature in a lay 
organ, and then the point at issue was how far the 
signature had the importance which was apparently 
attached to it. The lay opinion was that the action 
of the General Medical Council in submitting certain 
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practitioners to a penalty for signing medical articles 
in popular journals was unfortunate, inasmuch as it 
prevented medical opinions of a valuable sort from 
reaching the public. The medical arguments were 
directed to showing that it was often not possible for 
the editor of a popular newspaper to know whether 
an article, although signed by a doctor, contained 
sound advice. Assuredly, the public wants to hear 
of new treatments, often for personal and intimate 
reasons, but they may regard as a guarantee of the 
soundness and value of any advice given the signature 
of any medical man whom they believe to be a 
epecial authority because his name is well known, 
but who might not be regarded in the same way by 
his colleagues or by experts in the branch of medicine 
under discussion. It might be for the very reason 
that his name was well known that the editor of a 
general newspaper desired to see it in his columns, 
when it would not follow that anything the doctor 
had to say on definite lines of treatment would be 
suitable for a general audience, the implications of 
disease not being precise’ nor the reactions of patients 
to disease or treatment similar. For this reason the 
General Medical Council has warned doctors that they 
should not append their signatures to descriptions of 
treatment as, in the by and large, the advice given 
could not be generally useful. Not to accept the 
warning is to run the grave risk of a loss of professional 
status. 

The General Medical Council has been much 
abused for this attitude but it is difficult to point 
to any example where the Council has used its 
powers or its discretion unfairly. It is, moreover, 
by its constitution a censor morum, and it is obvious 
that the doctor who sends signed contributions to 
the lay press is open to a charge of public advertise- 
ment. The possible result of pecuniary advantage 
to himself and an undue enhancement of his merits 
in the public eye have to be taken into account when 
signed communications from a doctor appear in the 
lay press. The effective control over publicity 
desired by Lord Iliffe—and by everyone who has 
given thought to the matter—is supplied to-day in 
important journals by the appointment of a medical 
editor or correspondent, and where supervision is 
thus exercised the signed article which should not 
appear does not appear. But every newspaper 
cannot carry such a member on its staff, so that 
there are numerous openings where the doctor can 
express his views without control. They are largely 
made use of, and much good with little harm ensues. 
But if a doctor misuses these opportunities for 
publicity, or seeks them from a wish to attract notice, 
he does so with a certain risk, and this is as it should 
be, and it is the duty of the General Medical Council 
to warn him of that risk. It is not a great one, as 
the published proceedings of the Council show. 
But the editors of newspapers, especially local 
organs, might remember that quotations from the 
medical press, and the writing-up for general circula- 
tion of matter that has a sensational side, may 
damage any doctor whose name is introduced with 
the intention to give a responsible air to the para- 
graphs, even though the kindly idea may have been 
to help the doctor along his professional way. To 
avoid misconstruction the victims of mistaken kind- 
ness write sometimes to repudiate any part in the 
publicity gained, a course which, the cynic is apt to 
say, has the effect of doubling the advertisement. 


* * * 


That the medical subjects which get popular 
comment should owe their selection to sensationalism 
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rather than to scientific importance is natural—-news- 
papers cannot always be teaching, and it is their 
legitimate function to interest and amuse. The cases 
in law courts, when reported elsewhere than in legal 
journals, do not owe their prominence to any legal 
significance, and only rarely reveal places where the 
law needs altering in the public interest. They are 
reported because they are good news. And it is 
the same with medical events, and in both cases 
the technical terminology may be embarrassing 
to the untechnical writer. In dealing with medical 
matters this difficulty is, as has been said, a real 
one, and one that may account for the attraction 
that quotation of the very long word has for the 
lay journalist. The involved term or compound of 
terms that may be needed in medical writing o1 
debate to convey complete meaning to an expert 
appeals inevitably to the popular commentator. 
There is something scientific here, he concludes, as 
well as something to joke about, and the article with 
the sesquipedalian title is always freely quoted, 
while the accurate transcription of the imposing 
heading is used to acquit the writer of understanding 
the subject. (I have been taken that way myself 
when getting out of my depth in a review.) 

That the imposing and obscure word has a charm 
might be submitted to proof by any who, having 
consulted Liddell and Scott's dictionary for the longest 
word therein, should persuade a medical editor to 
let him employ it as a title. The word, beginning 
““"oo8eo,” has fourteen syllables and it is not a 
purely silly fancy that it should find itself introduced 
into medical literature. It would make a neat 
description of such a character as a neurotic governess, 
and if any humorous psychiatrist should employ it 
as a short cut to explanations he would get undoubted 
publicity ; his language would be cited in many 
quarters as an example of medical pomposity. But 
I feel that sometimes the commentator along jocose 
lines, even while laughing, may be getting a mild thrill 
out of what he thinks may be blasphemy against a 
mysterious message. If this occurs, the journalist, 
however modern in outlook, is back in the far-off time 
in the history of medicine when the mere word was 
held to have magical force. The charm Abracadabra, 
which had a world-fame as a preventive of ague 
and toothache, came into use in the third century, 
but was still in vogue as a talisman at the time of 
the plague in London. The charm consisted of the 
fateful word arranged as an inverted pyramid ; written 
on a parchment slip it was suspended round the 
neck. De Foe, in his *‘ Diary of the Plague,” is severe 
on the credulity that could have led to any confidence 
in such an amulet, and what a remarkable piece of 
journalism the “‘ Diary” is? It reads in every word 
as the evidence of an eye-witness, but the saddler in 
Whitechapel, the citizen who appears to be writing it, 
is more of a fictional character than Robinson Crusoe, 
For De Foe was a baby, two or three years old, 
when the great plague attacked London, and his 
vivid account is founded upon the weekly bills of 
mortality and certain pamphlets published during 
the epidemic, notably the Rev. T. Vincent's “ God's 
Terrible Voice in the City by Plague and Fire.” 

The word “ abracadabra’’ was being used as a 
talisman in Rome in the days of Galen and it is 
possible that a belief in its power, still lingers. For 
even to-day a queer sonorous name for a drug or a 
treatment has a certain power as all advertisement 
agencies know. Jim Pinkerton, Stevenson’s delightful 
adventurer, proved this when, in consulting a

(STRIN AND CANCER 
To the Editor of THE LANCET 


Smr,—A propos of the correspondence which has 
recently appeared in THE LANCET on this subject 
may I suggest that the long-continued administration 
of cwstrin to mice during a large part of their lives, 
though it may result in mammary cancer, is hardly 
to be compared with its therapeutic use in man when 
the purpose is merely to supply an already existing 
deficiency, or to administer it during a short 
period only. 

At first I was perplexed by the telegram from mei 
Lacassagne, published in your issue of Dec. 19th, i 
which he says, ‘‘ Adenocarcinoma of the eters 
produced by estrone only obtainable in susceptible 
mice,” because it seemed to me incompatible with 
the following quotations from his own papers. In 
discussing the relative influences of heredity and of 
estrone in the production of mammary tumours, 
he refers ! to an experiment in which he gave cestrone 
to mice belonging to two strains (xvii and R 4) among 
which ‘les femelles fournissent moins de 2 p. 100 
d’adénocarcinomes mammaires.” He adds that 
“entre le douziéme et le dix-huitiéme mois, tous ces 
animaux, males et femelles, supposés héréditaire- 
ment réfractaires au cancer, avaient, eux aussi, 
présenté des adénocarcinomes mammaires (a l’excep- 
tion d’un male, mort au neuviéme mois d’un abcés 
de la prostate, et chez qui les glandes mammaires 
étaient d’ailleurs en hyperplasie marquée). L’explica- 
tion par un ‘facteur cancer’ (dominant ou récessif), 
du taux variable de carcinomes observés chez les 
lignées sélectionnées de souris, était mise en défaut.”’ 

And in one of his lectures given recently in the 
United States he makes a similar statement,? as 
follows :— 

“In a strain of mice in which only 2 per cent. of the 
females develop spontaneous adenocarcinoma weekly 
injections of cstrone were begun shortly after birth. 
After eight months none of the surviving animals pre- 
sented tumors, while in a similar period almost all of 
the mice of the strain previously studied had died of 
adenocarcinoma of the breast. In the ninth month, how- 
ever, the appearance of a cancer was observed, and in 
the course of the following months others appeared, 
until, between the twelfth and eighteenth months, all the 
mice of this strain died of malignant tumors of the

dictionary for the spelling of hectagonal, he came across 
the word, new to him, hebdomadary. ‘‘ You're a boss 
word,” he said, ‘“‘ and before you’re very much older 
I’ll have you in type as long as yourself.” So he did, 
and that ‘“‘ monster olio of attraction’’ popularly 
known as “The Dromedary Picnics ”’ followed.

It is a long way from the days of Hammurabi to 
those of the motor-car, but the thread of medical 
journalism, as unwound with some guessing, appears 
to me unbroken. ‘Il m’est permis de reprendre 
mon bien ot je le trouve” said Moliére. I fear 
that these chapters have betrayed not only an 
ingrained tendency to digress but no scruples as to 
using the learning of others.

breast, though their appearance was greatly retarded in 
comparison with the other strain. All took place then as 
if, in the animals of this strain, the cancerous transforma- 
tion of the cell required a longer time.” 

Clearly there is no discrepancy between Dr. 
Lacassagne’s telegram and his scientific writings ; 
any seeming lack of correspondence between them 
depends upon the use of “susceptibility” and 
“refractoriness” as applied to the aptitude for 
different strains of mice to produce mammary tumours. 
Lacassagne does not apply the term “ refractory ”’ 
to mice of a strain in which as few as 2 per cent. 
of the females eventually suffer from mammary cancer. 

I think it would be lamentable if any misunder- 
standing should start unfounded fears and check at 
the outset the use of a promising therapeutic agent.

THE R.C.S. AND ITS MEMBERS 
To the Editor of Tuk Lancer 


Sir,—At long last the council of the Royal College 
of Surgeons of England has broken silence, and given 
considered replies (can one call them reasons ?) to 
the century-old request of the members for some 
representation on its council. What are they ? 

1. “The main function of the College is to promote 

the study and practice of surgery.” 
Have the members, who are nine-tenths of the 
College and are the largest body of practising surgeons 
in England, no interest in the study and practice of 
surgery ? 

2. ‘“* An opportunity for discussing matters is afforded 

at the annual meeting of fellows and members.”’ 
In recent years many occasions have occurred 
when no statutory annual meeting has taken place 
owing to those present being one or two short of the 
necessary quorum of thirty, although the president 
and many members of the council were there, but by 
a unique regulation of the council they are not 
qualified to form part of the quorum. The quorum 
of the House of Lords is four, that of the House of 
Commons is thirty—the same number as that of the 
College—but the members of the Cabinet are not 
disfranchised for the purpose of a quorum. When the 
annual meeting does take place the report of the 
council refers only to matters which have been dealt 
with in the past year and are already faits-accomplis, 
as occurred recently on several occasions. ‘‘ Too 
late ” was the reply in reference to them. 

3. “ Representations made to it (the council) by 

any member or body of members will receive careful 
consideration.” 
This is a poor substitute for representative members 
having an opportunity of setting out the views of 
members on questions as they arise at council 
meetings—the effective time—or of presenting and 
discussing thereat matters referred to them by their 
brother members. 

The poverty of the response of the council to the 
resolution passed at the last annual meeting is a 
great contrast to the wealth of the arguments which 
have been brought forward in favour of representation 
of members on the council in the interests of the 
Coilege, its members, and the public.

witness the rarity of the operation for circumcision 
in the adult.

INCREASE OF POPULATION IN U.S.S.R.— About 
six months have passed since the passage of the Soviet 
law prohibiting abortions and subsidising motherhood 
by allowances for large families and’ provision of 
maternity homes, creches, and kindergartens. The 
Soviet newspaper Izvestia lately carried out an investi- 
gation on the effect of the new law on the registration of 
pregnancy. Nineteen typical cities’ in different parts of 
the Union formed the subject of the inquiry, one regis- 
tration point being taken in each city. It was found that 
whereas last year from July to November the number 
of cases of pregnancy registered at these points and not 
operated on for abortion was 33,796, the corresponding 
figure this year was 68,511.

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OBITUARY 


SIR JOHN BLAND-SUTTON, BT., 
F.R.C.S., D.Sc., LL.D. 
CONSULTING SURGEON TO THE MIDDLESEX HOSPITAL; LATE 
PRESIDENT, ROYAL COLLEGE OF SURGEONS OF ENGLAND 

WE regret to record the death of Sir John Bland- 
Sutton, famous as surgeon, anatomist, pathologist, 
and anthropologist, which occurred on Dec. 20th at 
his London house, in the 82nd year of his age. He 
had been in a delicate state of health for several years. 

John Bland-Sutton was born in Enfield in 1855. 
His father was a field naturalist, a clever stuffer of 
beasts, birds, and fishes, and a considerable amateur 
doctor, stitching up wounds, charming away warts, 
and extracting teeth. His mother was the daughter 
of a Northamptonshire farmer who made a failure 
of life and left his widow much dependent upon her 
family, also farming in Northamptonshire. John was 
the eldest son and second 
child in a family of nine, 
and spent his childhood in 
Enfield—then a completely 
rural district. He was edu- 
cated locally, but from a 
charming and rambling 
series of autobiographical 
notes, entitled ‘‘ The Story 
of a Surgeon,’ we can see 
that he was from child- 
hood an unwearying self- 
instructor, a bent to his 
studies being given by his 
father’s activities. Seeing 
that throughout his life 
Bland-Sutton’s hero was 
John Hunter, it is interest- 
ing to note the many 
points of similarity between 
their two childhoods. Both 
spent their days rambling 
about the countryside 
observing the habits of 
beast, bird, and insect life, 
until to both, when 
children, all the ordinary 
problems of physiology in 
relation to habits, growth, 
and mating were an open book. The family was a 
severely religious one. Sunday observance was 
strict, regular attendance at Church compulsory, 
and the reading of novels was banned. But the 
boy was an omnivorous reader of books of geography 
and travel, knew the Bible, especially the Old Testa- 
ment thoroughly, reading it with avidity from the 
point of view of history, while he mastered such 
groundwork of science as was to be found in elemen- 
tary text-books of anatomy, physiology, and botany. 

In 1878 Bland-Sutton commenced his medical 
studies, being admitted as a student to the medical 
school of the Middlesex Hospital, when he counted 
out his fee as a perpetual student in separate 
sovereigns which he had earned or borrowed. He 
joined the anatomy school of Thomas Cooke, a suc- 
cessful and popular teacher who had facilities for 
supplying subjects for dissection to his classes, and 
at the school Cooke detected in him his high promise. 
He offered to keep him as pupil-teacher with a 
stipend, but Bland-Sutton had the sense to see that 
he ought to concentrate on his hospital training. 
So Cooke gave him a special letter of introduction to 
Henry Morris, then lecturer on anatomy at the 
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Middlesex Hospital, and Morris shortly afterwards 
appointed him to be a demonstrator under him 
with a stipend. The hospital had a strong staff, and 
Bland-Sutton had the valuable experience of dressing 
for Whitaker Hulke, surgeon, and also famous as 
paleologist. Hulke noting that his dresser was a 
demonstrator in anatomy, impressed on him the 
importance of being able to make on a blackboard 
rapid and lucid diagrams for the use of students, 
and characteristically Bland-Sutton took to observing 
the methods employed with coloured chalks by 
pavement artists. In 1882 Bland-Sutton took the 
English double diplomas, passing also the primary 
examination for the F.R.C.S., when he had the unusual 
experience of sitting for the examination with the 
students to whom he was acting as demonstrator. 
He took the fellowship in 1884, in which year he secured 
the Murchison scholarship, 
and in 1886 was elected 
assistant surgeon to the 
Middlesex Hospital. A 
curious gap in his career 
will be noted in that he 
never held a house appoint- 
ment, the reason being 
that at the period at which 
this would have been the 
natural step in his career 
he became assistant 
curator and later curator 
of the museum. He found 
the appointment a fasci- 
nating one, and the lessons 
which he drew from exhaus- 
tive inspection of the speci- 
mens under his care were 
reinforced by constant 
visits to the Hunterian 
museum, and by excur- 
sions into comparative 
anatomy at the Zoological 
Gardens, Regent’s Park, 
where he was appointed 
prosector.- He attended 
[Photograph by Eliot ona Fry Yegularly the scientific 
meetings of the Zoological 
Society, making a special study of the anatomy of 
the mammalian reproductive organs. f 
Thus equipped, Bland-Sutton was quick in making 
a mark as a lecturer, bringing together in his dis- 
courses the knowledge of structure, natural and 
morbid, derived from insatiable work and reinforced 
by the wide reading upon which he now embarked. 
During the years between 1886-90 he was 
thrice an official lecturer at the College of Surgeons, 
delivering the Erasmus Wilson lectures twice, and 
a course of lectures as Hunterian professor. The 
lectures were published in these columns, and were 
all concerned with the evolution of pathology in 
relation to normal structure and development. In 
1892 he won the Jacksonian prize of the College for 
an essay on the diseases of the ovaries and uterine 
appendages, and shortly after he was elected surgeon 


to the Chelsea Hospital for Women. It was here, | 


during six years’ tenure of this post, that he developed 
a wonderful dexterity in abdominal operations. 
He was at this time only assistant surgeon at the 
Middlesex Hospital, a position in which he remained 
for the unusual period of 13 years. But what might 
have been an arrest in his career turned out to be the 
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reverse, for it happened that the Middlesex Hospital 
surgical staff was in some way over-manned, with 
the result that Bland-Sutton by arrangement took 
on for a series of years the position of full surgeon 
during the long vacation. Thus he had an exceptional 
position every year with regard to beds, while later 
he was free year after year to take holidays abroad. 
In the first instance he visited many continental 
clinics, but later he became a great globe-trotter. He 
made some fifty voyages while attached in active or 
consulting capacity to the Middlesex, in ships of all 
sizes, visiting various ports of the Eastern and 
Western Hemispheres. Wherever he went he col- 
lected experiences, and some of these will be found 
in a volume entitled “‘ Selected Letters and Essays ” 
which he published in 1920. His observations on such 
different things as ‘“‘ Emergency Surgery at Sea” 
and the ‘‘ Science of the Bull Ring”’’ make amusing 
reading ; others are more serious in bent, but behind 
every observation the author thought worth setting 
down there lay some scientific reason. 

In 1905 he became full surgeon, and in 1914 he 
made his magnificent gift of the Pathological Insti- 
tute to the Middlesex school. The necessity for new 
laboratories to meet coming requirements was so 
clear to him that he spoke to Lord Athlone, chairman 
of the hospital, about the desirability of pulling 
down the old museum where he had done so much 
work and erecting a pathological institute in its 
place. The idea was adopted and for the cost of 
this institute—known now under his name—he made 
himself entirely responsible, thus probably consti- 
tuting himself the greatest individual donor that any 
teaching hospital has ever had. 

He was now at the zenith of his career, and alike 
in hospital and private practice was proving his 
right to his reputation. In his operative procedure 
he was bold but always purposeful, and his tech- 
nique with regard to tumours justified itself by 
famous results. No other branch of surgery ever 
made the same appeal to him as the surgical treat- 
ment of women’s diseases. He wrote on the subject 
in its various aspects with unceasing interest for a 
quarter of a century, and in numerous orations and 
addresses, certain of which he published in volume 
form, he displayed his familiarity with the whole 
pathology. He wrote or lectured on the treatment 
of uterine myomata, the complications of pregnancy 
through tumours, the after-effects of operations on 
the female pelvic organs, and on malignant disease 
in many of its clinical aspects, but especially those 
where the diseases of women were concerned. His 
work on ligaments appeared in 1887, that on diseases 
of the ovaries and Fallopian tubes in 1891, five 
years before he was appointed surgeon to the Chelsea 
Hospital for Women; and his book on gall-stones 
in 1907; he had supplied the section on human 
osteology to Morris’s Anatomy in 1893, in which 
year came his greatest book “‘ Pathology of Tumours”’; 
this remained authoritative for thirty years, and 
its last edition in 1922 he refused to revise, leaving 
it as a record of the state of knowledge at that date. 

Bland-Sutton served during the war as lieutenant- 
colonel, R.A.M.C. (T.), in the first instance attached to 
the Third London General Hospital. Later he sat 
on a special medical board which acted as an appeal 
tribunal for men who considered themselves unfit 
for military service, and later he became War Office 
representative with the special duty of collecting 
specimens illustrating gunshot injuries. Many of 
the cases which were coming over in abundance 
required such demonstration if the mutilations and 
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the efforts to repair them were to serve future observers 
The collection was finally entrusted to the Royal 
College of Surgeons on the same terms as the Hun- 
terian collection, and in the British Journal of Surgery 
Bland-Sutton wrote an interesting account of it, 
in which will be found notes on some of the vagaries 
of bullets and the routes by which they found their 
way into extraordinary places, 

He will live in memory as a great servant of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of England. He was 
elected to the Council in 1910, and was a stimulating 
and unwearying member of its deliberations. He 
became president in 1923, being by this time con- 
sultant surgeon at the Middlesex Hospital, and in 
this year delivered his Hunterian oration in which 
the affairs, habits, and opinions of Hunter were 
described in elaborate and diverting detail, when 
it became clear how intimately the orator had been 
influenced in his own life by the life of Hunter. 
He went over the ground traversed by Hunter when 
in charge of a hospital in Portugal in the closing phases 
of the Seven Years War, identified the site of the 
hospital, and was able to satisfy himself of the exten- 
sive opportunities offered by the plateau on which it 
had stood for first-hand observations on natural 
history. The principal guest at the dinner following 
the oration was Rudyard Kipling, between whom 
and Bland-Sutton there was an intimate friendship. 

In private life Bland-Sutton, through his generous 
gregariousness and the gift of his wife and himself for 
hospitality, was probably better known than any 
surgeon in London has ever been. His beautiful 
dining-room was the scene of recurring reunions in 
Brook-street, and the pleasure derived will long be 
remembered by an extensive circle of friends in the 
medical world, and indeed in all classes of society, 
especially legal and artistic. The scene of these 
gatherings was a reproduction of a Persian court, the 
idea of adding such an oriental hall to a London 
house having struck him suddenly while travelling 
in Egypt on one of his numerous tours, and the 
dream materialised regardless of expense, and with 
complete esthetic success. 

Academic and official distinctions fell in number 
upon him. He was at different times president of 
the Association of Surgeons of Great Britain and 
Ireland, of the International Conference on Cancer, 
of the Royal Society of Medicine, and of the Medical 
Society of London. Knighted in 1912, he was created 
a baronet in 1925. He was a LL.D. of five British 
universities, and held honorary degrees in France, 
Canada, and the United States. It fell to him to 
speak on many public occasions, either from the 
presidential position or as an advocate of important 
movements or in acknowledgment of personal honours. 
He discharged the duty in an individual manner. 
He used a vocabulary mainly from the Old Testa- 
ment, interspersed with much Biblical quotation. He 
was simple in phrase when most serious in object or 
shrewd in judgment, and he was delightfully uncon- 
ventional in the biological allusions which he loved 
to use in proof of argument. 

Sir John Bland-Sutton married Edith, daughter 
of the late Mr. Henry Heather-Bigg, the orthopedic 
surgeon, and their mutual devotion was known to 
all their friends. There were no children of the 
marriage. 

A funeral service prior to cremation was held in the 
Middlesex Hospital Chapel to the adornment of 
which he had made frequent and generous donations. 
This will be followed next week by a memorial 
service in Westminster Abbey.

SIR JOHN ROBERTSON, C.M.G., 
M.D., LL.D. 


Wiru the death of Sir John Robertson on Dec. 16th 
at the age of 74 years, Birmingham loses a great 
public servant and the health service one of its 
pioneers. Born at Warminster, Wilts, he was 
educated at Edinburgh, where he passed on from 
Watson’s College to the University, gaining distinction 
at each stage of his study. In 1887 he took the 
M.D. with honours, submitting as his thesis a study 
of the conditions which govern the causation and 
distribution of consumption in England and Wales. 
For the next few years he assisted in several large 
general practices, finding time in the intervals to 
travel abroad and 
study public health 
methods there. He 
took the B.Se. Edin. 
in public health, later 
being appointed 
examiner for this 
degree. In his 
thirtieth year he had 
his first appointment 
as medical officer of 
health—for the 
county borough of 
St. Helens—and 
during six years he 
built up there a 
lively sanitary 
administration which 
included an inquiry 
into the causes of 
endemic typhoid 
fever and the best 
means of combating 
diphtheria. Being 
also public analyst 
he was able to organise bacteriological work in a 
municipal laboratory, and was perhaps the first to do 
this. After St. Helens he spent another six years 
at Sheffield as health officer, occupying also the 
chair of public health in the University. It was 
during this period that Sheffield obtained the first 
local Act making compulsory the notification of 
tuberculosis, and his name was associated with a 
growing campaign to reduce infant mortality. In 
his early forties Robertson was called to fill the 
vacancy in Birmingham left by the retirement of 
Alfred Hill. Birmingham was then beginning to 
extend its boundaries and he availed himself of the 
remarkable facilities offered for broad measures of 
public health, especially in relation to tuberculosis 
and infant mortality. In these early days he was 
interested in town planning and made himself familiar 
with domestic needs and problems as well as with 
matters of material and building work. Every 
demand for better houses found in him a warm 
advocate, and it was his voice that was heard in 
securing for the artisan’s family an abode in which 
were found the cupboards, the bath, the oven, and 
even a place for the pram which are now almost 
the commonplace of social endeavour. He was 
equally active in his survey of the handling and 
distribution of milk. Averse from any idea of 
establishing a municipal milk-supply he aimed at 
enlightening the public and getting them to insist 
themselves on cleanly production, care in transport, 
universal pasteurisation, and distribution in bottles. 
He was in very large measure the people’s officer 
aiming at improving the conditions of town life 
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with their coéperation rather than by pressure from 
outside. 

In 1914 Robertson was appointed specialist adviser 
on health problems in. the field, and after the war he 
served on many of the national committees dealing 
with problems of civil life. He was a member 
of the consultative council of the Ministry of Health 
and sat on the Departmental Cancer Committee. 
In 1916 he was chosen president of the Society of 
Medical Officers of Health. His services were 
rewarded in 1918 with the C.M.G., and in 1925 with 
a knighthood. Retiring from public office in 1927 
he remained an active citizen, serving on various 
departmental and other committees. In 1892 he had 
married Jane Alexina, fourth daughter of Thomas 
Sloane, J.P., of Edinburgh, who survives him with 
two daughters. 


Dr. H. P. Newsholme writes: ‘‘ The sudden death 
of Sir John Robertson at the end of a long life of 
public service will come as a shock to many who 
knew his ever continuing freshness of mind and 
unusual energy of body. His death will be a grave 
loss, both to the public health service as a whole and 
to the many social services of the city which was the 
home of his adoption. Behind his wide knowledge 
of public health and of men acquired in three large 
centres of population lay an enthusiasm and a 
vigorous driving power which made him a pioneer 
in many aspects of practical reform, particularly 
in relation to tuberculosis, housing, and maternity 
and child welfare. His notable public spirit and 
social interest led him to take a most responsible 
part in the work of organisations concerned with the 
promotion of the public health. 

“While his name is gratefully remembered in 
St. Helens and in Sheffield, Sir John Robertson 
identified himself mainly with Birmingham, where 
he spent nearly 25 of the mature years of his public 
health service, followed by some nine years of nearly 
as active a retirement. By his single-minded energy 
and devotion to the tasks of medical officer of health 
as well as to those of the professorship in public health 
at the University of Birmingham, he established the 
closest contact with prominent spheres of social 
work in the city; by his grasp of public affairs and 
his determination to get things done he won the 
enduring respect and admiration of the city council ; 
by his technical knowledge and his kindly humanity 
he gained the interest and affection of the students 
who attended his lectures ; while in his daily contact 
with members of the large staff of the public health 
department he was ever regarded as a fair-minded- 
chief, a phenomenal worker and a generous friend, 
under whom they were proud to serve. That staff 
included a number of most responsible heads of 
departments whose appointment was a mark of his 
own acumen and insight in putting the right man or 
woman into the right place. Only a fortnight before 
his death he was a guest of honour at the annual 
staff gathering of the department and received the 
affectionate and enthusiastic greetings of all. 

“* Birmingham’s maternity and child welfare service 
is often regarded as, in many respects, a model of 
what such service should be. It owes its inception, 
scope, and spirit primarily to the enthusiasm and 
energy with which it was conceived in his mind and 
brought to fruition by his persistence. A similar 
remark would apply to tuberculosis and a number 
of other public health services within the city. 

“Sir John Robertson’s death removes from the 
field of public health and of local civic affairs a 
strong personality with wide interests and much 
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generosity of outlook, a virile and practical mind, 
a spirit eager for social justice towards the less 
fortunate in life. Such men are ill to be spared, but, 
having gone, leave a green memory behind.” 


CYRIL COURTENAY LORD, M.R.C.S. Eng. 
LATE ASSISTANT MEDICAL SECRETARY, B.M.A. 

Dr. Courtenay Lord, who died on Dec. 8th, was a 
distinguished medical organiser and a great servant 
of the British Medical Association, in connexion 
with which he worked closely and officially for twenty 
years. He graduated in honours at Cambridge in 
the Natural Sciences Tripos, and carried out his 
clinical work at Birmingham, qualifying in 1897 
with the conjoint diploma. He filled the appoint- 
ments of house surgeon at the Queen’s Hospital, 
Birmingham, and of resident medical assistant at the 
Birmingham General Hospital, and for three years 
was in general practice at Gillingham, acting during 
part of that period as physician to out-patients at 
St. Bartholomew's Hospital, Rochester. 

In 1910 he began his long and intimate connexion 
with the B.M.A. He came into prominence as a 
determined opponent to taking service under the 
National Insurance Act, but when the struggle settled 
down, he was appointed assistant medical secretary 
of the Association. Immediately afterwards he 
obtained a commission in the R.A.M.C., and his 
experience gained at first hand gave him special 
interest in the fighting services, and familiarised him 
with the terms and conditions of employment therein. 
Of this knowledge he made a fine use in advising the 
Association generally ; he acted for several years as 
secretary of the Naval and Military Committee of the 
Association, while numerous individual medical men 
who were contemplating joining one or other of the 
branches of the fighting services consulted him. 
Dr. Lord also took great interest in the work of the 
ship surgeon, and Dr. J. W. Bone has recorded the 
fact that he acted as a supernumerary surgeon on a 
Cunard liner on purpose to try out the case-taking 
system which had been drawn up as part of a scheme 
to establish an international sea code. When this 
paper was, on occasions, seeking information from the 
B.M.A., we found in Courtenay Lord one whose 
advice was wise and courtesy outstanding, and we 
join with his colleagues of the Association in regret 
at his death. 


GARNET GLOAG LAWSON, M.B. Liverp., D.P.H. 


Dr. Garnet Lawson, who died recently at his house 
in Herne Hill, had for a long time a large practice 
at Hebden Bridge, where he succeeded his father as 
medical officer for the rural district. He received his 
medical education at Trinity College, Dublin, and at 
the University of Liverpool. He graduated in the 
first instance at Victoria University, Manchester, 
later taking the Liverpool degrees and the D.P.H. of 
the Irish Royal Colleges. He held the appointment 
of house physician to Liverpool Royal Infirmary, 
and was assistant surgeon to the Northern Dispensary, 
Liverpool, after which he took over his father’s 
practice and appointments. He practised at Hebden 
Bridge for ten years, and became a_ well-known 
figure in the locality, particularly as he continued for 
a long period to cover his large rural area on horse- 
back. He was factory surgeon for the district, and 
took a keen interest in the St. John Ambulance 
movement. His death was very sudden for he 
collapsed on the footway and died in the ambulance 
on the way to the hospital. 
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THE LATE PROFESSOR KETTLE 


WeE have been asked by friends of the late Dr. 
E. H. Kettle to print in Tue Lancer the following 
tributes to him which appeared in the Times of 
Dec. 4th. 


PROFESSOR KETTLE: A RARE PERSONALITY 


The Pathological Staff of the British Postgraduate 
Medical School write :— 

“Prof. Kettle had rare qualities apart from his 
gifts as a pathologist. He will be remembered by the 
world for his work on silicosis and malignancy, but 
those who came in contact with him, especially in his 
last years, know of his other great contribution to 
medicine. Watching his daily reactions to the 
problems of a new teaching school one could not fail 
to learn something of what he was striving to achieve. 
He knew that no school could live and contribute to 
the community unless it sheltered men who were not 
only teachers and students, but above all searchers 
after new knowledge. He had a wide vision of the 
future developments of medical science, and on the 
larger stage of university education his outlook was 
as comprehensive and wise as it was in the smaller 
range of his own field. 

‘““Many men have administered a large department 
so that it runs smoothly. Many men have trained a 
body of disciples. Kettle had a greater power; he 
brought together people of widely different interests 
working on varied lines, far off his own field of investi- 
gation; yet through him and his power of creating 
affectionate confidence a real unity was reached. 
It was a commonplace, on solving a tricky problem 
or finding an interesting specimen, or hearing a good 
story, to go immediately in search of Kettle, sure of 
his genuine pleasure. He disliked sentimentality and 
pretentiousness ; he would have shrunk from the 
description of himself as a man of vision. He was 
intolerant only of shoddy thinking, and had a 
devastating gift of summing-up a school of thought 
in a phrase that instantly deflated it. He suffered 
fools politely, but never gladly. 

‘He was fun to work with, because he enjoyed 
the excitement of the chase, he enjoyed the day-to- 
day comedies of life, he enjoyed the good things of 
the world, and made the best of the bad with a 
wry sort of humour that was his own. There are 
few in his position who had less of the great man in 
their manner but more of greatness in the way they 
worked and lived. His work will live after him in 
his own contributions to pathology, and in the lives 
and output of those men and women he started on 
their way. They learnt from him a good deal of 
pathology, a good deal of kindly wisdom, and much 
of the value of friendship, and of the power of a 
man’s courage.” 

“A Friend ” writes : 

“Grateful as they are for your fine tribute to the 
scientific achievements of E. H. Kettle, the friends 
who met him in other fields will want to add their 
witness to his shining example of courage in the face 
of physical disadvantage. From his boyhood up he 
was never really fit for the day’s work or play as 
other men are fit. Asking for no indulgence, sur- 
rendering to no self-pity, he drew level in his own 
stout-hearted way. In particular, the golf links 
offered a battlefield where the handicap of physique 
could be neutralised. Here, in spite of his disabled 
leg, he more than held his own with his fellows. 
Striding off from the first tee at Lossiemouth or 
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Denham ‘Tom’ Kettle was gaily ready for the full 
rigour of the game. An ideal foursome partner, 
seldom far from the middle of the fairway, he was 
cheerfully philosophic in adversity and charmingly 
apologetic in triumph. This year a disastrous and 
unexpected sequel to a serious operation, otherwise 
successful, deprived him of the grip of his left hand. 
He was out again, nevertheless, on the links in 
October, defying this fresh misfortune and encourag- 


A Hard Case 


Last April a young woman was treated by Dr. X, 
an insurance practitioner, on a provisional diagnosis 
of nervous debility and anemia, She was difficult 
and often intractable. On one occasion she was 
lying on the bed and would make no effort to sit up, 
and the practitioner pulled her up into a sitting posi- 
tion. He remained of opinion that her illness was 
hysterical in nature, and he advised the relatives to 
get her out in the open air. He also had some con- 
versation with her fiance about her childish behaviour. 
Further visits were paid and after a fortnight the 
patient’s condition had improved sufficiently for her 
to attend at the surgery, which she did on three 
occasions, the last a fortnight later by which time 
she was walking without assistance. A week after 
this the patient’s mother called at the surgery and 
obtained a certificate of incapacity, although Dr. X 
had not seen the girl on that date. Some discussion took 
place about the desirability of the girl attending at 
a hospital for nervous diseases, and on May 6th 
Dr. X gave a letter of introduction. The next 
day the mother started to take the girl to hospital 
but just after leaving home she fell down in the 
street. She was, however, taken by ambulance to 
the hospital where she was examined and sent home 
again by ambulance. On Friday, May 8th, the girl’s 
married sister went to Dr. X’s surgery, reported these 
incidents, and understood that Dr. X would visit 
on the following Tuesday, May 12th. Dr. X had 
intended to call on May 9th, but omitted to note 
the visit and did not go. On the evening of May12th 
the girl’s father called on Dr. X, and after a some- 
what heated interview Dr. X visited the patient that 
evening and again on May 13th. She then had a 
rapid pulse, a systolic murmur over the heart, pain 
in the left side of her chest, and her mental condition 
was bad. She was violent and resented attempts 
at examination. Dr. X discussed with the relatives 
the desirability of getting a second opinion, and he 
telephoned to Dr. Y, whose name had been sug- 
gested, on behalf of the relatives. On May 17th Dr. Y 
formed the opinion that the girl was suffering from 
acute mania and arranged for her removal to hos- 
pital for observation. Death took place on May 18th 
and there was an inquest, the verdict being that 
death was caused by mitral stenosis, pulmonary 
cedema, toxemia, and heart failure. 

The girl’s father complained that Dr. X’s manner 
had been unnecessarily rough and that he had failed 
to diagnose the cause of the illness. Dr. X said that 
at first he was unable to find anything physically wrong 
and accordingly treated the case as one of hysteria. 
So far back as April 9th he had tried at four hospitals 
to secure a bed but could only obtain a promise of 
admission to an observation ward which he did not 
think was proper to her then condition. He sub- 
mitted a letter from the medical superintendent 
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ing the hope of that fresh victory which is now finally 
denied him. You have done justice to his eminence 
in research, his ability in organisation, and his 
inspiration as a teacher. Beside all these qualities of 
public service he will be remembered privately as a 
man of essentially brave spirit and well-balanced 
mind, quietly helpful in counsel, warmly sympathetic 
towards all victims of unfairness, and lovably loyal 
to his friends.” 


of the hospital to which the girl was taken on May 7th 
suggesting that the case was most likely hysterical, 
although there was the possibility of an organic basis. 
The girl had been placed on the waiting-list, a mild 
sedative to be given in the meantime. When examined 
at the hospital on May 7th nothing abnormal was 
discovered in heart or lungs. Dr. X received from 
the pathologist who conducted the post-mortem 
examination a communication which left him in 
doubt what was the actual cause of death. 


The medical service subcommittee accepted the 
fact that Dr. X diagnosed hysteria and treated the 
patient accordingly. Feeling that sympathy might 
tend to accentuate the hysterical condition his manner 
may have been brusque. In regard to two incidents 
however the committee took the view that the terms 
of service were broken. He knew on May 8th that 
the girl had fallen in the street and had been taken 
to and from the hospital in an ambulance, and he 
had told them he intended to visit her at home on 
the following day but forgot to note the visit and 
did not go. And on May 5th he had issued a certi- 
ficate of incapacity without having seen the patient. 
This Dr. X frankly admitted; he had intended to 
visit the girl on the same day and omitted to do so. 
The committee nevertheless recommended the Minister 
to impose a fine of £5, the medical members dissent- 
ing in view of the obscure nature of the illness and 
the explanations submitted by Dr. X. 

At the insurance committee a similar appeal was 
made by the medical members but without avail. 
The pity is that the relatives when they receive the 
report may think Dr. X is being punished for mis- 
handling the case, whereas the breach of the terms 
of service arose partly from the issue of a certificate— 
of which they did not complain—and partly from the 
non-visitation of the patient on another day when 
no one but Dr. X himself knew that he intended to 
visit. 


BRISTOL’s HospiIraLs.—Proposals are being exam- 
ined by experts for the codrdination of the work of 
the Royal Infirmary, the General Hospital, and the 
Eye Hospital of this city. Each hospital would then 
specialise in the type of case with which it now 
principally deals—the Royal Infirmary in fractures and 
surgical work and the General Hospital in medical 
cases. 


STRATFORD-ON-AVON HospiTaLt.—In spite of a 
larger number of both in-patients and out-patients 
the expenditure of this hospital has only increased by 
about £30, its income being about £300. short of 
expenditure. In the last few years there has been a 
complete change in the hospital’s main source of income. 
Whereas it used to come from donations, subscriptions, 
and church collections, it now comes from maintenance 
fund contributions and patients’ payments. It is thought 
that the accommodation for paying patients should be 
extended. 
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An Interesting Liaison 

SINCE 1931 there has been in operation in Coventry 
an interesting scheme of industrial medicine. Three 
years earlier the Coventry and District Engineering 
Employers’ Association had initiated a system of 
works safety officers for the larger motor, aircraft, and 
other engineering firms in a concerted attempt to keep 
down accidents, the safety officers being employed by 
the individual firms. Recognising in this safety system 
an instrument for the application of general health 
measures in the factories concerned, Dr. A. Massey, 
in his dual capacity of medical officer of health and 
hon. medical adviser to the Association, proposed to 
link up the Association and its safety officers on the one 
hand and the city public health department on the 
other. The safety officers, in addition to their 
original réle, have become his public health mis- 
sionaries in the factories, the scheme having proved 
of particular value in health education and propa- 
ganda. The liaison has also given scope for experi- 
mental work. Seasonal experiments in the prevention 
of the common cold and influenza have been con- 
ducted in the form of a daily administration of 
vitamin concentrate to groups of employees. In 
quite a different field, large-scale experimental work 
was put in hand by a large aircraft firm, in codpera- 
tion with the medical officer of health, with the 
object of mitigating the propagation of noise from 
the engine-testing sheds. The solution of this 
intriguing problem required expert coéperation both 
in engineering and physics. The difficulty was 
successfully met by muffling the exhausts, sound- 
proofing the testing sheds, and the use of sound- 
absorbent screens and tunnels. This was an important 
achievement, for the comfort of many persons 
resident in the large centres of the aircraft industry 
was dependent upon the suppression of excessive 
noise. This liaison between the health department 
and local industry is surely worthy of imitation 
elsewhere. 


Mechanisation and Office Workers 


At a conference held at the Millicent Fawcett 
Hall on Dee. 17th to discuss mechanisation in offices 
as it affects office workers, satisfaction was expressed 
at the prospect of discussing a new departure in 
industry instead of allowing a new system to grow up 
haphazard. The idea of bright girls from secondary 
schools setting out on this work with the risk that 
they might find themselves tied down to it as a 
lifetime occupation created feelings of resentment 
in many speakers. Opinions were divided as to 
whether repetitive work of this kind is itself injurious, 
but there was unanimity on resolutions calling for 
adequate provision for the comfort of the worker, for 
payment which should reach a rate at which the 
worker can be fully self-supporting, and for oppor- 
tunities for promotion to higher posts. Employers, 
trade-union officials, and educationists joined in this 
discussion, and it was obvious that the great changes 
now taking place in industry must not be allowed to 
develop in the way that marked the earlier evolution 
of industrial conditions. The full-time employment 


of medical officers by large firms makes this subject 
of interest to the medical man, especially in view 
of the influence of working conditions upon sickness 
absenteeism due not so much to physical illness as 
to conditions brought into being by maladjustment 
and dissatisfaction.

Cerebro-spinal Fever at Halifax 


A case of cerebro-spinal fever was reported at the 
military barracks at Halifax on Dec. 13th. It was a 
soldier, 18 years old, who died in the isolation hospital 
two days later. The clinical picture was typical 
severe headache, vomiting, pyrexia, stiffness of the 
neck, and Kernig’s sign. Examination of the cerebro 
spinal fluid showed polymorphonuclear leucocytes 
containing meningococci. Treatment included re 
peated lumbar puncture and the intrathecal adminis- 
tration of antimeningococcal serum. In 
detect contacts immediate inoculation of culture 
plates at blood heat was employed; the results 
were negative. Contacts were however excluded from 
the general public for a week. In the search for a 
cause the possible factors of overcrowding, bad ven- 
tilation, and fatigue were looked into, but nothing 
significant was discovered. Another young soldier 
was admitted to the isolation hospital for observation 
and special examination but the suspicion was not 
confirmed. No further case has arisen.

Scarlet Fever at Doncaster 
Up to Dee. 21st 152 cases of scarlet fever had been 
reported at Doncaster. The infection having 
traced to a particular milk-supply, arrangements 
were made for all the milk coming from this source 
to be pasteurised before delivery. It is believed 
that the great majority of the primary cases have

been accounted for, and that the number of fresh 
cases will now decline.

Medical Examination of Air Force Recruits 


Mr. Day asked the Under-Secretary of State for Air 
whether, seeing that there were 52,245 definite applications 
for enlistment in the Royal Air Force for the year ended 
3lst March, 1936, and that during this period only 18,889 
were medically examined, when it was proposed to 
examine and/or reject the balance of these entrants.— 
Sir P. Sassoon replied: Of the 52,245 applications for 
enlistment in the Royal Air Force in the year ended 
March 3ist, 1936, about 23,000 were rejected on various 
grounds of unsuitability or were not pursued by the 
applicants. The remaining applicants were medically 
examined and 18,889 found physically fit. 


British Red Cross and Spanish War 


Miss RATHBONE asked the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether he was aware that the British 
Red Cross had sent no medical or nursing personnel to 
either side in Spain, and had not recognised the status 
of those medical units which had been sent by voluntary 
efforts; and whether, in view of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment’s declared intention to promote humanitarian efforts 
for the relief of suffering in the Spanish’ dispute, he would 
do all in his power to secure for these units the.status 
of Red Cross workers.—Mr. EpEN replied: I am aware 
that the British Red Cross has sent no medical or nursing 
personnel to either side in Spain and has not recognised 
the status of those medical units which have been sent 
by voluntary efforts. The question of approaching the 
opposing forces with a view to persuading them to apply 
the provisions of the Convention in relation to the 
protection of Red Cross units is under consideration. 

Miss WILKINSON: May I ask the right hon. gentleman 
whether the British Red Cross asked the advice of H.M. 
Government and whether they have acted in accordance 
with the advice given ? 

Mr. Epen: No. I think this is really what happened. 
The position is that the Geneva Red Cross Convention, 
1929, does not apply to the civil war in Spain and that is 
the legal position. I hope that it will be able to deal 
with the matter in the manner suggested. I am quite 
sure that we have not dissuaded any body from taking 
action. Naturally we wish to take all the action and to 
give all the humanitarian help we can in the interests of 
all concerned. 


Motorists and the Driving Test 


Mr. WALTER GREEN asked the Minister of Transport the 
number of motorists submitting themselves for driving 
tests during the six months to the last convenient date ; 
the percentages of that number failing to pass the first, 
second, and third tests ; and if he was satisfied that there 
was a reasonable uniformity in the character of the tests 
imposed.—Captain A. Hupson, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Transport, replied: From May 30th 
to Nov. 28th, 1936, 194,488 candidates submitted them- 
selves for driving tests. Of these 28-46 per cent. failed. 
Candidates were not required to disclose how many times 
they might have been tested previously, and no informa- 
tion is available as to the number of persons who sub- 
mitted themselves for a second or third time. From the 
outset steps have been taken to secure reasonable uni- 
formity in the character of the tests conducted by the 
various driving examiners, and I think that, generally 
speaking, it has been achieved. 


Road Accidents 


Mr. Watkins asked the Minister of Transport the 
number of people killed and injured in road accidents since 
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January, 1931.—Captain Hupson replied : Since January, 


1931, 40,350 people have been killed and 1,290,000 injured 
in road accidents.

Medical Services at Juvenile Centres 


Miss Warp asked the Minister of Labour how many 
local authorities in the special areas had provided the 
medical services for juveniles attending authorised courses ; 
and what financial assistance was given by the Govern- 
ment in order that the service might be adequate.— 
Mr. Ernest Brown replied : Eleven education authorities 
conducting authorised courses of instruction in the special 
areas of England and Wales and Scotland are under- 
stood to have made arrangements to a varying extent, for 
the provision of medical services for juveniles attending 
such courses. The standard rate of grant on this service 
is 75 per cent., but where certain conditions are fulfilled 
this rate of grant may be raised to 100 per cent. of the 
approved additional expenditure. 

Miss WarD asked the Minister of Labour whether he 
would consider establishing a medical centre in connexion 
with the Government training centres.—Mr. Ernest 
Brown replied : The facilities at the local training centres 
which are being set up in the special areas in England 
and Wales will include the provision of medical, dental, 
and optical treatment for men who cannot at present be 
admitted to the Ministry’s centres owing to minor physical 
disabilities. 

Silicosis and Asbestosis Certification 


Mr. CassELLs asked the Home Secretary if he would 
inquire into the case of the late Patrick Conway, of 
400, Moffat-street, Glasgow, E.5, whose widow applied to 
the medical board for silicosis and asbestosis for a certi- 
fication to the effect that Mr. Conway died from silicosis ; 
and if he was aware that the board demanded payment 
from the widow of the statutory charge of £2 2s., and on 
receipt of it wrote to her on Nov. 17th, 1936, that a 
certificate was not to be granted, even though no post- 
mortem examination of the deceased was made.—Sir 
Joun Simon replied : I understand that Conway died on 
July 12th, but that notwithstanding a previous warning 
to the family no post-mortem examination was arranged 
for and the board were not informed until the end of 
the month, when the body had been buried and they had 
no authority to interfere with it. They thereupon informed 
the widow that they would be unable to issue a certificate 
without such an examination. Subsequently her solicitor 
asked them to decide that no post-mortem was necessary, 
but after a careful review of the evidence before them, 
they were unable to certify that the death was caused by 
the disease, and so informed him. The fee has been 
refunded. 

Civilian Gas Respirators 


Mr. De Cuare asked the Home Secretary if the gas- 
masks to be supplied to the civilian population in the 
event of war guaranteed immunity against carbon 
monoxide and highly dispersed arsenical smokes, respec- 
tively.—Mr. Grorrrey Lioyp, Under-Secretary, Home 
Office, replied: The civilian respirator protects against 
highly dispersed arsenical smokes. It does not protect 
against carbon monoxide, but I am advised that carbon 
monoxide could not be used as a war gas. 


Doctors and Male Servant Licence 


Mr. SuTcuirre asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
whether he was aware that cases had arisen where a doctor 
was compelled to take out a male servant licence for his 
chauffeur, while at the same time the chauffeur was com- 
pulsorily insurable in respect of unemployment; and 
whether he would consider taking steps to put an end to 
this anomaly.—Lieut.-Colonel ConviLLe, Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury, replied: While I am aware that 
cases of this kind exist, I cannot accept my hon. friend’s 
contention that they are anomalous. The whole question 
of the male servant licence duty is under examination.

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WAS SHERLOCK HOLMES A DRUG 
ADDICT ? 


(BY AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT) 


THE personality of Sherlock Holmes has excited 
so much interest that for years scholars in England 
and America have engaged in acute controversy on 
various points on which the text of the Holmes 
chronicles is obscure, deficient, or, apparently, 
contradictory. Was Holmes an Oxford or a Cambridge 
man? Was he dependent on his professional earn- 
ings ? Did Watson marry one, two, or three wives ? 
On these and similar questions the most learned 
authorities are at variance. No attempt has, how- 
ever, yet been made, so far as I am aware, to examine 
a more important question : Can we accept Watson’s 
statements that Holmes was once a victim to the 
cocaine habit ? 

It seems that the two men first met late in 1880. 
We know that Watson joined the army soon after 
taking his M.D. degree in 1878; that he was wounded 
at the battle of Maiwand, which was fought on 
July 27th, 1880 ; that he was some months in hospital 
before going home on sick leave; and that shortly 
after returning to London he and Holmes began their 
joint occupation of the rooms at 2218, Baker-street. 
At an early stage of their acquaintance he drew up 
a list of Holmes’s chief characteristics, which, he 
reminded Holmes some time later, contained the 
item “‘self-poisoner by cocaine and tobacco.” No 
wonder that Holmes “grinned” on hearing this 
remark ; for the list, which is set out in “A Study in 
Scarlet,’’ contains no such item. This discrepancy, 
which seems to have passed unnoticed by Holmes 
scholars, is but one instance of Watson’s inaccuracy 
in recording events. 

The alleged addiction is first mentioned in ‘‘ The 
Sign of Four,’ which describes events that took place 
in July, 1887. Watson states that he saw Holmes 
give himself a hypodermic injection of what Holmes 
told him was a 7 per cent. solution of cocaine ; and 
he adds that this performance had been seen by him 
“three times a day for many months,” and that 
Holmes said he took cocaine to escape from boredom 
when not occupied with his cases. Watson records 
no other administration of the drug ; but he refers to 
Holmes’s cocaine habit in ‘‘ The Scandal in Bohemia ’”’ 
and ‘* The Yellow Face,”’ and, for the last time, in “‘ The 
Missing Three-quarter,’’ a case, probably investigated 
in 1897, which, Watson states, followed one of those 
periods of inaction he had learnt to dread: ‘ For 
years I had gradually weaned him from that drug 
mania which had threatened once to check his 
remarkable career... but I was well aware that 
the fiend was not dead but sleeping.’”’ He describes 
his horror when he saw Holmes holding a hypodermic 
syringe, and his relief on finding that it was to be 
used to squirt aniseed solution on the hind wheel 
of a doctor’s car to enable a draghound to trace it 
to its destination. 

Though Watson was on intimate terms with Holmes 
he watched the daily dosing for a long time before 
making any attempt to check it. Not until ‘‘ many 
months ” had elapsed did he venture, after a luncheon 
that included an unspecified quantity of Beaune, 
upon a mild remonstrance, which was taken in 
excellent part by the supposed addict. The history

of Holmes’s alleged drug addiction is, in short, that 
it began “‘many months” before July, 1887, and 
was gradually discontinued under Watson’s treat- 
ment, extending over “ years,” time 
1897. 

Now Holmes was not one of those men who are 
unable to occupy themselves unless some definite 
task is presented to them. He was a man of immense 
mental resource and initiative. He was an expert 
chemist, an accomplished linguist—with an intimate 
knowledge of Goethe and Petrarch—an assiduous 
student of Black Letter texts, a capable performer 
on the most exacting of all instruments—the violin 
a composer, and an authority on the music of the 
Middle Ages. That a man with such resources should 
be driven by ennui to seek distraction in cocaine is 
so improbable that nothing but the strongest evidence 
could make it credible. 

Nor was the great detective in other respects of 
the stuff of which cocaine addicts are made. The 
victim to cocaine is not, like the opium addict, a 
solitary self-poisoner ; he is sociable and prefers to 
take his dope in company. The first effect of the 
drug upon him is to make him lively and voluble in 
disconnected talk. He tries to make jokes and shine 
as a brilliant person. The opium addict may be a 
man of exceptional powers: Coleridge and De 
Quincey are examples; but the victim to cocaine is 
lacking in mental capacity—incurious, vacuous, 
needing the gross stimulus of a drug to rouse his 
interest in life. The continued use of cocaine leads to 
degeneration—physical, mental, and moral. All this 
is the antithesis of what we find in Holmes, who was 
the most unsociable of men : reserved, self-controlled, 
self-sufficient. There was no falling off in his mental 
powers, his physical activity, or his character. The 
effects of his alleged dosings, as described by Watson, 
are not the manifestations of cocaine poisoning.

Moreover, the gradual ‘“‘ weaning ’”’ treatment that 
Watson adopted is unusual in such a case. The sudden 
discontinuance of cocaine does not give rise to the 
distressing withdrawal symptoms that follow the 
sudden discontinuance of morphia. This must have 
been known to Holmes, who was far more deeply 
versed in the effects of poisons than his medical 
friend. Watson was an inexperienced practitioner. 
There is no evidence that he was in civil practice 
before he joined the army, and he was invalided out 
after some two years’ service. For about seven years 
afterwards he apparently made no attempt to improve 
his professional proficiency either by post-graduate 
study or otherwise, but led an idle life, except for 
the assistance he gave Holmes in the cases in which 
they collaborated and for his literary work in record- 
ing a number of cases. It is most unlikely that a 
man of Holmes’s overpowering personality would be 
influenced by Watson in a matter so personal as the 
discontinuance of a drug habit. On the other hand, 
we have Watson’s statement that he actually saw 
Holmes inject himself with what he said was a solu- 
tion of cocaine, and that his forearm and wrist were 
“all dotted and scarred with innumerable puncture 
points.”” How can this statement be explained ? 


The explanation is, I suggest, that Holmes was 
pulling the good Watson’s leg. He had a sense of 
ironic humour, and when he disguised himself for 
professional purposes he was delighted at Watson's 
failure to penetrate the disguise. He was a con- 
summate actor, and in ‘‘ The Adventure of the Dying 
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Detective ’’ he shammed a severe illness with such skill 
that Watson. completely deceived, was prevented 
only by extreme measures from rushing out for 
assistance from Harley-street. The puncture marks 
could easily be counterfeited by a man so proficient 
in make-up as Holmes; and we have no evidence 
beyond Holmes’s own statement that the bottle 
Watson called the “cocaine bottle’’ ever contained 
cocaine. It was like Holmes to enjoy mystifying 
Watson and watching his attempts to screw up his 
courage to protest against his friend’s self-poisoning. 
What happened when Watson, emboldened by 
Beaune, did protest is consistent with the hypothesis 
of a leg-pull: ‘‘ He did not seem offended. On the 
contrary, he put his finger-tips together, and leaned 
his elbows on the arms of his chair, like one who has 
a relish for conversation.” 

The hypothesis explains also Watson’s account of 
his “‘ weaning’ treatment. Holmes, who had a 
genuine affection for his Boswell, was doubtless 
intensely amused at the “ weaning” efforts, which 
probably began when Watson after his marriage 
purchased a small practice in Paddington. Holmes 
naturally wished to encourage his friend in his new 
role of general medical practitioner by allowing him 
to think he was successfully treating a difficult case 
of drug addiction. 

All we know of Holmes’s alleged addiction can be 
explained if we assume that he did not actually 
take the drug, but mystified Watson into believing 
that he did. The facts can be explained on no other 
hypothesis. This conclusion reflects unfavourably 
on the professional competence of Dr. Watson ; but 
the interests of truth are paramount, and this contri- 
bution to the literature that has gathered round 
Holmes is offered in justice to the most famous 
character that has appeared in English fiction since 
the great days of Dickens. 





TYPHUS FEVER 


THE July-September issue of the Epidemiological 
Report of the Health Section of the League of Nations 
contains the second and concluding part of the 
article by Dr. Yves Biraud and Dr. 8S. Deutschman 
on typhus and typhus-like rickettsia infections, of 
which the first was summarised in these columns 
earlier in the year (1936, i., 1250). In dealing with 
the distribution of these diseases in Africa they state 
that lice-borne typhus remains endemo-sporadic in 
North Africa, is endemo-epidemic in Egypt, 
among the Bantu population in Basutoland and the 
Union of South Africa and South-West Africa, and 
has recently invaded the mountainous area of South- 
West Uganda and Urundi. Murine typhus has been 
found both in rats and men in the ports and inland 
towns of North, West, and South Africa. Tick- 
borne diseases are present throughout North Africa 
in the form of boutonneuse fever and in Central 
Africa (Kenya) and South Africa as tick-bite fever. 
In North America Canada is almost free from all 
forms of typhus. In the United States louse-borne 
typhus, though repeatedly imported from Europe 
and Mexico, has never become endemic, whereas 
the mild form known as Brill’s disease is still endemic 
in New York City, Massachusetts, and Connecticut. 
For some years murine typhus has become increas- 
ingly frequent in the cities of the eastern and south- 
eastern States, especially Alabama, Georgia, and 
Florida, and in towns on the Mexican Gulf and along 
the Rio Grande valley, where the fatality is about 
5 per cent. On the other hand lice-borne typhus has 
been endemic for centuries in Mexico, where it is 
called tabardillo and has a fatality of about 40 per 
cent. In Central America typhus is almost confined 
to the higher regions of Guatemala. In South 
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America the distribution of lice-borne typhus extends 
from Venezuela to the Argentine and the plain of 
Southern Chile. Murine typhus is also found in 
Northern Chile, on the coast of Peru, and in the 
Argentine. In Asia louse-borne typhus is prevalent 
from the northern half of the continent southwards 
to the mountainous parts of Iran, Afghanistan, 
British India, North Indo-China, and South-Western 
China. Three main forms of typhus are also met 
with in India: (1) a form clinically and serologically 
identical with the tropical scrub typhus of Malaya; 
(2) a more severe form prevalent in the southern 
districts; and (3) a form closely allied to murine 
flea-borne typhus. In Malaya three types of diseases 
are described—scrub typhus or rural typhus, shop 
or urban typhus, and Japan river fever or Tsutsuga- 
mushi. In Australia since the disappearance of 
louse-borne typhus in 1869 two distinct forms have 
existed—coastal fever, pseudo-typhus or sugar-cane 
typhus on the eastern coast of tropical Queensland, 
and another form in the non-tropical part of 
Queensland. 





SOVIET SCIENCE 


Mr. J. G. Crowther has paid seven visits to the 
Soviet Union in the last seven years, in one of 
which he had the privilege of being the guest of 
institutes for a considerable period, and he is thus 
qualified to write an account! of Soviet science from 
first-hand observation. The author’saimin alittle book 
entitled ‘‘ Soviet Science ”’ is mainly to give informa- 
tion about the sort and conditions of research in 
Soviet scientific institutes. The book is divided into 
six parts entitled respectively, Theory and Organisa- 
tion, Physics, Chemistry, Applied Science, Biology, 
and History of Science. Part I. opens with a chapter 
on dialectical materialism and then proceeds to 
describe the organisation of physical research, the 
academy of sciences, and so forth. When the 
author proceeds to describe the actual work being 
carried out he gives the impression of anxiety— 
doubtless associated with the kindness of his hosts— 
not to omit mention of any worker or any piece 
of research that he came across ; the result is that the 
uninformed reader would gather a very much 
exaggerated idea of the importance of both the 
workers and the work. We have no wish to belittle 
the commendable energy which is being displayed 
by the authorities of the U.S.S.R. to foster research. 
The results in their proper perspective show that the 
quest of science is not being neglected in the Soviet 
Union. 


ANIMALS AS POSSIBLE VECTORS OF 
POLIOMYELITIS 


In the October number of the Annales d’hygiéne 
publique there is a paper by Prof. Tanon and Dr. H. 
Cambessédés on the réle of animals in the trans- 
mission of poliomyelitis. What has impressed them 
about the incidence of the disease in Paris of recent 
years has been its sporadic behaviour, no one case 
being traceable to another in the same town. Some- 
times an inquiry would reveal the sole significant 
fact that the patient had lately been in some other 
locality known to be infected with poliomyelitis. 
Tanon has instructed his medical inspectors engaged 
on the recording of cases of poliomyelitis to keep 
in mind the possibility of the transmission to man 
of poliomyelitis from animals, notably poultry. 
With this slant given to the investigations now 
proceeding, he has succeeded in collecting some 
curious cases. One of them was that of a child of 4, 
suffering from typical poliomyelitis, who lived with 
her parents in a small detached house in the suburbs, 
isolated from all other buildings. She never went 
beyond the confines of the property, not going to 
school or playing with any other children. Whenever 
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she left the house, it was only to play in a poultry 
yard that had recently been evacuated because an 
epidemic among the fowls had killed several of them, 
and the remainder had been removed by their owner. 
In another case two brothers, aged respectively 3 and 
4, developed poliomyelitis. They hardly ever went 
out of doors, but played on a large balcony that 
communicated with the room of an old woman who 
had recently been given a young cat. Its ill health 
was construed by its owner as a sequel to the profusion 
of fleas it harboured, so she set to work, with the 
assistance of the two children, to rid the cat of these 
parasites. Now the cat had been given to the old 
woman by her son who had recently been in more or 
less direct contact with a fatal case of poliomyelitis. 
In another case of this disease there was no poultry 
yard to connect it with, but in the same household 
five or six cats had recently died after a long illness 
characterised by progressive difficulty in walking. 
Though Prof. Tanon is interested in these observa- 
tions, he warns his readers that ‘la coincidence 
est l’ennemi des conclusions scientifiques.” 


BRIGHTON’S WATER-SUPPLY 


BRIGHTON and the neighbouring districts that 
share its water-supply are still growing rapidly, and 
the Brighton corporation has been obliged from 
time to time to extend its watershed areas on the 
downlands near the border of the town. A few 
years ago it bought nearly 800 acres of downland 
at Balsdean, at the extreme eastern end of the 
borough, to the north of Rottingdean. Gradually 
this estate has been developed, water rights have 
been secured, and this one watershed now covers no 
fewer than 1330 acres. A month ago the pumping 
station was officially opened, and the two bell-shaped 
pumps were set in motion. They have a capacity 
of 4,500,000 gallons per day, which is a very consider- 
able contribution towards the 10,000,000 to 11,000,000 
gallons per day which the whole area of the under- 
taking requires. The machinery at Balsdean consists 
of two centrifugal borehole pumps. _ Electricity 
supplies the power, and the pumping station is said 
to be the largest electrically driven station in England. 
The Brighton undertaking, including the district it 
serves—now one of 46} square miles—has never 
seriously suffered, even in the recent years of 
drought ; warning notices in the past have always 
sufficed. Now that the undertaking claims to be 
able to meet twice the requirements of the present 
population, there should be no fear of a water 
shortage, or even of curtailment. 





DAIRY REFORM IN THE IRISH FREE STATE 


OvuR DUBLIN CORRESPONDENT writes: It is just 
eighteen months since the Milk and Dairies Act, 1935, 
received the Royal Assent, but its operation was 
delayed pending the framing of regulations required 
in some of the sections. Regulations in relation to 
dairies and milk, and in relation to inspection of 
animals, were to be made by the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health with the con- 
currence of the Minister for Agriculture. These 
have now been framed and were issued last week. 
Stringent conditions are imposed as to the cleanli- 
ness required both in cowsheds and in dairies. There 
must be adequate washing apparatus and equipment 
for the use of those handling cows or milk. The 
floors of cowsheds and dairies must be so constructed 
as to be easily cleansed, and there must be no crevice 
or cavity in which liquid matter could lodge and 
remain. The floors of cowsheds must be provided 
with channels for conveyance of all liquid material 
from the sheds and the floors must be so sloped 
that liquid material will flow into such channels. 
The cowsheds must be adequately lighted and properly 
ventilated. The lighting must be such that a person 
with ordinarily good sight milking a cow and seated 
in any normal milking position could distinguish 
dirt on the udder or teats, or abnormalities in the 
colour of the milk, Provisions are made that the 
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interior surface of the walls and the ceiling of every 
cowshed shall be cleansed as often as may be necessary, 
either by washing with ‘‘ potable water ”’ or, if the 
material of the walls and ceiling be not of washable 
material, by other thorough methods followed by 
lime-washing or spraying with lime, or otherwise 
disinfected. The floor shall be flushed with water at 
least once in each day. Strict conditions are laid 
down as to the procedure to be followed in order to 
ensure cleanliness and protect the milk from con- 
tamination during the act of milking. As regards 
inspection, it is provided that every dairy and the 
vessels and machines in such dairy shall be inspected 
at least once in every three months, and the animals 
shall be inspected at least once in every six months. 

The regulations, viewed generally, appear to have 
been made with considerable care. It is just possible 
that in some particulars they may have taken too 
little consideration of practical difficulties. In few 
Irish farmyards, except where the dairying industry 
has been extensively developed, is there a supply of 
water adequate to flush the floors of a cowshed. 
Again, it is barely necessary to require that the walls 
of the cowshed and the hands and arms of the milker 
should be washed with ‘“ potable’ water. There is 
a danger in attempting to impose conditions which 
appear unreasonable or impracticable, for the local 
authorities, in whose hands lies the responsibility for 
administering the Act, may refuse to stir themselves 
in the matter if they think the conditions harsh. 


ENCEPHALITIS AFTER VACCINATION 


POST-VACCINAL encephalitis, according to van den 
Branden and Nélis (Bruxelles-méd., 1936, xvii., 1) 
is rare in Belgium compared with England and 
Holland, though the figures are scarcely comparable 
since it is not compulsorily notifiable. Their opinion 
is based on the records of the State Vaccination Office 
in Brussels to which only 11 cases were reported 
between June, 1932, and June, 1936—an incidence 
of one case for every 150,000 vaccinations or 
revaccinations. The age-distribution was as follows : 
one case at 74 months, six between 2 and 7 years, 
two in children whose ages were not given, one without 
any mention of age whatever, and one in an adult. 
Three of the patients completely recovered, five died, 
and in three the issue was not stated. It is further 
noteworthy that not a single case of post-vaccinal 
encephalitis has been reported from the Belgian 
Congo, where in some years half a million vaccina- 
tions and revaccinations are performed and three 
large insertions are regularly made. van den Branden 
and Nélis adopt the now conventional view that first 
vaccinations should if possible be performed in 
infancy, and they suggest the age of six months to 
one year as the most suitable time. 


HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


ACCORDING to R. S. Palmer, interest in the surgical 
treatment of essential hypertension is becoming 
general in the United States, and in reporting on a 
group of 169 cases treated medically and watched 
for six years or more, he suggests that it may serve 
as a control (New Eng. Jour. Med., Sept. 24th, 
1936, p. 569). His results, as might be expected, 
are good; he noted a substantial fall in the systolic 
blood pressure in half the mild and moderate cases 
and in a third of the severe cases. (No mention is 
made of the diastolic blood pressure.) Symptomatic 
relief was observed in 90 per cent. of the mild, 75 per 
cent. of the moderate, and 46 per cent. of the severe 
cases. Palmer states that he was at pains to exclude 
cases of hypertension due to other causes—notably 
chronic glomerulonephritis, but he does not say how 
he achieved this. He thinks that a proportion of 
patients in the mild and moderate group, especially 
young adults, with signs of rapid progress towards 
the severe form, might benefit by surgery. But 
he regards reduction of blood pressure as the sole 
criterion of the effectiveness of surgical treatment, 
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and it is open to qnestiie how far the subjects of 
essential hypertension are benefited by sudden and 
drastic reduction of this kind. 


WORK ON TUBERCULOSIS IN WALES 


The twenty-fourth annual report of the King 
Edward VII. Welsh National Memorial Association 
contains a number of valuable clinical articles on 
such subjects as effusions in pneumothorax, pul- 
monary abscess, empyema, and problems of dif- 
ferential diagnosis in dispensary practice. As director 
of research, Prof. Lyle Cummins refers to work now 
being done on silico-anthracosis. Recent evidence 
points to the power of fine dust particles of adsorbing 
tuberculin and thus reducing the constitutional mani- 
festations of the disease. Experiments with auro- 
etu-chloride are also mentioned; this salt, having 
proved bacterio-inhibitory power in vitro, has now 
reached the stage of clinical trial where it has proved 
to be well tolerated in patients and sufficiently 
encouraging in results to justify a more extended trial

In this note it is not possible to go further into 
chemical questions. The extensive chemical literature 
gives information on the spatial structure of Perandren ;

In conclusion it must be mentioned that the 
elaboration of a method for the artificial production 
of the male sex hormone entailed considerable 
expenditure. The production of Perandren is still 
costly ; consequently the distribution of samples is 
of necessity strictly limited.
